SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The thirty-third annual report is herewith submitted. 


The circulation for the year was 10,498 volumes, of 
which 9,323 were fiction. This is the smallest circulation 
in five years, probably due to the fact that the library was 
closed on eighteen library days during January, March 
and April because there was no coal, due also to the fact 
that no books were purchased during the year. 


The money appropriated at the town meeting was less 
than was requested and there was no money to buy books 
after some slight improvements had been made inside and 
the trees on the lawn had been trimmed. 


The Library has purchased 24 magazines, and gifts of 
magazines have been made by the Alliance, Miss Martha 
Newcomb, Mrs. T. Patterson Smith, Mr. James L. MES 
~ and Mr. Lincoln Crowell. 


There were books received from the Macy estate and 
a set of books “The Chronicles of America” by Deming 


Jarves, as well as some books of fiction.

REPORT OF COMMUNITY NURSING ASSOCIATION 
NURSE’S REPORT 


1923 


The youngest of our citizens have perhaps received 
our first attention. All of the thirty-five babies born in 
the Town of Sandwich have been visited. In the feeding 
cases and others subsequent visits have been made. 


Fourteen have had prenatal care, thirteen post-natal 
care. Total visits made on the new born babies 68, nurs- 
ing visits to the mothers 52, and babies under two years 
of age have been given 107 visits. 


The school children have had 169 visits in their homes 
and 223 visits in the buildings. All pupils have been care- 
fully observed as to their personal hygiene, the careless 
ones encouraged to improve. Physical defects have been 
noted and the following have been corrected: 


Tonsilectomies 3 
Appendectomies 

Dentistry 42 
Refractions 28 


The Junior Red Cross contributed $11.35 towards 
purchasing glasses for four children. This organization 
provided an eye clinic where both Adults and Children 
were examined. Twenty-three of the forty-five children 
in the School St. School who were 7% or more under weight 
have been able to correct this during the year. This work 
was financed last year by this organization and this year 
by the Barnstable Co. Public Health Association. The 
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success of this work has been due to the full coopera- 
tion of parents and pupils together with the interest and 
efforts of the teachers and the noon hour chaperone, Mrs. 
Ware. Classes were taught for six months in the High 
School, ten pupils receiving school credit for work done. 
Books and equipment were furnished by the Cape Cod 
Chapter American Red Cross and eighteen certificates were 
given these pupils by this organization. 


The health of the pupils has been exceptionally good 
since September. Except for a few cases of chicken-pox 
no diseases have entered the schools. 


The nurse’s services and the car have been -available 
at all times for the work of preventing the spread of com- 
municable diseases. All rumors of such diseases have 
been investigated and assistance has been given in quar- 
antining. — 


We have five cases of tuberculosis in the Co. Hospital. 
Fourteen others have been taken there for X-Ray or other 
examinations. Seven of these have been found to be 
tuberculor. Sixty-two visits have been made to the homes 
of this class of patients. 


The total nursing visits are 561 and unclassified visits 


534. 


We appreciate the cheerful manner all teachers have 
shown towards the health work in the schools and the 
splendid co-operation of the various organizations who 
have helped in this work.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The School Committee of last year was gratified at | 


receiving $25,000 without opposition, as a school appro- 
priation for 1923. | 

Even though much care was exercised in the spending 
thereof the expenses exceeded the appropriation by a small 
sum which was met from the Reserve Fund. 

The salaries of our teachers and Superintendent were 
the same as in 1922, but grades 7 and8 under one teacher 


seemed too much for the time and space and it was thought — 


better for all concerned to open the East room at Jarves- 
ville and install a new teacher for the 7th grade, even at 
an added expense as more time for individual attention 
seems especialy needed in the 7th and 8th grades. 


The transportation of pupils from Forestdale and 
South Sandwich is in charge of Mr. Clayton R. Burke who 
carries about 24 pupils and the Spring Hill and East Sand- 
wich route is in charge of Mr. Mark Ellis who carries 
about 33. Mr. Burke receives $11 per day and Mr. Ellis 
$6.75. The drivers of the barges are given full authority 
to discipline the pupils who ride and the work seems to 
‘be in good hands. 


The janitor for the High and School St. Schools re- 
ceives as before $20 per week. 


——————————— lr ll 
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The janitor for Jarvesville receives $4. 


Fuel has been rather scarce and high priced. Early in 
the season the price at the home market was $16.50 per 
ton, but later from other sources the charge was $18 per 
ton delivered. 


Wood costs $7 pr. load, sawed and delivered. 


The high school furnace was condemned, but the jani- 
tor concluded that a new fire pot would be all that was 
necessary. The cost of the fire-pot in full ws about $75, 
and the work of installing the new parts was delegated to 
the janitor at a considerable saving of expense, and in- 
stalling these parts, many evils, like escaping gas, waste 
of fuel, etc., were remedied. 


The leakage in the roof which had caused some trouble 
with the plastering was remedied, by replacing the zinc 


in the valley of the roof. 


School St. buildings were given general repairs. The 
chimney was examined by a mason, who not finding se- 


rious trouble repaired it at a nominal expense. 


The furnaces are reported in bad condition and not 
safe to run another year. 


Considerable work has been done on the School build- 
ings in Jarvesville. The roof on the East side has been 
shingled, new face boards on the front, repairs of leakage, 


-clapboards, flooring, etc. The out-buildings, condemned 
by the health commissioner demanded new vaults and re- 


pairs on the buildings. 


The old stoves are doing good service, with wood and 


the rooms are reported as very comfortable. 
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All these buildings need painting and it is hoped that 
some work in this line can be accomplished this year.” 


| 
The unoccupied school buildings have been examined 
and the most necessary repairs, (Blinds and window glass, 


one chimney and other weather wear) have been made. 


The Forestdale School-house is much improved under 
the new management. 


Two new desks for the teachers, seats, for, pupils 
(Many repaired), 2 new jars for drinking water, curtains, 
flags, etc., replace the old furnishings. 

Books and supplies, considering the opening of a new 
school, are less expensive than last year.

My dear Mr. Whitman — 


I was very glad of the recent opportunity to visit the 
elementary schools of Sandwich and wish to submit the fol- 
lowing brief report of my observations: 


3 I was interested to find that of the eight class room 
teachers in the elementary schools, three are normal school 
- graduates and four others have had one year or more of 
special training for their work. All have had considerable 
teaching experience. We are now endeavoring in Massa- 
chusetts, through legislation and otherwise, to give increas- 
ing emphasis to the importance of employing trained teachers 
so that it will not be long before every boy and girl in the 
public schools of Massachusetts is under the care of a teacher 
who has had two years or more of professional preparation 


for teaching. I should say that the professional training of 
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the teachers in Sandwich compares favorably with that of 
teachers in other towns of similar size in Massachusetts. 
Thovgh I was unable in the brief time available to make any | 
comprehensive tests of the pupils in the several studies, the 
replies received to such inquiries as I made were very satis- 
factory. Questions in arithmetic and language work given 
in grades seven and eight were particularly well answered. 


IT judge the textbook equipment to be adequate. The 
selection of materials has been wisely made.and the books 
are, generally speaking, modern and in good condition. 


With reference to the school buildings, there appears to 
be an opportunity to make decided improvements. At the 
Jarvisville school the window area should be largely in- 
ereased in order to provide adequate lighting. If this build- 
ing is likely to be used for a considerable period of time, I 
would suggest also the installation of indoor flush or chem- 
ical toilets. A driven well with pump and pressure tank 
would probably be the best arrangement, inasmuch as it 
would provide a water supply not only for the toilets but 
for cleansing purposes. A less costly method of providing 
indoor toilets is the chemical system which is being installed 
in many rural schools of Massachusetts and is proving gen- 
erally satisfactory. | 


The same need with respect to sanitary accommodations 
exists at the Centre building. Other features lacking in the 
elementary school buildings of Sandwich are an assembly 
room, gymnasium, or play room, a health room for the school 
physician, nurse, and clinical activities, principal’s office, a 
room for the preparation and serving of noon lunches, and 
coat rooms heated and ventilated in connection with each 
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class room. I hope the time may not be far distant when 
the boys and girls in the elementary schools of Sandwich 
may have the advantage of a thoroughly modern school 
building that will contain not only the necessary class rooms 
but also the aforesaid additional facilities which are now 
considered essential. 


I was very glad to observe the work that is being accom- 
plished through the school nurse and the noon luncheon pro- 
visions in improving the general health of the children. The 
records show that this work is yielding very beneficial results. 
I would suggest that the annual physical examination of 
ehildren be conducted early in the fall term in order that 
the nurse may have definite and authoritative data as a 
basis for her follow-up and corrective work. 


A feature of the Sandwich schools which I believe is 
worthy of special mention is the excellent organization that 
you have established within the past two or three years, by 
the consolidation of your elementary schools into two units. 
This permits of departmental instruction in grades seven 
and eight and also enables you to assign but one grade to 
each teacher from grade one to grade six inclusive. This 
organization of your schools stands in contrast to the situa- 
tion that prevailed when I visited Sandwich several years ago 
and found a somewhat decentralized school system with a 
number of one-room schools in various parts of the town. I 
am strongly in favor of the present arrangement and believe 
that you are deriving from it important benefits that may be 


summarized somewhat as follows: 


(1) All pupils are now organized in sizeable groups 
for instruction purposes. Each pupil is now a member of a 
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group of pupils having somewhat similar intellectual attain- 
ments. Friendly rivalry and competition are easily aroused | 
under these circumstances and lend a good deal to the effec- 
tiveness of instruction. The interest and competition to be 
found in such groups of pupils is to a considerable extent 
lacking ‘in the one-room school with its several different 
erades of small membership. 


(2) Your organization has made it possible to assign 
one grade to each teacher. This permits of a better division 
of the pupil’s time between recitation and study. When a 
teacher has pupils of all ages from five to fourteen or six- 
teen, and from five to eight different grades, as is usual in 
the one-room school, she can do little more than assign les- 
sons and hear recitations. She has little opportunity for the 
giving of real assistance and instruction, With but one 
orade under her care a teacher has opportunity not only to 
assign lessons and test pupils on the results of their indi- 
vidual work, but she has time also to dwell upon those fea- 
tures of each lesson that need especial emphasis—she can 
give individual help when it is needed, and take time to as-. 
sign advanced work in a way that will be stimulating to pu- 
pils. The present arrangement also permits the teacher to 
make a more careful preparation for her work than would 
be possible with a large number of grades. . 


(3) In bringing a larger number of pupils and teach- 
ers together a much better social training than could be 
obtained in a small school is provided through consolidation. 
Much of education, general culture, and breadth of view 
may be acquired from contact with a large number of chil- 
dren and teachers. 
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(4) In the long run not only can better teachers be 
obtained in consolidated schools, but such teachers can be 
retained for longer periods than in the one-room schools. 
Teachers are anxious to become specialists in the work of 
primary, intermediate, or upper grades. In normal schools 
they obtain special preparation for one of these departments. 
They are also anxious to have the association of other teach- 
ers. Both of these conditions are possible under school con- 
solidation. 


(5) As shown by many different investigations of school 
attendance, more regular attendance is secured in consoli- 
dated school systems than in decentralized school systems. 
This is doubtless due in part to the convenience of trans- 
portation and in part to the greater interest which pupils 
of consolidated schools take in their work. 


(6) More adequate supervision is possible in a consoli- 
dated school because the superintendent of schools and su- 
pervisor of special subjects can devote more time to super- 
vision and instruction than would be possible if they are re- 
quired to travel among several scattered schools. 


That the consolidation of schools in Massachusetts is a 
policy which is receiving increasing approval on the part of 
the people is shown by the following facts: 


(a) Our expenditures for transportation have increased 
from $22,118 in 1888-89 to $1,203,038 in 1922-23. 


(b) The number of one-room schools in Massachusetts 
has been reduced from about 3000 in the days of Horace 
Mann to less than 700 at the present time. More than 100 
one-teacher schools have been abandoned in Massachusetts 
during the past five years. At the present time less than 
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214 per cent. of our publie school pupils are attending one- 
teacher schools. 

In view of the reasons set forth above, I wish to con- | 
gratulate the town of Sandwich on having consolidated its 
schools and on having organized them on a modern basis 
in so far as your school buildings permit. The conditions 
are now far better than they were formerly for giving effec- 
tive instruction to your children.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: 
The following is submtted as the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 
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There have been no marked changes in our school sys- 
tem this year. 


The advantages of consolidation and of having a teacher 
for a grade are more manifest each year. In the lower grades 
the teachers are able to devote the necessary time to funda- 


-mentals and to give to each child the help and drill which 


that child needs. As a result less children are failing of 
promotion and those promoted are going on better qualified. 


At Jarvisville excellent work is being done. With two 
teachers for grades seven and eight, with departmental work 
and time for individual instruction and direction these 


scholars now have an opportunity for thorough preparation 
) : 
for high school. Not only is the interest in scholarship mani- 


fest in these grades but a good showing is being made in 
athletics. As only those who are maintaining satisfactory 
scholarship are allowed to represent their school, the athletic 
contests serve as a great stimulus to better scholarship. 


At the high school four full time teachers are employed, 
and the Course of Study is being followed with practically 
no changes. Several entertainments have been conducted 
during the year, the high standard of which is well known to 
our citizens. The number of graduates of our high school that 
go on to higher institutions is gratifying and the standard 
which they maintain in those institutions reflects clearly the 
quality of the training they receive in our high school. 


Throughout our schools children sometimes do not appear 
at their best when classes are visited by strangers because the 
schools have so few visitors. It will help both visitor and 
the school if our citizens will visit as often as possible. 
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Excellent health work is being done under the direction 
of Miss Westover to whose report on another page your at- 
tention is called. This work is receiving generous support | 
from the Nursing Association, the East Sandwich Grange 
and others. I wish to thank the Grange especially for the 
aid they are giving to the noon lunches. 


With high appreciation of the co-operation and support ’ 
which the schools are receiving, I respectfully submit this 
report.

In response to your request for the report of 1923, I 
would submit the following: 


In the first three grades, the rote songs, presentation 
of notation, neutral and so-fa syllables have been used ac- 
cording to the Progressive Music Manuals.

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DRAMATICS. 


Lack of time is a great handicap to the use of Dramatics 
in all the grades, but there is nothing that arouses class in- 
terest and spirit as quickly as Dramatics and folk-dancing. 
Dramatics also include the spoken English of the pupils. If 
each of the grades could produce at least one little play a 
year, it would be a lesson in good manners and consideration, 
as well as giving the pupils an ability to pont tapes other 
work of ine same kind. 


In the Spring, the High School revived the ‘‘Golden 
Doom,’’ by Lord Dunsany, and gave with it ‘‘Will o’ the 
Wisp,’’ by Doris Halman. This entertainment was given 
for the benefit of the Alumni Association. The pupils worked 
hard and the connection between the actual school and the 
eraduates was made closer than before. 


In the fall there was an evening of short plays from - 
Dickens. The plays were from an English book and the dia- 
logues were taken from the text of the novels themselvs. 


In the 7th and 8th grades, the work on Dramatics has 
been taken up in connection with drawing and for the bene- 
fit of Athletics. A show given in the Jarvisville school has 
grown into an entertainment open to the public, in the Town 
Hall. Posters are made by the pupils, and costumes and 
stage pictures studied. The spirit of co-operation is wonder- 
fully good. The pupils are willing to work hard and to help 
each other. The dramatic work in these grades has recently 
been made easier by the publication of plays especially 
adapted for pupils of these ages. 


An exchange of informal shows between the High School 
and the 7th and 8th grades has already bridged some of the 
barriers between the two schools.

FOREST WARDEN’S REPORT 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Sandwich: 
Gentlemen: 


At the last annual town meeting acting under Article 23, 
“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the Forest Warden’s Dept. for the pur- 
pose of clearing certain wood roads as a preventive of for- 
est fires.” There was appropriated a sum of $300.00 


The following report will explain to the citizens of the 
Town how this special appropriation was expended: 


Ten miles of wood roads were cleared for travel by cut- 
ting out the brush from the center and sides of the road, 
cutting back overhanging branches and cutting down trees 
growing so close to the ruts that they might strike the 
hubs or mud guards of passing cars. The purpose of the 
work was simply to enable a loaded truck to pass quickly 
along roads, en route to a possible fire. The roads, how- 
ever, are sufficiently open so that a pleasure car can travel 
them without being scratched. 


The slash made in the performance of this work was 
burnt on the spot. Some of the roads had to be cleared a 
second time of the obstructions caused by the August gale. 


The roads cleared are as follows: 


1. Discovery Hill road from Spectacle Pond road to the 
Hog Pond Road. A distance of 34 of a mile. 


2. Hog Pond road from the Spectacle Pond road to the 
South Sandwich road. A distance of 2%4 miles. 
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3. Nye Mill road from the Friends Meeting house guide 
board to the East Sandwich road. A distance of 234 miles. 


4. Atkin’s road from the Mill road to the railroad, a 
distance of 1% miles. 


5. Cow Path road from the Friends Meeting House road 
to the Atkins road, a distance of % mile. 


6. Cut off road from Friends Meeting House road to the 
Atkins road; a distance of % mile. 


7. Marstons Mills road from the Chase road to the 
Barnstable Town line, a distance of % mile. 


8. Pinkham road from the Friends Meeting House road 
to the Stowe road, a distance of 1% miles. 


There is a large area of thrifty growing wood, for the 
most part of small size in the central and eastern part of 
the town, that has not been burnt over for at least 25 years. 


I have traced an outline of this wooded area on a map 
and from this I estimate its)area to be about 10,000 acres. 


It is for the protection of this area that last year’s work 
was done. I believe that it is for the best interest of the 
town that this work be continued. The next most impor- 
tant roads that should be cut out are: 


1. From the Dalton bog to the Discovery Hill road, 
thence along the Discovery Hill road to the Cow Path, 
thru the Cow Path connecting the road cleared this past 
year. 


This will give a road parallel with the settled portion of 
the town and about 1 mile back in the woods, a distance of 
about 5 miles. 
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2. The road connecting the Atkins road with the Nye 
Mill road, thence from the Mill road along the southern 
side of Nye’s mountain connecting with the Chase Road. 


3. The road beginning at Caleb’s field and running 
northerly to the Shawnee State Forest, a distance of 2 
miles.

Herewith is submitted the thirty-fourth annual report: 


The number of books circulated during 1924 reached 
11,163; of this number 9,427 were fiction, and 1,736 volumes 
or over 154%4% were non-fiction works. There have been 
250 books catalogued during the year.

The unusual gift of 500 volumes from the late Deming 
Jarves, deserves special mention. They include many books 
of exceptional value, and will make a great addition to the 
scope of reading material available to patrons of the library.

A collection 
in which the town may well take pride. 


The Woman’s Educational Association loaned the use of 
a fine set of photographic views of Cathedrals for a month, 
and a set of 25 books in Italian were available for six 
months to our Italian readers. 


It is gratifying to report the increased use of the library 
for reference by the young people; also, that through the 
co-operation of the schools with the library, in the use of 
a course of reading arranged by grades, by the State Li- 
brary Commission an interest has been stimulated in good 
reading among the pupils. Over 60 Certificates have been 
presented to them, several having received Large Certifi- 
cates representing 20 books read. 


The library building as usual, has been used for many 
meetings of community interest. The Trustees wish to 
express appreciation herewith for all favors received dur- 
ing the year.

Community Nursing Association 
SANDWICH, MASS. 
NURSE’S REPORT FOR 1924. 


As the number of births for 1924 dropped below the 
average and 30% less than last year our nursing visits 
to the mothers decreased from 52 to 37 and to the babies 
from 68 to 42. This has left more time for subsequent 
visits and these have increased from 107 to 195. None of 
the 1924 babies have died, but two babies born in 1923 have 
died during this year, even so this gives a very low infant 
mortality. All babies have been visited and a large per 
cent had prenatal visits. 


_ Visits at the homes of the school children remain about 
the same 168 and 145 to the buildings. All defects record- 
ed at the time of the school physicians annual examina- 
tion have been reported to the parents and in many in- 
stances the defect has received their immediate attention. 


Previous to this year the state law requiring all children 
to be vaccinated before entering school has been ignored. 
The parents with few exceptions were not only willing 
but were anxious to comply with so just a requirement and 
88 children have been vaccinated. 


The children’s throats have been another over-looked 
menace and have contributed much to the morbidity of 
the school. Nineteen have had their tonsils removed, and 
six have been temporarily or permanently rejected. 

The refractions have been done this year with very 
little trouble and small expense. The Nursing Association 
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at Hyannis has had three clinics to which our children were 
invited, the 20 needing corrections were attended to. 


The 100% of increase in number of children visiting the 
dentist last year was no doubt stimulated by the appropria- 
tion made by the Community Nursing Association which 
has been made again for the coming year. Eighty-three 
children had their work done. 


The nutrition work commenced two years ago is still 
requiring much time and thought, as we still have 16 pupils 
in the danger zone or more than 10% underweight. This 
work has been financed by the Barnstable Co. Public Health 
Association and the East Sandwich Grange. 


All known cases of tuberculosis have been visited fre- 
quently during the year making a total of 70 visits to these - 
patients. Five patients are now being cared for in hospi- 
tals—three of these at the expense of the local Board of 
Health. 


The total visits for the year are 1504. Of these 220 are 
nursing visits. 637 unclassified. 32 night and Sunday calls. . 
18 visits on account of communicable diseases other than 
tuberculosis. During the year the Local Board of Health 
on the recommendation of the State Department of Health 
appointed the nurse their agent. 


Child Health Day was observed in May with a parade and 
appropriate exercises. All organizations interested in Child 
Welfare co-operated and made the day a most successful 
one, 


The Nursing Association has provided a larger car for 
the Nurse’s use which has made possible much work which 
otherwise would have been left undone. They have also 
provided headquarters for all their activities with the nurse 
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a resident which has greatly increased the efficiency of that 
organization. 


In closing this my third annual report I wish to thank 
all committees and co-operation agencies, especially those 
committees and teachers with whom I have been so in- 
timately associated and who have contributed so much 
towards making the year the happy and effective one that 
it has proven to be.

Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The School Committee of 1924 was granted an appro- 
priation of $26,000. This was to cover the expenses of the 
budget for general school-work and the painting of three 
school houses, one coat each for School St., and high school 
buildings and two coats for Jarvesville. The weather being 
extremely dry was considered, though more expensive, an 
unusually good season for this work and the agent who 
furnished the paint visited the properties and pronounced 
the work well done. 


The repairs were expensive as there is much minor work 
to be done for painters, as new clapboards, nailing of old’ 
ones, glass to be set, new panels for doors, which quickly 
turns into dollars. 


The Cupola on High School roof was entirely gone. 
Some said “leave it off,” but on a building of this style it 
would be calamity. 


Three new door stops were installed, but the cover to 
the ventilator on the roof of High School has taken one. 
more flight and considered impossible. The cost of fuel 
was $1,585.30. The February coal cost $323.86 (@ $17 per 
ton) and the August Coal @ $15.50 per ton cost $883.50. 
Wood averaged about $14.50 per cord. On January Ist 
there was on hand wood $200 and coal enough it is hoped 
for the season. 


Supplies always hover about $500. Cost last year $498.99. 
Furniture $226.80 includes 3 teachers’ desks, seats for High 
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School, etc. Transportation is expensive. Included in 
amounts is the insurance for both barges. There is much 
comfort in these arrangements for pupils. The cost per day 
is $10.50 for Forestdale and South Sandwich and $6.25 for 
East Sandwich. The Janitor for High and School Street 
Buildings gets $20 per week and Jarvesville Janitor $5.00.

They now 
live through their gifts to the schools which will keep 
many a pupil to a higher standard in life, think also of 
our gifts from William Eaton, who loves his old home 
town, and though a stranger to all the pupils of today, 
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gives from the workings of his own hands, a gift, to be 
known as the “John F. Clayton Scholarship,” This in 
memory of his friend by this name and the one who took 
him by the hand when his father died, comforted him and 
remained a staunch friend until his death. Mr. Eaton re- 
quests that the scholarship be given to one of good moral 
standing, able and ambitious to go on, and make good. 
Let not color or creed stand in the way and in presenting 
this scholarship, Mr. Eaton’s name is not to be used in 
the presentation. 


The trustees are for life and are as follows: ‘There 
must be a Freemason always on this board, chosen in 
honor of his friend who was of the Mason’s order. Miss 
Grace W. Irwin as principal of the High School, will remain 
a member of the board whether connected with the Sand- 
wich schools or not. The Chairman of the School board 
ex-officio.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: 


The following is submitted as the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


True progress in school achievement is accomplished by faith- 
ful application on the part of scholars and teachers to the tasks 
of each day and hour. 


In a school system like ours, in which each teacher has one 
grade and each grade has the right number for an ideal working 
unit, there is opportunity for the group instruction which is 
so important in the lives of children and the individual assist- 
ance and guidance which all need to a greater or less degree. 


Our school system is not one of radical changes or passing 
fads but we believe that the conscientious work which is being 
done in each grade throughout the entire course is giving to 
every boy and girl who is ready to do his or her part the oppor- 
tunity which a good schoo! system should offer for the founda- 
tions of education. 


The marked evidence of good citizenship which is apparent in 
our scholars is a compliment to our homes and to our schools 
alike and the manly and womanly spirit of helpful co-operation 
found in every school speaks well for future as well as present 
good citizenship. 


The entertainments given by our Senior and Junior high 
schools from time to time have been of a high order reflecting 
great credit on those who have participated in them. 


ENROLLMENT — FALL TERM 
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In athletics the baseball and basketball teams have given a 
good account of themselves. The State law requires that the 
schools shall give instruction and training in “Indoor and out- 
door games and athletic exercises”. Many of our neighboring 
towns are now employing athletic instructors in the schools 
who devote their entire time to physical education. This of 
course places our scholars at a disadvantage in competing with 
schools who have the benefit of this kind of training. 


At the high school, the resignation last summer of three 
excellent teachers, Mrs. Chipman, Miss Carpenter and Miss 
Barrus, caused much anxiety to your principal and superin- 
tendent. This situation was most happily relieved, however, in 
finding available the services of two former teachers in the 
school whose success and qualifications for the work were so 
well known. Permit me to say that such teachers as Mrs. Wing 
and Mrs. Burbank are not available in the open market for 
teachers at any such salaries as Sandwich is paying and we are 
especially fortunate in securing their services. 


The history of school systems everywhere shows that the 
larger places, offering better salaries and more specialized work, 
are constantly drawing on the smaller towns for teachers. This 
results in continuous changes and the loss of competent teachers 
by the smaller systems. Sandwich has avoided this situation 
by employing to a great @xtent those whose homes and interests 
are here. In this way the standard of our schools has been 
maintained as it could not have been with constant changes in 
teachers. 


An average of 93.3 per cent attendance for the school year 
ending June 1924, indicates that our parents and scholars are 
careful about regular attendance at school. There are however 
some who do not realize that sickness is the only legitimate 
excuse for absence from school. The attendance officers have 
been called upon to make several visits to homes and in most

cases have not found reasonable cause for absence. We are 
reluctant to prosecute except in extreme cases but deem it wise 
to call attention to the following extracts from the State laws. 


CHAPTER 76 
SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


Section 1. (As amended by chapter 463, Acts of 1921.) 
Every child between seven and fourteen, every child under six- 
teen who does not meet the requirements for the completion 
of the sixth grade of the public schools of the town where he 
resides, and every child under sixteen except a child holding 
an employment certificate as provided in chapter one hundred 
and forty-nine and employed in some regular employment or 
business for at least six hours per day, and except a child 
having the written ‘permission of the superintendent of schools 
of the town where he resides to engage in profitable employ- 
ment at home, shall, subject to section fifteen, attend a public 
day school in said town or some other day school approved by 
the school committee, during the entire time the public schools 
are in session, unless the child attends school in another town; 
during the entire time the same is in session, under sections six 
to twelve, inclusive, or under chapter seventy-one; but such at- 
tendance shall not be required of a child whose physical or 
mental condition is such as to render attendance inexpedient or 
impracticable, or who is being otherwise instructed in a manner 
approved in advance by the superintendent or the school com- 
mittee. The superintendent, or teachers in so far as authorized 
by him or by the school committee, may excuse cases of neces- 
sary absence for other causes not exceeding seven day sessions 
or fourteen half day sessions in any period of six months. 


SEcTION 2. Every person in control of a child described in 
the preceding section shall cause him to attend school as therein 
required, and, if he fails so to do for seven day sessions or 
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fourteen half day sessions within any period of six months, he 
shall, on complaint by an attendance officer, be punished by a 
fine of not more than twenty dollars. 


SECTION 4. Whoever induces or attempts to induce a minor 
to absent himself unlawfully from school, or unlawfully em- 
ploys him or harbors a minor who, while school is in session, 
is absent unlawfully therefrom, shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars.

Gentlemen: 

With last year’s appropriation of $300.00 for the 
clearing of wood roads the following roads were 
brushed out. 


1. “Thicket Run Road” from the Dalton bog to the 
Discovery Hill road. A distance of a half mile. 

2. “Discovery Hill Road’? from Dora Dun’s place 
to the Spectacle Pond road. A distance of 2 miles. 

3. “Cow Path” from Discovery Hill road to the 
Friend’s Meeting House road. A distance of a half 
mile. | 
4. ‘“Caleb’s Field Road’? from the Falmouth road 
to the Pocasset road. A distance of 2 miles. 

5. ‘“‘Barlow Road” from the belt line to Caleb’s 
Field road. A distance of 2 miles. This road has 


not been cleared for 25 years and required extra ef- 


fort to open it. It runs thru a heretofore inaccessible 
tract that has not been burnt over since the fire of 
1896. 


I recommend that a sum of $400.00 be appropriated 
this year to continue this work. 

The Massachusetts Forestry Association is aiding 
the towns of the upper Cape in a special effort to

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& prevent forest fires. Realizing the importance of hav- 
_ ing the woods roads open to travel for fire apparatus,

_ of the remaining roads that need opening and thus 
~ have all of our woodland readily accessible.

NURSE’S REPORT FOR 1925 


The year just past has been by far the most success- 
ful in the history of this organization, not only by 
number of visits made but by results obtained. We 
have made 391 nursing visits, a 40 per cent. increase 
over last year. Child welfare visits have increased 
from 195 to 334. Visits to the school children have 
increased from 168 to 264 and to the school buildings 
from 145 to 155. The parental visits and visits to the 
new born and their mothers remain about the same, 
viz. 18 parental, visits to the babies 35 and nursing 
visits to the mothers 33. The night and Sunday calls 
have more than doubled. Visits as agent of the Board 
of Health remain the same, viz. 17. We have also 
made 680 unclassified visits. A total of 1906 visits 
have been made, 286 more than in any previous year. 

As has always been our custom, the very youngest 
of our citizens have received our first and most care- 
ful attention. June 9th and 10th was set aside as 
Baby Conference Days. Two physicians, a nurse and 
a volunteer worker were in constant attendance at 
the Community House, to receive, weight, measure and 
carefully examine all babies, just to determine what 
could be done to assure them well developed bodies 
that they might have the highest degree of health 
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. - possible during their adult years. The mothers re- 
Bisonded to this opportunity far beyond anything we 
q had dared to hope and 90 pre-school age children or 
72 per cent. of all those in town received this eareful 
‘ physical examination and the mothers received such 
: council as each most needed. Since that time all these 
; children have been visited and such corrections as 
{ were advised have been made. The total results of 
this conference will never be written as there is no 
_ possible way of knowing what it will mean to any 
- child. 
4 The work with the Ses children has been most 
; encouraging. All pupils have been examined twice 
during the school year by the school physician and 
once by the school dentist for dental defects. With 
less effort on the part of the nurse and with no assist- 
_ ance from any private organization a number equal to 
last year have received dental corrections, viz. 88. 
' The number having had diseased tonsils removed has 
nearly doubled over last year, 32 have had this care. 
_ Two new defective vision cases entered school in the 
- admitting class this year and both have been corrected 
and 12 others have received attention. 

Thirty-two children have been tested for tubercular 
infection, three proved to be thus infected. Nine 
children and three adults have been previously diag- 
nosed and are being supervised, making a total of 15 

positive cases in the town. 
_ The nutrition work has gone merrily on during the 
year. I say merrily as it seems being seriously under- 
weight is a gay condition and the process of gaining 
weight a happy one. Fifteen children were in the 
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fresh air camp at Pocasset and not only gained pounds 
but had a happy time while doing it. Two other chil- 
dren have been in institutions for a period of several 
months and were able to not only bring their weight 
up to the average but overcame other defects from | 
which they suffered. Seven children who come to 
school in the barge were served a hot dish at noon 
time followed by an hour’s rest period during the cold 
winter months. Those who slept at this time were 
given an ice cream cone each day as a reward for 
accomplishing this feat or in some instances for the 
unsuccessful effort. This work was financed almost en- 
tirely by the East Sandwich Grange, the children rais- 
ing the money on the Grange Health Night by giving 
a play. All children in the grades have been vaccin- 
ated against small pox. This was accomplished with- 
out serious objections from the parents but with some 
effort on the part of the teachers and much time’ on 
the part of the school physician. Not one case showed 
any deviation from the normal. | 


During the year the Nurse has taken care of three 
maternity cases, two medical and two surgical in the 
town of Bourne, assisted at one tonsil clinic, taken 
three children to an eye clinic and one child to have 
tonsils removed. This has entailed 26 trips to that 
town. She has assisted with 24 tonsilectomics at the 
Cape Cod Hospital, attended one mental clinic and 
one meeting of members of Board of Health at Fal- 
mouth. She represented her alumni at the New Eng- 
land Graduate Nurses’ Convention in Boston and at- 
tended the New England Health Institute at Portland,

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Me. She has spoken in Provincetown at a_ school 


' nurse and teachers’ conference and before our own 


Woman’s Cluk. Seventy trips have been made to 
hospitals with patients for treatment or operations. 
The rooms provided by the Community Nursing 
Association a little over a year ago have not only 
proven to make a comfortable residence for the nurse 
and accessible to all-who may need her but a central 
place for the many activities of the organization. 
In closing, this my fourth annual report, I wish to 
thank all those who have contributed so much towards 
making this the successful and happy year it has been 
specially the teachers and school physician and dentist 
and the several members of the different committees 
of the Community Nursing Association who have given 
so unsparingly of their time and been so wise in their 
eouncil. For the coming year I only ask that it may 


be as happy as last year with equally satisfactory 


results and I can ask no more.

Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The School Appropriation for the year 1925 was 
$25,500.00. There was also a special appropriation 
of $485.55 to cover the premiums for the increased 
insurance on the High School, School St. School, and 
the Jarvesville School. 

There being no use at the present time for school 
purposes for the South Sandwich, East Sandwich, and 
Spring Hill School Houses, same have been turned over 
by the School Committee to the Board of Selectmen 
for disposition. 

The Committee early in the year anticipating a 
cessation of anthracite coal deliveries had the bins at 
the School Houses filled, so there is ample coal for 
the heating of the schools. 

The transportation of the scholars from the out- 
lying districts to the schools in the center of the Town 
is being carefully carried on. The barges are 
equipped with fire extinguishers, chains, inside and 
outside rear view mirrors, and are inspected from 
time to time to see that they are kept in proper condi- 
tion. The barge drivers are each required to carry 
public liability insurance in the amount of $20,000.00. 

During the year the High School water system has 
been connected with the driven well underneath the 
Town Hall, thereby insuring the High School an 
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adequate supply of pure water for drinking and other 
purposes. 


You will note from the Budget Statement for 1925 
that the Committee have kept within their appropri- 
ation, there being a balance of $5.09, remaining at 
the end of the year. This is in accordance with the 
present policy of the Committee to give the best 
possible results with the amount of money appropri- 
ated for school purposes; and while it necessitated 
in some instances in holding in abeyance certain 
improvements in the Schools which were deemed 
necessary and beneficial, the Committee have incor- 
porated these improvements in the Budget for 1926. 


The Budget for 1926 calls for an expenditure of 
$28,150.00, with the additional proviso: that if no 


- definite favorable action is taken this year by the 


Town in regard to the building of a new school build- 
ing that $250.00 additional be appropriated for a 
new double toilet at the School St. School. This 
increase in the Budget for 1926 provides for an in- 
erease in salaries for the teachers of $150.00 per year. 
With this increase the rate of the pay for the 
teachers in Sandwich will be slightly under the aver- 
age paid in the Cape district. The assertion is often 
heard—that the majority of our teachers are married 
women and have husbands who are able to support 
them. Does this situation not react to the advan- 
tage of the Town? First and of prime importance, 
there are far less changes in the personel of our 


; teaching force, which is of great benefit to the chil- 


dren in our schools. Second; the Town receives the 
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benefit of teachers with experience for the same 
money or less that would be paid Normal School grad- 
uates without experience. The Budget also provides 
for the inevitable increase in the price of coal that . 
always follows a strike in the mining districts. 

The Committee feel that the best interests of the 
children of our Town can be conserved by providing 
a modern school building, or buildings, large enough 
for all our schools. The imperative present need is 
for a new building for the first eight grades. With 
our entire school plant under one roof, or in one 
group, there can be no question but there will be a 
greater return for the monies appropriated than is 
possible under the present arrangement.

Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: 
As superintendent of schools I submit the follow- 


ing report: 
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We are fortunate in having few resignations as 
noting is more detrimental to the education of children 
than constant changes in teachers. 

The present condition of our schools is ample proof 
that our teachers are performing their daily tasks in a 
most satisfactory manner. The work of a teacher is far 
reaching in its influence on the lives of those who come 
under her instruction. A teacher’s work is not merely 
the service rendered while school is in session but is 
made up of constant and careful thought and planning 
for the best results possible for each child. The work 
of teaching is exacting and while there are many rewards 
aside from salaries, the compensation for services rend- 
dered should be adequate. Comparing Sandwich teachers’ 
salaries with those paid in other towns of Massachusetts 
we find them much below the average. The request of 
our teachers for a salary of twelve hundred dollars a 
year 1S a worthy one. 

The closing of our one-room, eight grade district 
schools a few years ago was a great improvement to our 
school system and gave to our scholars advantages which 
otherwise it was impossible for them to have. With this 
consolidation came the assignment of but one grade to 
a teacher giving to the pupils the proper grouping ac- 
companied by wholesome rivalry and incentive to best 
achievement. Under these conditions each grade ac- 
complishes better results and advances to the next grade 
well prepared for the more difficult tasks. 

By using the Jarvesville building for the junior high 
grades and making the necessary repairs at the high 
school and school street we have been able to house our 
scholars in a more or less comfortable manner. We be- 
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lieve, however, that the time has come when Sandwich 


should built a suitable school building, one that will give 


- to our children such advantages as the children of neigh- 


boring towns are enjoying. 

I am confident that the organization of our schools 
and the finances of our town would be best served by the 
erection of one building to accomodate the grades and 
junior and senior high schools. This building should 
contain an auditorium for school and town use, lunch 
room, rooms for the work of the school nurse, dental 
clinic, and other departments. 

The organization of the teaching force in such a 
building would provide for one principal for the entire 
building and proper adjustment of departmental work 
above the first six grades. Our schools could then be ar- 
ranged on the six-six plan which has been adopted by 
many school systems and which is advocated by the best 
educational authorities. By this plan the first six years 
of school are devoted to basic fundamentals and pro- 
cesses. Grades seven to twelve, inclusive, comprise the 


. junior and senior high schools; a scholar being three 
years in each-grade. While this provides for the same 


number of years in our school system, it would allow a 
better adjustment of: teachers and subjects. Where 
adopted, this plan has proven a great incentive in in- 
fluencing scholars to remain in school. It also gives 
opportunity for correlation and readjustment of subjects 
which is impossible where the junior and senior high 
schools are in separate buildings. 

The recent appointment of a committee composed of 
nine of our most competent and interested citizens leads 
us to believe that the matter of a suitable school building 
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and grounds will be fully investigated and the report of — 
their findings will lead to the immediate attention of our 
citizens to this, the most important need of Sandwich 
today. Growth is progress and progress leads to growth. 
The present development of Cape Cod should bring to 
our town the best in increased citizenship. No one factor 
offers a greater inducement to prospective citizens than 
good schools and no better investment in the welfare of 
our town can be made than adequate school support.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of 
Music. 

In the public schools of Sandwich we have fol- 
lowed the graded outline of the Progressive Music 
Series. This series provides definite work and in- 
struction for the teachers to follow during the suc- 
cessive months of the school year. 

The outline does in no way supplant my work but 
allows me to devote a larger share of my efforts to 
the artistic and inspirational side of music. 

In the grades we have had the following specific 
aims: 

(1) To encourage soft singing. This method of 
singing tends to preserve the child voice and its proper 
characteristics, namely: lightness, sweetness and flex- 
ibility. 

(2) To require the children to sit in erect and 
yet relaxed positions. This enables the pupils to ob- 
tain the proper breath control. 

(3) To teach the pupils to speak and sing their 


- words clearly and distinctly. 


(4) To aid the low or monotone singers in build- 
ing up a normal singing voice. ) 

(5) To encourage in as far as possible, individual 
singing, which tends to make the pupils self reliant. 

In the high school we have developed four part 
music work starting with familiar and easy tunes and 
working into octavo material. We have organized a 
girls chorus, which we expect to utilize at any time. 

I wish to thank the school committee and teachers 


for their continued interest, support and co-operation.

During the Fall and Winter Terms of 1925-1926 
drawing has been taught in the Sandwich Schools in 
the following manner. 

Lessons have been taught each Friday in the ele- 
mentary schools as well as in the high school, the 
hours of teaching being from 9 A. M. to 3 P. M. 

The system of teaching has been to alternate DE- 
SIGN AND REPRESENTATION. The aim of Design 
being to develop ‘“‘The love of Order and a sense of 
beauty”, while Representation is to develop imagina- 
tion and memory. 

In the lower grades of the elementary schools 
much time was given to paper cutting, the more ad- 
vanced classes making designs, posters and having a 
short course in Mechanical Drawing. 

In the High School special attention: has been 
given to design and printing. Here in addition to the 
regular weekly lesson, given by your Supervisor of 
Drawing, there has been another weekly lesson given 
by Miss Lovejoy, making two lessons per week for your 
High School students. | 

Greater interest has been created in our work by 
making representative drawings of subjects connected 
with the Seasons and Holidays throughout the school 
year. 

In closing I wish to express my gratitude and ap- 
preciation for the hearty co-operation I have received 
from you, the School Committee, and the teachers of 
the Sandwich Schools.

Report of the School Physician 


To the School Committee, 
— $Sandwich, Mass. 
Gentlemen : 

I have the honor herewith to submit my report as 
School Physician for the year 1925.. 

Our schools, this year have been unusually free 
from epidemic diseases. 

The pupils in the High School have been examined 
once during the year and those of the grades, both in the 
Spring and in the Fall. During these examinations there 
have been found 81 cases of chronically enlarged tonsils; 
38 mouth breathers (caused by nasal obstruction) 1 case 
of flat feet; 87 cases of defective teeth, also gone over 
by the dentist; 8 children with seriously defective pos- 
ture; 4 cases of marked anaemia; 24 cases of chronic- 
ally enlarged lymph glands; 5 cases of heart disease; 
6 cases of Impetigo. 109 vaccinations have been done, 
making the vaccination record in the grades 199 per cent. 

With the vaccinations and their after care there 
have been many more than 200 office calls in connec- 
tions with the school work. 

White visits to the schoois have not been many, 
there is ai: understanding among the teachers and with 
the District Nurse that any pupil who appears to be ill 
in any may may be sent to my office at any time. 

I wish here to most heartily commend the consist- 
ant, persistant and efficient service rendered the school 
children by the District Nurse. The amount of work 
involved in securing the results in the tonsil work alone 
is nothing less than extraordinary. The results of this 
consistant work from vear to year is impressive to the 
‘physician as he goes over the children in the annual or 
semi-annual inspection. 
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Finally I wish to express my appreciation to the ~ 
parents who have so heartily co-operated with the Nurse 
and the physician in securing better health in the 
schools. It seems to me that they appreciate better than . 
in times past that the young folks belong to the Town, 
the State and the Nation as well as to them and that we 
are all interested in their good health from an economic 
as well as a personal point of view.

SECRETARY ’S REPORS 


I herewith submit the thirty-sixth annual report of our 
public library. 

Never in its history of thirty-six years has the library had 
as large a circulation as the records show with the closing 
of 1926. An average of over 1,100 volumes per month have 
been sent out. An increase in the circulation of magazines 
has helped to make this total. 260 books have been cataloged 
and put into circulation during the year. 

As the equipment of the library increases, we are able the 
more efficiently to serve the community. This is constantly 
demonstrated by the increased patronage it receives, especially 
by students using it, both for reference work and for reading. 
The work with the Elementary School Grades has been most 
gratifying. Interest in good reading is growing; State Cer- 
tificate reading is becoming a habit. Eighty-two State 
Certificates have been given during the year. The Italian 
books loaned us by the State Library Commission have been 
appreciated by those desiring reading in that language; and 
other readers have been accommodated through the use of the 
Inter-library Loan system. 

We have been recipients of noteworthy gifts. Three thousand 
dollars was received from the Estate of Mary I. Freeman the 
income to be used for the purchase of books. 

William Brewster of Boston presented us with a large 
leather-bound Oxford edition of the Bible of date 1786; a 
collection of “papers” of value; and of greatest interest, a 
rare collection of medallious, in plaster, brought from Italy 
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-. : 
about 1850. There are about 200 of them, mounted in six 
cases. They are reproductions in miniature of fine works of 
art, representing both painting and sculpture, and have attracted 
much attention, as exhibited in the glass case in the Reading 
oom, 
_ The educational value of our library to the community, 
‘during the past year, has also been greatly enhanced by the 
exhibition of paintings generously loaned by two local artists, 
Dodge Macknight and Theodore D. Coe. Each artist loaned 
‘three pictures. Teachers with their pupils came by grades 
‘to enjoy them. They attracted many to the library, and were 
a constant delight and study to all both young and old. 
_ We are undebted to these individuals for generous donations 
of books. Mr. Dodge Macknight, Rev. E. L. Marsh, Mr. 
) Theodore D. Coe, Mrs. H. A. Belcher, Mrs, S. M. Beale, Jr.

Community Nurses’ Report 1926 


To the citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 

It is with some degree of pleasure and pride that I bring 
to-gether the facts regarding the accomplishments of the past 
year. Each of the twelve months has had its own special 
problem besides the routine work of each day. 

June, as in the two proceeding years, was especially the 
babies’ or the pre-school children’s month. The conference 
at the Health Center served 84 of these little folks, Their 
improvement over last year was marked indeed. The follow 
up work and corrections were done as in preceeding years. 

The school children have had their share of attention. although 
the morbidity has been exceptionally low, the mortality was 
high with three deaths. None of these, however, were from 
preventable or degenerative disease. One hundred posture 
pictures were made in January but little follow up or corrective 
work has been done. Of these 100 pictures only three showed 
even a fair posture. The other 97 were poor or very poor. 
This alone is a challenge to parents, and school authorities. 

A special demonstration was made in the Spring in Grades 
3 and 5. The children had a mid-morning and afternoon 
lunch and were encouraged to rest after school in an effort 
to prevent those already underweight from losing with the 
extra hour added to the already long day. This certainly 
entailed much hard work for us all, and the teachers should 
have much credit for being willing to undertake so laborious 
a task. Although the children entered into the spirit of it as 
they would into a game and much was accomplished, it was 
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found impracticable for the whole school with our present 
facilities. The defects and corrections are as follows: 71 
have had tonsils removed and 67 still have enlarged tonsils; 
19 have had vision corrected and 10 others need correction; 
127 have had dentistry done while 119 still need such work; 
53 children have been tested for tuberculor infection; 14 of 
whom proved: to be thus infected; 224 notices have been sent 
to parents calling their attention to physical defects in their 
children. 

A total of 42 adults and children have had tonsils removed 
during the year, 24 children enjoyed the summer camp 
privilege, 4 of whom proved to be having occasional or frequent 
afternoon temperature.

In December I was asked to distribute the Christmas cheer 
for the Winter Club to those less fortunate than themselves. 
Although this added much to the already busy days, it was not 
without its reward. The words of appreciation and the happy 
faces prevented this task from being other than a joy. 

Eighty persons have been accompanied more than once 
to or from institutions for treatment, operations or consultation. 

In closing this my fifth annual report I wish to mention the 
organizations especially interested in the welfare of this 
community :— First the Selectmen who have honored every 
request which has gone to them; the School Committee always 
ready to assist me in any thing for the good of the pupils; the , 
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Sandwich Woman’s Club with the full power of the organized 
omanhood of the community backing the work of this organ- 
ization ; the Barnstable County Public Health Association 
paying for visits to the tuberculous and providing a fresh air 
camp for several of our children each year; the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company which pays for nursing and other 
visits on all its policy holders; and last but best of all perhaps 
the East Sandwich Grange which has done much always for 
this work and rendered other splendid services to the 
1 ommunity. 


_ Personally I wish to thank all those who have contributed 
so much towards the success of the year’s work especially the 
teachers, Dr. Beale, Dr. Talbot, and the members of the 
Sandwich Health Association who have been so just in their 
criticisms and wise in their council.

Report of the School Committee 


Dec. 31, 1926. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 

As the year 1926 draws to its close the Committee feel that 
the Town, thru the acceptance of Mrs. Wing’s munificent gift 
and its vote at the last special town meeting, has taken a de- 
cidedly forward step in its educational program by providing 
in the near future modern building facilities for the introduction 
of the 6-3-3 plan of education. 

The transportation of the children to and from school has 
been carried on in the same: efficient and careful manner as 
heretofore. The barges have been inspected from time to time 
and meet all requirements. Each barge driver carries public 
liability insurance in the amount of $20,000.00 

The Committee have kept expenses within their estimate and 
the appropriation, there being a balance of $250.49 at the close 
of the year. 

As the Town has expressed itself favorably toward the erec- 
tion of a new school in the immediate future it will not be 
necessary to erect any new outbuildings at the present school 
plants. Temporary repairs will tide over until the new building 
is ready for occupancy. 

Referring to the Budget Statement you will note the amount 
spent on Furniture. It is the policy of the Committee to each 
year renew one or more rooms, at present equipped with old 
desks and chairs (most of which are not adjustable) with mod- 
ern adjustable combination desks and chairs. By September, 
1928 the entire first six grades will be re-equipped with modern 
furniture, all of which will be available for the new school 
building.

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During the year a Fuelite System has been installed in the 
Laboratory at the High School to replace the alcohol lamps 
previously used. This equipment will also be available for the 
new school building. 

The reimbursement to the Town from the State under Chapter 
70, Part 2, is $2,441.33 less than last year; and the total reim- 
bursement to the Town from the State is $2,464.18 less than 
last year. |

REPORT OF HENRY T. WING SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


A Committee was appointed in the fall of 1925 to report on 
the school situation and make recommendations as to proper 
building and cost. A careful study was made of the situation 
and the plan of combining all schools in one building was taken 
into consideration but abandoned as the cost seemed prohibitive. 
The Committee reported unanimously in favor of an eight 
grade school with auditorium at an estimated cost not to exceed 
$100,000. The report of this Committee was accepted by the 
Town; a gift of $80,000 by Mrs. Henry T. Wing was an- 
nounced ; and a permanent Building Committee appointed with 
instructions to procure plans, build, erect and equip an eight 
grade school building with auditorium. 

This Committee employed Derby and Robinson as architects 
and had prepared preliminary plans for an eight grade building 
with auditorium. Upon a written request from the School 
Committee that the Building Committee employ an educational 
expert to pass upon plans made, the Committee engaged Pro- 
fessor Davis, who made a report on the school conditions in 
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Sandwich. Professor Davis recommended combining all grades 
in one building and adopting the six-six system. As a result of 
this report the Selectmen called a special town meeting which 
was held September 15th. 


At this meeting the Town voted to rescind that part of the 
original instructions to the Committee relating to the construc- 
tion of an eight grade building with auditorium. The 
Committee was instructed to prepare plans and estimates for a 
twelve grade building with auditorium and an appropriation of 
$3,000 was made for obtaining plans. 


A portion of the vote of the Town at this meeting was not 
iegal and another special meeting was held. The Building 
Committee recommended construction of a twelve grade build- 
ing with auditorium at an estimated cost of $167,000. The 
report of the Committee was accepted by the Town and.the 
Committee instructed to prepare detailed plans and obtain bids 
for a twelve grade building with auditorium. ‘The Committee is 
making every effort possible to have these estimates ready to 
submit at the annual town meeting.

Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: 
As superintendent of schools I submit the following report: 
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The splendid gift to the town by Mrs. Henry T. Wing, 
making possible suitable housing of the schools of Sand- 
wich, stands out as the most important event in the year’s 
school history. 


Appreciation—-has~-been -so-frequently.and so well ex- 
pressed that your superintendent will only add his per- 
sonal appreciation of this fine exemplification of generosity 
which means more than can be expressed to the children 
of this and future generations in Sandwich. 


That the citizens appreciate this gift was shown at our 
last special town meeting when a twelve grade building 
with auditorium was voted. This decision is especially 
pleasing from an educational standpoint. 


In my report last year I urged the adopton of the six- 
six plan. I am most strongly convinced that with the 
carrying out of this organization in a building for all 
scholars of the town much more satisfactory- results can 
be obtained. 


Mr. Wright, the director of the Division of Elementary 
and Secondary Education and Normal Schools, stated at 
the meeting of the Middlesex County Teachers’ Associ- 
ation, where he spoke on the status of the junior high 
school, that in his opinion the town or city which clung 
to the antiquated 8-4 plan of organization would, at the 
end of five or six years, find itself decidedly behind the 
times educationally. 


Prof. Jesse B. Davis, Professor of Secondary Education 
at Boston University School of Education, who is recog- 
nized as one of the leading authorities of the country, 
in his report to your building committee as educational 
consultant, says: 


“A few arguments for this organization may be stated 
briefly as follows: 
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1. Better teaching through departmental work. 

2. Eliminating the bad break between the old eighth 
grade and the high school, in methods of teaching, subjects 
taught, social organization, etc. 

3. Inthe junior high school opportunity is given to the 
pupils to try out their abilities and interests before making 
curriculum choices in the senior high school. 

4. It holds pupils in school longer because it prevents 


failure and discouragement, and offers a more practical 


curriculum.”

The program of studies suggested above affords the op- 
portunity to apply the modern objectives of public educa- 
tion previously suggested. It also carries out the organ- 
ization of the junior high school in the seventh, eighth 
and ninth grades. 


In the senior high school it offers a choice of subjects 
which will prepare for college, for business or for prac- 
tical life according to the individual needs and abilities 
of the pupils.” 

Under this reorganization we hope to carry out the 
suggestions offered, thereby greatly improving the work 
of the last six years. This year we have introduced in 
the eighth grade, junior high school Mathematics and we 
plan to extend this to the seventh and ninth grades. We 
are also considering correlations between Jarvesville and 
the high school so that the transition will be less abrupt 
when the new plan is adopted. 

This year the subject of reading is receiving special 
emphasis. The Bolenuis system which has been in use 
for some time in the fourth, fifth and sixth grades is now 


being tried out in the first three grades. By this system 
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children are first of all taught to think, silent reading is 
emphasized from the start and oral reading comes nat- 
urally as the expression of thought and interpretation. 
This system of reading has been adopted by many of the 
best schools throughout the country and is, we believe, 
the most up-to-date method now in use. 


The interest which is being shown in our schools is 
highly pleasing. | 

The co-operation of citizens, parents, scholars, teachers 
and school authorities means achievement in any school 
system. That this co-operation is eminently manifest in 
our town is being demonstrated in many ways and is a 
sure indication of the welfare of our schools. The sons 
and daughters of Sandwich have repeatedly demonstrated 
that their early school training has been adequate. 


With the coming of facilities for accomplishing better 
work Sandwich schools should be second to none. 

We welcome helpful suggestions and constructive criti- 
cism at all times from every source. 

Let us all work together to give our children the best 
in education.

Report of Music Supervisor

I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Music. 

Our music work has progressed along the same lines 
as stated in previous reports. 


In the lowest grades I have correlated the music with 
the new reading system. For example: in studying the 
story of Little Jack Horner, I submit the music with a 
picture of Little Jack Horner sitting in the corner eating 
his pie. 

In the first three grades I put great emphasis on soft 
singing and great emphasis in improving the so-called 
“monotone singers.” | 

The work in the intermediate and upper grades, aside 
from the usual development of soft singing and part 
music, has included some special work, namely, memor- 
izing favorite sections of symphonies together with the 
life and other important works of the composer. 

The last two entering classes at the High School have 
added greatly to the singing body of the Chorus. I feel 
sure that the music work at the High School will continue 
to improve in the near future.

Report of Drawing Supervisor 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Drawing in 
the first eight grades. 

_ From the opening of schools September’ 1926 until the last 
two weeks of November the grade teachers gave instruction in 
drawing without a’supervisor’s help. 

A course of study has been planned and successfully started 
to develop the child’s appreciation of art thereby leading him 
‘to a broader life. This course has been planned to correlate 
‘with other school work to develop skill in handwork and to 
delight the child. Each lesson planned has a definite aim suited 
to the child’s years. In the first three grades hand work such 
‘as paper cutting and folding predominate. In the next three 
grades the time is spent in training the memory and learning 
the first lessons of accuracy. The seventh and eighth grades 
begin to really draw and paint and to create from their own 
experience. Their work must be carefully supervised so that 
Originality may be fostered, and the best standards of beauty 
appreciated. 

_ I thank the teachers and the Superintendent for their 
enthusiastic effort in the few weeks we have worked together.

Report of School Physician 


Sandwich, Mass. 
Januaay 17th, 1927. 
Mr. H. L. Whitman, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir; 
As School Physician for the year 1926 1 have to report: 


Ist. The examination of the children this year shows a 
marked improvement in the general physical condition over 
a year ago. 

2nd. ‘The vaccination of the children has been complete 
with the exceptions due to health conditions that made vaccina- 
tion inadvisable. This has been made much easier than in 
previous years by the greater degree of cooperation on the 
part of all concerned—parents, teachers, children and nurse. 


3rd. There have been numerous references of pupils to me 
by the school nurse and by teachers for minor ailments such 
as Impetigo, Ringworm of face and scalp, injuries and infections. 


4th. The efficiency of the pupils in one grade was found 
to be low at one time by reason of a defect in the ventilation. 
This was corrected by the building of an extra air inlet to 
the ventilation system. 


5th. The work of the School Physician is intimately related 
with that of the School Nurse and I give you herewith a 


summary of part of the work done by Miss Westover. 152 


visits to the school buildings. 204 visits to the homes of pupils. 
100 posture pictures taken under her supervision which showed 
but 3 good postures. The other 97 were either poor or very 
poor. (This forcibly calls to our attention an important work

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to be done.) In May and June a special demonstration was 
made with some of the pupils in grades 3 and 5 who were 
under weight, to show what could be done by midforenoon 
and midafternoon lunch and a rest period after school, to 
prevent further loss during the time that the long days were 
further prolonged by the daylight saving change in the time. 
This entailed much work on the part of all involved but much 
was accomplished.

High School Principal’s Report 


To tne Superintendent and School Committee, 
Gentlemen : 


The happy opportunity afforded by Mrs. Wing’s gift to 
thoroughly re-organize our school system and conform it to 
the best practice of our times has never been paralled in our 
history, unless the establishment of the Academy performed 
a somewhat similar service for its generation. Initial experi- 
ments in the High School extending over several years along 
some of the proposed lines have given us an opportunity to 
form some judgment ourselves of their value and_ practical 


workings. For example since 1912 we have had various kinds 
of courses in houshold arts. Their educational value, quite 


apart from their practical value, is apparent in this, that at 
that at their best they have produced “a gracious overflow” 
of intellectual power, as exercising the right arm imparts 
physical power to the left. It has seemed to us who have 


watched the secretarial course in progress that only students 


who are linguistically minded and fairly mature, are highly 
successful in stenography; but to be able to use a typewriter 
is becoming scarcely less necessary than to be able to write, 
and we have found tenth grade pupils especially interested 
in acquiring facility. Tho the training in agriculture was 
doubtless valuable to a number of boys, the results on the 
whole were less encouraging than we hoped. Without raising 


at all the question of the possibility of making agriculture 


a highly valuable department in a Cape Cod high school, our 
experience may have some bearing on methods of procedure 
in manual arts courses in general. Teaching boys presents 
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some problems difficult from those involved in the education 
of girls. Most parents and most teachers will concede I think, 
that the average adolescent boy offers greater “passive resis- 
tence to the acquisitions of knowledge” than his sister. I 
watched a trained and inspiring teacher attempt to stimulate 
endeavor in boys when he was himself fagged with his. other 
tasks. As it seemed to him he was interrupting his real work 
to teach boys who did not wish to learn. The measure of his 
success was greater than he believed. Nevertheless our ex- 
perience admonishes us that this is a difficult part of our new 
program. 

A good many of our graduates have brought credit to 
themselves and to us in higher schools and colleges. We are 
now in the midst of a challenging situation. Some writers 
are claiming that scientific advance in the last ten years has 
been greater than in any previous century. However that may 
be, we all concede that the children of to-day face a world of 
dizzying changes. Naturally increasing numbers of boys and 
girls are seeking higher education. Since 1918 the number 
of enrolled students in colleges in the United States has trebled. 
The high schools had undergone the same process a decade 
earlier. “The complexities of modern living have put a new 
significance on education.” Eight years ago the State Depart- 
ment of Education was lamenting the shortage of teachers and 
urging high school principals to present the claims of the 
Normal schools. Last year the latter turned away a good 
many applicants, and a hundred and thirty of their graduates 
of 1926 are without positions. Competition here as in other 
pursuits is becoming keener. For us, the significant feature 
of the present state of affairs is that, like other high schools, 
we must prepare an increasing number of students of varied 
types to meet demands of increasing difficulty. Mrs. Wing’s 
munificent gift came just in the nick of time to help us cope 
with changing conditions, and the Town in its recent action 
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prepared to follow its old traditions. “That the town has 
always been liberal in its appropriations for schools,” says 
Mr. Charles Dillingham in his report for 1876, “no one familiar 
with the facts can deny.” In 1879 he says, “the appropriation 
im proportion to our wealth has for many years exceeded the 
average of towns in the Commonwealth. By the last report 
of the Board of Education we are the third on the list.””. Truly 
a record in which to take pride! 


It remains to make mention the constant factors in the 
problem of education, the parents, the pupils, and the teachers. 
I might quote much from earlier school reports of the town 
to prove that their relation to each other and the problem 1s 
a good deal what it was fifty’ years ago. “There has never 
yet been found—nor ever will be—any way to educate a child 
in anything that is valuable except by effort on his part.” 
“If parents really desire their children to be educated, they 
must expect them to pay the inevitable price, viz: hard, honest 
study.” We teachers think the parents sometimes fail us; the 
parents are sure we do not deal quite wisely with their children ; 
the children take note of our differences, make use of them 
as suits their immediate convenience, and, are the chief suf- 
ferers for our common sins. If the auditorium of the new 
building shall serve to bring us together frequently and lead 
to sympathetic discussions of our common problem, its value 
will never be calculable in dollars and cents. 


“The world is to be saved,” quoted Mr. Dillingham in 
February 1877, “by the breath of its school children.” Is the 
quotation less apt in 1927? .

SeOKETARY’S REPORT 


The past year has been a full one, and in many ways 
has the Library been privileged to serve the community. 

Again, the circulation of books and magazines exceeds 
‘that of any previous year, being 887 more than 1926, and 
1309 larger than 1925. By providing the townspeople with 
a supply of books previous to the closing of the Library, 
for three weeks in July, the average circulation was not 
affected to any extent. Our total circulation reached 14,097, — 
the general literature being 2,158. This was an average 
of 1,174 per month. 84.7% of this was fiction, 15.3% was 
general literature. 

The reading room has been redecorated and a new mag- 
azine case has been provided which has increased both the 
convenience and display of our magazines. The beautiful 
paintings loaned so generously by our local artists, the 
first part of the year, those of Mr. Theodore D. Coe, the 
latter part of the year, a second loan of three by Mr. 
Dodge MacKnight, have given an artistic value much ap- 
preciated by visitors and patrons of the Library. The in- 
fluence upon our young people alone is very gratifying. 
This interest is supplemented by the two cases of exhibits, 
educational in their contents, which will be varied regularly. 

The Library has never been used more seriously for 


reading and as a source of study and research by the 
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younger people than during the past year. They are con- 
stantly realizing more of its possibilities, and these have 
been materially increased this year, partly by the addition 
of “The Pageant of America’—a very fine set of fifteen 
volumes, when completed. “The Lincoln Library” of two 
volumes and “Business Letter Phrases.” 


The State Reading Lists for the Grades continue to 


increase in their influence on habits of good reading. Dur- 
ing 1927 we have issued 62 certificates which represent 
370 desirable books read by the children. Magazine cir- 


culation increases; many more are finding the convenience 


of Inter-Loan privileges; the Italian readers have the en- 


-joyment of books in their own language, loaned by the 
State Library Commission. 


— 


The books catalogued during 1927 total 428. Of these 


48 were gifts and 380 were purchased. They may be 
divided as follows :— Adult Fiction 204, General Literature 
120, Juvenile 104. 


Friends of the Library have been generous in gifts of 
books. Those having donated one or more, being, Mrs. 
H. B.. Belcher, Mrs. Asa L. Wing, Mrs. Lucy F. Lesser, 
Miss Abbie F, Nye, Miss Grace W. Irwin, Mr. Dodge Mac- 
Knight, Mr. Clarence Haines, Mr. Willard Boyden, Mr. 
William Pierce, The Sandwich Winter Club and several 
publishers. The gift of the Winter Club consisted of $50 
spent for Reference Books, a valuable addition to a now 
notable collection by this Club. 


The Library has purchased the same magazines as last 
year and we have received gifts from the late James L. 
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Wesson, Miss Julia Yard, Mrs. Everett T. Wright, Miss 
Eva Westover, Miss Harriet Holway, The Alliance, the 
State of Massachusetts, and various publishers. The gifts 
include these magazines:—Journal of American History, 
Life, Boys’ Life, American Magazine, House Beautiful, 
House and Garden, Vogue, Army and Navy Journal, Christ- 
ian Register, Time, National Issue, Literary Digest, and 
Southern Workman. Publishers provide us with Red Cross 
Courier, National Republic, New Near East, How to Sell, 
Farm Bureau News, Dumb Animals, National Humane 
Review and many helpful reports and pamphlets.

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FOREST WARDEN’S REPORT 


Sandwich, Mass. 
December 31, 1927 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Sandwich: 
Gentlemen :— 


Sandwich was very fortunate last year in not having 
any bad forest fires. The early spring was abnormally dry 


and during this dangerous period the co-operation of the 


citizens of our town in not building fires in the open with- 
out first consulting the forest warden and securing a per- 
mit, and the able assistance of the deputy wardens in res- 
ponding quickly to alarms, kept the forest fire damage to 
a minimum. 


During the summer and fall frequent rains lessened the 
hazard. 


During this year six miles of old wood roads, mostly in 
the vicinity of Forestdale, were cut out. Also on seventeen 
miles of the wood roads cut out in the past two years, the 
new sprouts were mowed and. the fallen trees removed. 


Over thirty miles of old wood roads have been cleared 
in the past three years and made passable for fire apparatus. 
The public is now using many of these roads and this travel 
will help keep them open. 


During the past year the Cape and Vineyard Electric Co. 
has built a power line through the centre of the heaviest 
wooded area that remains in the town. This right of way 
can be made into an excellent fire stop for most of its 
length. The company has agreed to plow a strip ten feet 
wide on each side of the right of way like that done on 
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the State Forest, provided the town will harrow and keep 
the plowed strip free from growth. 

This year’s cost of preparing this strip for harrowing 
will be more than offset by the reduced cost of mainten- 
ance in succeeding years and will establish a fire brake 
which will be a great help in protecting the best of our ~ 
remaining wood area.

Community Nurses’ Report 1927 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 


The work with children under school age was necessarily 
different this year from the two previous years. The State 
plans to send a clinic to a town once, to demonstrate its 
value, expecting the work will be continued by some local 
organization. However, they did come to Sandwich for 
two successive years, but this year with the services of 
Dr. Vail, two conferences were held for the children who 
were to enter school in September. Later three clinics 
were held for the giving of Diphtheria Toxin Anti-Toxin, 
Drs. Beale and Vail gave most generously of their services, 
that every child might be protected against this most © 
dreaded disease. 


Seventy-four of the one hundred children between six 
months and school age took advantage of this opportunity 
and were inocculated. Immediately after the opening of 
school the school physician began the giving of Toxin Anti- 
Toxin to the school children in all three buildings. The 
nurse assisted in this work and was able to get consent 
for fifty-eight High School pupils and all except five in 
the grades. We are reasonably sure all pupils will take 
the Schick test in the Spring, so that if they are not already 
protected, they can be. It is even more important that 
the children between six months and school age are pro- 
tected than the High School people, as they are so much 
more susceptible, their natural immunity having passed — 
away and less time has elapsed for them to have acquired 
an immunity. ; 

The number of visits to the school buildings is unusually 
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small, as the work was interrupted for three months at 
the first of the year. However, the nurse has now been 
accepted as a legitimate member of the educational family. 
We trust the gratis services given to the school by the 
Selectmen and private organizations will be appreciated 
by both the Superintendent and the School Committee, 


_ that the work may go uninterrupted in the future. 


The nurse has assisted the school physician and school 


_ dentist with all examinations and recorded their findings. 


All notices to parents are ready for the signature of the 


_ examiners. The notices of defective vision have already 
_ been sent. 


The corrections of physical defects is as follows: Tonsil- 
ectomies 17; Vision 10; Dentistry 129. Several children 
who had other defects such as enlarged glands, minor heart 
defects, as well as non-operative enlarged tonsils, show 
improvement. 

The pupils suffering from malnutrition came back to 


_ school this Fall with less loss of weight or failure to gain 


than in any previous years. This, no doubt, is due to having 
had their defects corrected, leaving them “free to gain.” 


A normal child should endure the long summer days 
without loss of weight, but the children with any infected 
tissue, such as diseased tonsils or teeth, may fail to make 
their normal gains. These children suffer most during the 


long summer days and the indiscretions of Christmas 


~ season.

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All children are weighed monthly and weights recorded 
and sent home on report cards, that all parents may have 
knowledge of growth or failure to* gain of each pupil. 
Transportation of all children to clinics where defects can 
be corrected, has been provided by the Sandwich Health 
Association, Inc., and the Barnstable County Public Health 
Association contributes towards the expense of diagnosis 
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of tuberculosis and provides a Health Camp for children 
who are under weight or susceptible in any way to this 
disease. 

The Forsythe Dental Clinic has been most helpful in 
taking care of some unusual dental conditions, as well as 
two tonsilectomies. This Institution was a gift to the 
children of the City of Boston, and our children are admit- 
ted as “non-eligibles” by appointment only. 

The Health Center has been open each week-day, to all 
who wish to bring children to be weighed or any other 
check-up, as well as the several clinics held there during 
the year. Histories were obtained by the nurse and a one 
day clinic held by the State Mental Hygienists. Histories 
and consents were gotten for the State Underweight Clinic, 
but due to conflicting dates, they were unable to come to 
Sandwich. Later we followed our usual course, and Dr. 
Wagner came and examined eighteen underweight children, 

In December the sum of $100 was raised by the pupils 
for battered Vermont, at a fair held there. All children 
were encouraged to make some contribution that they 
might know the real joy of giving to those less fortunate 
than themselves. We wish to express our appreciation to 
the parents and friends who gave their most generous 
patronage. 

In looking forward to another year, it is with great an- 
ticipation of a most happy and successful year. In a new 
modern building and facilities for a hot noon luncheon, rest 
period, and heating, ventilation and all sanitation second 
to none, we surely are approaching the ideal.

STATE AUDITOR’S REPORT

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the Town of Sandwich 
for the period from January 1, 1926 to October 24, 1927, 
and report thereon as follows :— 


The financial transactions of the town as recorded on 
the books of the several departments were examined and 
checked for the period covered by the audit, the ledger 
accounts being analyzed and checked. A balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town as of October 24, 1927. 

The appropriations voted by the town as recorded by the 
town clerk were examined, and the payments were checked 
by a comparison of approved bills and pay-rolls with the 
warrants authorizing disbursements and with the treas- 
urer’s and the selectmen’s books. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were checked 
with the records in the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury; and the payments were 
checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the | 
treasurer to disburse town funds. 
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The cash book was footed and analyzed, the cash on hand 
“October 24, 1927 was verified by actual count, and the bank 
balances were reconciled with statements furnished by 
_ the bank. 

The books and accounts for the collection of taxes were 
checked. The commitments were examined and verified 
and the receipts were checked with the payments to the 
treasurer. The abatements were checked with the assessors’ 
‘ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding taxes 
were listed and proved. A further verification of the out- 
standing accounts was made by mailing notices to a num- 
ber of persons whose names appeared on the books as 

owing money to the town, and from the replies received I 
am satisfied that the accounts as listed are correct. 

The town clerk’s records of dog and of fishing and hunt- 
_ ing licenses issued were examined, and the payments to the 
State and the County were verified. 

The records of receipts from licenses granted by the 
selectmen, from the sealer of weights and measures, and 
from rent of the town hall and the library were examined 

and the reported payments to the treasurer were checked 
with the treasurer’s books. Payments by the sealer of 
_weights and measures should be made to the town treasurer 
“monthly, as required by Section 34, Chapter 98, General 
Laws. 

_ The receipts from library fines and from sales of lead 
_by the moth department should not be added to the library 
_and the moth appropriations, respectively, unless specifically 
appropriated by the town. In connection with departmental 
receipts, I wish to call attention to the provisions of Section 
_ 53, Chapter 44, General Laws, as amended by Chapter 205, 
R Acts of 1926, which reads as follows: 

: - All moneys received by any town officer or depart- 
[ ment, except as otherwise provided by special acts and 
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except fees provided for by statute, shall be paid by 
such officer or department upon their receipt into the 
town treasury. Any sums so paid into the town treas- 
ury shall not later be used by such officer or depart- 
ment without a specific appropriation thereof, except 

_ that sums allotted to towns for highway purposes by 
the commonwealth or a county, which shall be used 
only for the purposes specified by the officials making 
the allotment or to meet temporary loans issued in 
anticipation of such allotment as provided in section 
six or six A, shall be available therefor without any 
appropriation. 

The surety bonds furnished by the officials for the faith- 
ful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
be in proper form. 

The bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
and the trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund were ex- 
amined, the income and withdrawals being proved and 
found to be correct. 

In checking the loans authorized, it was noted that of 
a loan of $7,000 voted by the town in 1926 for the Sandwich 
and Mashpee road, only $6,000 was borrowed. As the work 
for which this loan was authorized is completed, it is rec- 
unissued balance of the authorized loan, in order that the 
unissued balance of the authoribed loan, in order that the 
records relative to the town’s borrowing capacity may be 
adjusted. 

It is recommended that, if additional funds are required 
by department officials, they request the finance committee 
to make transfers from the reserve fund to their appropria- 
tions, as the finance committee should determine whether 
transfers are to be made before liabilities are incurred in. 
excess of the department appropriations. 
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_ Appended to this report are tables showing a reconcilia- 
tion of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and assess- 
‘ment accounts together with tables showing the transac- 
tions of the trust funds. 

_ While engaged in making this audit, I received the co- 
i operation of the town officials, and on behalf of my assis- 
tants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

Report of School Committee 


It was with great reluctance and regret that the Com- 
mittee accepted at the close of school term in June, the 
resignation of Miss Grace W. Irwin, who had served so 
successfully as Principal of the High School. Miss Irwin 
will be gratefully remembered by the students and the 
Committee for her self-sacrificing, untiring efforts in the 
behalf of her pupils. 


Mr. Clare G. Persons, our new Principal, came to us 
highly recommended and has proven himself as an educator. 


Mr. H. L. Whitman resigned as Superintendent of Union 
No. 15, comprised of the towns of Bourne, Mashpee and 
Sandwich, on September Ist, 1927. The Committee co- 
operating with towns mentioned above tried unsuccessfully 
to induce the State Educational Department to dissolve 
the Union. Had the Union been dissolved the Committee 
were decided on trying the Principal-Superintendent idea. 


Mr. James F. Peebles, the new Superintendent, comes 
to Union No. 15 from a very successful superintendency 
in Marion, Mass., and in the short time he has been with 
us has demonstrated such ability that the Committee feel 
that they are indeed fortunate in the selection of the 
Superintendent. 


The transportation of the school children has been carried 
out in the usual careful and efficient manner. One barge 
runs direct from Forestdale to Sandwich, another from 
South Sandwich to Sandwich, and the third from East 
Sandwich to Sandwich. Each barge is insured in the 
amount of $20,000.00. 
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- The new school building is fast approaching completion 
and one hears only favorable comment from all interested 
persons who look the Plant over. 

_ The Budget statement shows a net expenditure of $21,-

REPORT OF HENRY T. WING SCHOOL 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 


December 3lst, 1927. 


In accordance with instructions from the Town, the Com- 
_ mittee had prepared detailed plans and obtained bids for a 
twelve-grade school building with auditorium. A report 
_ was made at a special town meeting held May 16th. Bids 
were obtained on general contract; plumbing, heating, 
/ wiring, sewage disposal and grading; the estimated total 
cost of building to be $173,680. 

The report of the Committee was approved and the Town 
_ appropriated $95,000 for construction purposes. The gen- 
eral contract for the building was awarded to Mr. Thomas 
_F. Kelleher, who assumed all sub-contracts. Work was 
commenced May 18th, just two days after the funds were 
_ appropriated. 

-_ The Committee is pleased to be able to report that ex- 
cellent progress has been made on the construction, At 
the date of writing this report, 70% of the work has been 
completed. The heating system has been in operation since 
December 4th and is performing in a most satisfactory 
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manner. Adequate insurance has been placed on the build- 
ing at all times since start of work. 

The Committee wish to take this opportunity to express 
their appreciation for the co-operation, excellent workman- 
ship and energy displayed by those connected with the 
construction of the new school building.

Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: a 

Herewith is submitted the first report of the present 
Superintendent of Schools. As. this report covers but two 
months of service, there are probably many accomplish-— 


ments of previous months which will go unrecorded. 


Sandwich may well be proud of its health program and 
its school nurse. No attempt will be made here to make 
a survey of her work, for a reading of her report will 
impress one with its scope. In few small towns is there 
so much preventative or corrective work as one finds here. 
Miss Westover does not merely “file” defects discovered, 
but she educates, prevents and corrects them. However, 
to round out the health program a more definite dental 
clinic service should be available, for everyone to-day — 
realizes the importance of sound teeth in keeping the 
whole body fit. Your children, particularly the young 
children, should have the benefits of a well conducted dental 
clinic. | a 

There is need for much improvement in the matter of 
school attendance. No one can note the position of Sand- 
wich in the list of Massachusetts cities and towns arrange 
according to per cent of attendance without feeling dis- 
turbed. There are over three hundred and fifty towns with 
better attendance, and but ten whose attendance is less 
regular, This ought not to be, for the climate of Sandwiel 
is as mild as any in the state. The law demands the reg- 
ular attendance of school children, and I can not too 
strongly urge the upholding of the law. An absence of 
but one day in two weeks is in the aggregate an absence 
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_ of a full month. No child should be thus handicapped. 

The need for thrift education is apparent. No better 
way of developing the habit of thrift can be found than 
the regular saving of money. It is not so much the amount 
_ saved as it is the establishment of the habit of “putting 
aside” a portion. It is therefore recommended that we 
ask the Wareham Savings Bank or the Hyannis Trust Co. 
to put in the new building a school savings bank. | 


It is important that when the schools of Sandwich are 
re-organized that there be a real re-organization of sec- 
ondary education and that pupils needs determine the re- 
organization of studies and not tradition. College prep- 
aration has not only been determining the content of the 
curriculum, but also the organization of subject matter in 
each course. Serious consideration should be given to the 
paragraphs that follow, which are quoted from the recent 
survey made by the Harvard College Staff. 


Changing conditions in modern society and the increase 
in the number of pupils attending high school both em- 
phasize the need for vocational education; for, on the one 
hand, training for skilled and semi-professional occupations 
is less commonly provided in the occupation itself than 
_ was true formerly; and on the other, there are large num- 
bers of children attending high schools who have neither 
aptitude for, nor interest in, academic study, American 
secondary education has had to accept the responsibility 
for vocational training. 

‘The problem of providing vocational education in the 
small high school is an exceedingly difficult one. The small 
number of pupils, the wide diversity inthe occupations for 
which training might conceivably be given and the difficulty 
of securing properly trained teachers for vocational subjects 
present almost insurmountable difficulties. Nevertheless, 
the small high school must make some attempt to develop 
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what might be called occupational intelligence even if 
training in skill appears to be out of the question. 


In this connection, it should be stated that the general 
shopwork, the introductory commerce, the general agri- 
culture, and the domestic science of the junior high school 
are not vocational in their intent. These courses are de- 
signed to give pupils practical skills that will be valuable 
in their home life, in recreations, and in the conduct of 
their private business affairs. These courses are pre- 
vocational in that they provide opportunities for the dis- 
covery of interests and abilities which, intelligently inter- 
preted, will aid the pupil in finding a field of specialization. 
Even if the senior high school can offer no specialized 
training in commerce or in the mechanical trades, it is 
none the less worth while that contact with these fields 
be provided for the junior high school pupil. 


It is further recommended that every senior high school 
offer vocational, agriculture and vocational home econo- 
mics. Agricultural training has distinct possibilities, not 
only because farming is) an important occupation on the 
Cape, but because the farm worker is not a highly special- 
ized worker. The successful farmer must be the master 
of a wide variety of skills, he must have technical know- 
ledge of the various plants and animals which he is raising, 
he must be something of a mechanic, and something of a 
business man. Because of its integrated character, the 
occupation lends itself readily to training in the small high 
schools. If the vocational training includes the mechanical 
and business aspects of agriculture, it will prove valuable 
in no small degree for boys who enter occupations outside 
of the field of agriculture. 


Home-making is like agriculture in that the housewife 
must be master of a variety of processes. Since such 
large numbers of girls are destined to find their occupa- 
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tion in home-making, this form of vocational training has 
a greater certainty of being useful than any other form. 
The training given should include, besides the usual cook- 
ing and sewing, choice of food and clothing, care of child- 
ren, home nursing, home planning, and the business as- 
pects of management. 


It will doubtless be argued that agriculture and home- 
making make little appeal to senior high school pupils. 
Agriculture has been tried in one high school and been 
abondoned; there was no demand for that form of training. 
The question of the need can be answered satisfactorily 
only if pupils have had adequate guidance. In the pro- 
posed program for the junior period of secondary education 
pre-yocational agriculture and domestic science are offered 
partly for the purpose of giving pupils guidance. It is 
confidently expected that the revision of the program in 
the junior period will lead pupils to select senior high 
school studies more wisely and that the demand for agri- 
culture and home economics will justify offering these 
vocational studies in the senior period. 


In keeping with that presented above, it would be well 
to offer in our new building a home economics course for 
junior and senior high school pupils. A course in agri- 
culture such as that offered in Falmouth is particularly 
suitable for some of the boys in the high school. By 
accepting the provisions of Chapter 74, Section 3 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, much of the expense would 
_be reimbursed to the town. 


Progress in education in recent years has been rapid. 
Subject matter, teaching technique, organization, super- 
vision, and testing have all been matters of research and 
study. Much material is available and every teacher needs 
an opportunity to study it. The salary paid to the teachers 
of Sandwich is small; the need for inspiration and vision 
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great. It would be a wise expenditure of the town’s money 
to follow the example set by many other cities and towns 
and give some financial assistance to those teachers willing. 
to take professional improvement courses this summer. 
There are in Sandwich certain adult aliens who are very 
anxious to attend an evening school of Americanization. 
This demand should be recognized. If the town is to have 
its foreign element adopt its customs and standards, it 
must make certain that these people learn its language, 
history,:and government. We recommend that Sections 
9 and 10 of Chapter 69 of the Massachusetts Laws be adop- 
ted. A quotation from Thomas Jefferson is appropriate: 


“I do most anxiously wish to see education given 
to all so that they may read and understand what 
is going on in the world, and keep their part of 
it going right.” 


* 


One of the cardinal aims of education is the worthy use 
of leisure. Modern industrial efficiency has given more and 
more time to the worker. This tendency will probably 
continue. No school that pretends in the least to be pro- 
gressive ignores the responsibility of training for the 
proper use of leisure. This is in a measure cared for in 
the regular school subjects, but it is in a program of extra 
curricular activities that the child finds an outlet for special 
interests and abilities. It is in this field of education that 
Sandwich should do well, for the new building will provide 
an opportunity for dramatic clubs, musical organization, 
debating, societies, science clubs, and athletic teams and 
many other activities of interest and vital importance to 
the growing youth. 

Some new features of education have been suggested, 
all of which are in practical operation nearby. The mere 
teaching of the three “R’s” was perhaps the proper type 
of education for its day; for life was comparatively simple. 
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Modern civilization with its complexities needs an enriched 
education and we feel certain that the thinking people of 
Sandwich will insist that their children be given the op- 
portunity as is provided for youth elsewhere. 

In closing, it is well to thank all those who have in any 
way contributed to the upbuilding of the youth of Sand- 
wich, for there is a debt of gratitude due those of the 
community whose influence and support have been instru- 
mental in giving to Sandwich better schools.

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Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent: 


The fact that the consolidated school building will be 
completed and in use before the issuance of another report 
makes this an auspicious occasion to take a forward look. 
Whatever the circumstances that led to the decision to 
place the educational facilities under one roof the Town 


of Sandwich is to be congratulated in taking this forward 


step. The writer recently enjoyed the opportunity of ob- 
serving many such schools where township consolidation 
has been adopted as a state policy. The testimony is uni- 
versally in favor of such consolidation in buildings arranged 
to offer facilities for types of instruction demanded by 
modern conditions. This report will consider only what 
this new school may mean in relation to the high school. 
Our present high school building was constructed at a time 
when secondary education tended largely toward collegiate 
preparation and was strictly academic in scope. The last 
fifty years has witnessed changes in public education as 
marked as those which have come to pass in our Civic, 
economic and political life. The one has been the result 
of the other. Of all the changes in our national life none 
has been more pronounced than in our viewpoint toward 
education as a whole and high school education in partic- 
ular. It has long since ceased to be the school for the 


_favored few. Asa result the attendance at our high schools 


has again and again outgrown the capacities of the build- 


ings. Legislatures, reflecting the will of the voter, have 


increased the compulsory age of attendance well up into 


the high school age. Voluntary attendance is continuing 
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large numbers beyond the compulsory age and to comple- 
tion of the entire course. The public has come to realize 
that our youth needs a broader preparation before assum- 
ing its share of economic responsibility. With this phenom- 
inal growth have come entirely new conditions. The 
student body is no longer homogeneous. It has become 
a cross section of society at large and requiring a treat- 


ment quite different than formerly. The difference may. 


be summed up by saying that a modern high school plant 
and the type of work carried on within such a school no 
more resembles the school building and curriculum of fifty 
years ago than does the modern dwelling and home life 
resemble that of our forefathers, 

The student body in our school like that in any high 
school may be divided roughly into three groups. The 
smallest of these is made up of pupils definitely preparing 
for college. There is a considerable group whose aptitudes 
and capacities are ill adapted to academic subjects. By 


far the largest group contains the pupils who desire a 


general education. Those wishing some commercial train- 
ing are included in this'group. Each of these groups is 
equally deserving of consideration, yet no single course of 
study can be offered which will fit the needs of these 
widely differing groups. In a school building like the one 
now in use the physical limitations have made impossible 
any adequate provisions for such diversified needs. The 
size and character of the building have constricted the 
work to that of an academic character. The course pre- 
sented was designed primarily for the college preparatory 
group. To this course the large majority of pupils must 
conform regardless of their collective and individual ahil- 
ities and inclinations. This does not imply that this larger 


group have received no benefit. It does mean, however, , 


that to a considerable extent the time and energy of such 
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”_ 


109 


pupils has been directed into channels unsuited to their 
real needs and in too many instances beyond their abilities. 
This is in no sense a criticism of the splendid history of 
the school or of the faithful services of the devoted teachers 
who have guided its activities. These teachers have known, 
as time passed: and conditions changed, that there was 


‘need for an expanded curriculum but realised that such 


modifications could not take place until there was a new 
school building. Now the problem can be faced with the 
hope of an ultimate solution. 

A suggestive outline of some of these additions and 
modifications can be made very briefly. They have all 
long since passed the experimental stage and need no 
extensive explanation or exposition. First may be men- 
tioned domestic and manual arts. Formerly our girls re- 
ceived such training within the home, and the boy in 
connection with assigned duties in and about the home. 
Such training today has largely disappeared. The duty of 
supplying such training has been transferred to the school. 
Hence we find courses in domestic and manual arts in- 
cluded in our high school curriculum, The scope of these 
courses vary widely. In the simpler forms they include 
cooking and sewing for the girls and wood working for 
the boys. Specifically such courses are designed to give 
girls elementary preparation for their responsibilities as 
home makers and to give the boys some training in manual 
dexterity through the use of common tools. Outside of 
such utilitarian value such courses contain an interest value 
which reacts favorably upon the academic studies. En- 
larged and better equipped laboratories will enable the 
school to give these important subjects the emphasis hither- 
to lacking because of proper facilities. One other most 
important advantage made possible will be the opportunity 
for formal physical training and general exercise. Now 
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as never before we are realizing the supreme importance 
of safeguarding and building up the physical well being 
of our youth in the formative period. The facilities for 
such training has hitherto been entirely lacking. Now 
with a gymnasium and ample grounds there will be splen- 
did opportunities for exercise at all seasons. This will be 
for the benefit of the pupils and will very materially aid 
to build up the school spirit. 

How much of this suggestive program may become 
possible rests in the hands of those providing for the sup- 
port of our schools, The splendid body of young people 
are ready to take advantage of and to profit by all the 
opportunities provided for them. We would most earnestly 
recommend that a progressive program may be considered 
which in the end will insure an opportunity for each 
pupil to secure the type of education best adapted to his 
or her individual needs.

Report of School Physician 


To the Superintendent: 


I have the honor to present herewith a brief report as 
School Physician for the year 1927. 

The most pleasing feature of the year’s work has been 
the hearty co-operation of parents, pupils, teachers and 
nurse in putting through the health program. Especial 
credit is due Miss Westover for her initiative in making 
the immunization work against diphtheria a success. 

The results of the past years of work in the correction 
of defects is more impressive each year as the annual 
physical examinations are made. 

The most important work of the year was the giving 
of diphtheria toxin-antitoxin to 98% of the pupils in the 
first 8 grades. All of the pupils in grades 1, 4, 6, 7, and 8 
were treated; all but one in grades 2 and 3 and all but 
3 in grade 5, (190 out of 195 being treated.) The Schick 
test should be given to all the pupils in the near future 
to determine in how many cases the immunization is suc- 
cessful. 

Among the defects found were: 

Enlarged tonsils 48. Number corrected 17. 
Vision less than 20/40 not corrected 9. 
Glands enlarged 15. 

Heart defects 5. | 

The Mental Clinic held by the State Department of 
Education showed that there is no need for a special class 
for the mentally retarded. 

It is suggested that the parents see that the children 
entering school for the first time be vaccinnated before 
the beginning of the fall term. 
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For.the future we look forward to a more successful 
health program in the new school building with its better 
facilities and with the same co-operation we have enjoyed 


this year. 
In closing I wish to express my thanks to Dr. Vail for 
his assistance in the work of immunizing the children from 


diphtheria.

Report of Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following is my fourth annual report as Supervisor 
of Music in the Sandwich Schools. 


The outline of work this year was developed in practi- 
cally the same manner as in previous years. 


This was done by exactly following the course outlined 
by the Progressive Music Series. In each Manual given 
to the teachers, there is an outline to follow, giving them 
an idea of what must be accomplished each month. 


The first aim in the development of music in Grades I 
and II is to arouse the children’s interest. This can be 
done by rote songs and singing games. Folk songs and 
Singing Games play a large part in the life of all children. 

There are children who lack a “musical ear’ and some 
who are rhythmically deficient. The first case requires 
a great deal of individual work and the second, a feeling 
of rhythm through muscular response, such as skipping, 
jumping, walking, etc. 

For this reason, we shall be very glad to get into the 
new building where there is ample room for such work. 

Music Appreciation begins in :the lower grades along 
with their regular work as the Progressive Music Series 
has the folk songs of many lands, art songs and modern 
songs. 

This is continued through the upper classes by the use 
of themes from symphonies and operas. The children 
should be given the privilege to hear more complex music 
than they can perform, by the use of the victrola. We 
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are in need of a great many records for both primary and 
grammar grades. 

There is the development of two part music in Grade 
Five, three part in Grade Six and Seven and four part in 
Grade, Eight, all of which arouse.a great deal of interest as 
the work progresses. 

The same four part music is carried on into the High 
School but to a greater extent. 

We are very much in need of High School Chorus Books 
and hope it may be possible to secure them very soon.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Herewith is submitted the thirty-eighth annual report 
of the Public Library. Constantly increasing facilities 
add efficiency and larger service to the townspeople, and 
make the library also one of the attractions for summer 
residents and visitors. 

The work accomplished the past year, in all phases of 
its activities, gives evidence of this. The increased use 
of reference material, especially by school pupils, is most 
gratifying, the larger percentage of reading outside of 
fiction, also. The Reading Room is well patronized. 
The privilege of borrowing from city libraries (Inter- 
Library Loan), or from the State Library Commission, 
has been used liberally. Italian books have been secured 
for our readers in Italian. 

State Certificate reading by the grade pupils has be- 
come a constant influence toward excellent habits in 
choice of reading. Certificates issued to the children 
have represented the reading of over 400 books from 
the State Reading lists. 

The Library’s circulation of books and magazines has 
has far exceeded all previous records. Our total circu- 
lation reached 17,221 books and magazines, and 3,028 of 
these (1714%,) were non-fiction. The increase over a 
year ago was 3,124 volumes, or an average of over 60 
books a week. 

The number of books catalogued during 1928 was 468. 
Adult fiction, 195; juveniles, 120, and non-fiction, 153. 
We purchased 326 of these, and 142 were gifts. 

The Magazine Department is a credit to any Library. 
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Those wishing reading material will find for their use 
Harpers, Century, Scribners, Outlook, Review of Reviews, 
World’s Work, National Geographic, Country Life, Good 
Housekeeping, Nature Magazine, Ladies’ Home Journal, 
Woman’s Home Companion, Hygeia, Pan-American Un- 
ion Bulletin, Farm Journal, Atlantic, Specialty Sales- 
man, New England Poultryman, National Issue, Time, 
American Magazine, Antiques, Harper’s Bazaar, Chris- 
tian Register, Pictorial Review, New Near East, Red 
Cross Courier, Southern Workman, How to Sell, Farm 
Bureau News, Needlecraft, and Better Homes and Gar- 
dens, the last 17 being donated. 

More especially adapted for the young people and chil- 
dren are Saturday Evening Post, Scientific American, 
American Boy, Open Road, Popular Mechanics, Popular 
Science, St. Nicholas, Science and Invention, Child Life, 
John Martin’s Book, Collier’s Weekly, Boys’ Life, Our 
Dumb Animals, Humane Review, Photoplay, and Life, 
the last six being donated. 

The names of the friends to whom we owe appreciation 
for donation of magazines follow: Miss Julia Yard, Miss 
Harriet Holway, Miss Martha Newcomb, Mrs. Mary

Any magazine, except the latest issue, is circulated. 
There has been a gratifying increase in this circulation 
during the year. 

Much appreciation is due Mr. William Brewster, of 
Boston, for his increased interest by additional gifts. 
These included 18 framed pictures, -varying in size and 
subject; over 150 volumes, mostly of old editions, and 
many sets beautifully bound; articles of artistic and his- 
toric interest, and prints and papers of value. 

In addition to Mr. Brewster’s gift of books an unusual 
number of exceptional value have been presented this 
year. Mrs. H. H. Freeman gave over 100 from the 
Wesson Library, Miss Aimie Sears gave 22 girls’ books 
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from the library of her sister, the late Lucy Nye Sears, 
Mr. Alvin P. Wing filled a long felt need in his gift of 
six volumes, beautifully bound, of The Owl, the genealogi- 
cal magazine published by the Wing Family of America. 

Others making substantial gifts of books were Mrs. H. 
A. Belcher, Miss Grace W. Irwin, Miss Annie B. Holway,

The Board of Commissioners of Public Libraries, at 


the State House, are most helpful to the success of the 


library in every way and much gratitude is due them for 
assistance. 

The Main Library Room still has the uplift of Mr. 
Dodge Macknight’s paintings and also a fourth one of his 
loaned by Mrs. H. W. Durham, which, with its fine au- 
tumn coloring, gives special pleasure to all who see it. 
A large landscape in oil, beautifully framed, the gift of 
Mrs. William A. Foster, is another valuable addition to 
the room. The Lecture Room downstairs has been made 
more attractive by the hanging of Mr. Brewster’s pic- 
tures, and other accessories, which will assist in its use 
especially in anticipated work with the children. Already 
an exhibit of school drawings has been held. 

As hitherto the library building has been used as a 
meeting place for committees, or organizations, of com- 
munity interest. 

As this report indicates, the Weston Memorial Library 


has been most generously remembered by friends. the 


past year, and wishes to extend grateful appreciation to 
all who have contributed to it in any way.

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FOREST WARDEN’S REPORT 


Sandwich, Mass. 
December 31, 1928. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Sandwich: 
Gentlemen :— 


For the second time I have the pleasure of reporting 
that Sandwich was again fortunate last year in not hav- 
ing had any forest fires. Several grass fires that might 
have spread to woodland were prevented from doing so 
by the prompt response of the Town Fire Dept. 


About 214 miles of old wood road was cut out, and on 
about 6 miles of road previously cut out the new sprouts 
were cut back. There are still several miles of old road 
that should be cut out and the work all ready done should 
be maintained by keeping the sprouts mowed. 


The Cape & Vineyard Electric Co. have started plow- 
ing along the new power line. A distance of 2 miles has 
already been plowed, or about half the distance across 
the town that lies outside of the Shawme Forest. The 
Cape & Vineyard Electric Co. is doing the plowing at its 
own expense with the expectation that the Town of Sand- 
wich will maintain the fire line thus created by periodic 
harrowing. This fire line runs through the best un- 
burned woodland in the town, and when completed will 
be of very great value in preventing the spread of fires 
in this section. 


Only a small part of the money appropriated by the 
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Town last year for harrowing this fire line has been ex- 
pended. Due to the fact that the plowing was not started 
until late last fall. I recommend that a sufficient sum be 
appropriated to continue this work.

Gentlemen :— 


On the Town Forest last year the Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts planted 400 trees. The planting was successful 
and the trees are doing well. 

There is about 15 acres in the Town Forest at the 
present time. We recommend that 5 acres a year be 
planted. The labor cost of the planting is about $10.00 
per acre. The young trees are furnished to the Town free 
of charge by the Dept. of Conservation.

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Community Nurse’s Report 1928 


The presenting of one’s seventh annual report should 
be and is a pleasant task not alone because of its unique- 
ness but because one is presenting it to friends. 


The tabulated reports is as follows :— 


Nursing visits 339 
School Building 173 
Home visits to pupils 192 
Baby welfare 22 
Prenatal 28 
Other visits—unclassified 651 
Visits to newborn infants a2 
Visits to the mothers 20 
Deliveries 3 


The visits to infants and mothers were necessarily few; 
but 20 were born during the year. This number has de- 
creased by six — three by removal and three by death. 
Many of our mothers are frequent visitors to the Health 
Center with their little ones for weighing and food ad- 
justments. . 

The pre-school children, or those who were so until 
September last, have perhaps made the best record of 
any group thus far. Only two were more than 10% 
under weight, and had enlarged tonsils, and three needed 
dentistry. It will be interesting to see if this group has 
the large percentage of repeaters that the three preceding 
groups have had where in nearly every case there has 
been the accompanying defect of either enlarged tonsils, 
malnutrition, defective vision or teeth. 
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The bringing of all pupils together in one building has 
simplified the work in many ways. A school lunch room 
is no longer a dream or vision but a reality and I wish 
to express my appreciation to everyone who co-operated 
in such a splendid manner. To the Winter Club, which 
gave us the 392 pieces of flat silver, we are certainly in- 
debted. Dishes and cooking utensils were showered upon 
us in such a way as to make it impossible to thank any- 
one individually but we trust that all will now accept our 
thanks. Gifts of money from $1.00 to $10.00 made a 
total of $30.00 which was used for equipment which had 
not been previously donated. The refrigerator and bread 
cutter were the gifts of Mrs? Currier and Mrs. Baker, 
respectively, and are indispensable. If it were not for the 
fact that Dr. Beale assumed the responsibility of placing 
the gas stoves in the lunch room, I am sure your children, 
or rather my children, would not be eating the hot lunch- 
eons that they now enjoy. We should express our thanks 
for the loan by the Federated Ladies of four horses and 
to Dr. Wagner for the loan of the stools from the 
Fresh Air Camp, as well as the gift of a table top from 
both Mr. Murphy and the Congregational Society. 

The very last months we were in the old building we 
were able to put on a dental campaign that was most 
effective. The pay clinic this organization has carried on 
for several years has proven most worth while. The 
children had 11 of these clinics at Dr. Talbot’s private 
office with a total of 46 sittings with fees ranging from 
5.50 to $4.00, averaging $1.23 a sitting. During the cam- 
paign the pupils in grades 1, 2, 3 all had advised dentistry 
done and in the other grades enough had their work done 
to give us a total of 80%, and a standing in the State of 
fourth among towns the size of Sandwich. Our goal 
the coming year is 100%, which would make our school 
second to none. This is not too much to work for, as we 
have the impetus from last year’s success, no family is 
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wholly unco-operative, our: work has commenced two 
months earlier, and there are fewer needing work done; 
41 compared with 102 last year. 

The campaign terminated in May Day — Health Day 
— exercises put on by the teachers when everyone did 
his and her part except the weather man who was slightly 
out of tune. In direct contrast with the lower grades with 
100°. dental corrections, in the High School but 50% 
have been corrected. | 

Again, while we were in the old buildings, about 75° 
of the pupils and their younger brothers and sisters who 
had received the Toxin anti-toxin six months before 
were given the Schick Test. Of these, owing to the lack 
of potency of the Toxin anti-toxin sent us, only about 
50% were negative. Nevertheless the annual increase in 
the number of diphtheria cases has ceased and we are 
well on the second year without a case. How much of 
this is due to the immunity given by the Toxin anti-toxin 
will probably never be known. 

The tuberculosis work has become almost null. We 
had to look back over the vital statistics for a period of 
five years to find tuberculosis as a cause of a single death. 
Besides this, all known cases are arrested or quiescent 
which means that they have a chance along with the rest 
of us to live to old age or to die of some other disease. 
With no new contacts and no deaths we surely are a 
favored community. This surely is a record of which we 
should be proud. 

As in the past two years, the nurse dispensed the 
Christmas cheer for the Sandwich Winter Club and was 
assisted by the Junior Woman’s Club. 

At the Health Center we have taken care of three 
hemorrhaging accident cases over one night each and 
entertained the Extension Classes in Child Feeding and 
Habit Training. We held one pre-school conference and 
the school physician vaccinated all children present.

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The nurse has made 26 trips to Boston, 3 to New Bed- 
ford, 1 to Randolph, 1 to Bridgewater, 18 to Hyannis, and 
17 to Pocasset as a part of her daily work. Altogether 
the car covers about 1,000 miles a month. 

Finally, I wish to express my appreciation to all who 
have helped in any way to make the year the happy and 
successful one it has been. For all gifts to the Health 
Center and loan closet we are grateful.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: 
Gentlemen :— 

A year ago when the annual report was being prepared, 
the school children of Sandwich were poorly housed in 
three buildings, no one of which was particularly inviting. 
Today they attend the Henry T. Wing School, a modern 
school building; one of the best on Cape Cod; and the 
citizens of the Town may well be proud of their com- 
pletely consolidated school system. Although many people 
believed that an elementary school and high school could 
not be successfully operated in one school building, the 
fear has proved groundless. The two units have been 
entirely distinct and there has been no friction of any 
kind. 

The physical advantages in the change has been noticed 
by nearly all and many have caught the spiritual signifi- 
cance of having their children attend school in such at- 
tractive surroundings. These people realize the vital part 
that environment has in determining one’s likes, stand- 
ards, and ideals and they know that they must provide 
for youth, a clean, healthy, wholesome and attractive en- 
vironment in order to make sure that the future of Sand- 
wich will be a desirable community. 

Some recommendations are made in the report that 
follows. We are not so optimistic as to think that all of 
them will be adopted this year, neither are we so pessi- 
mistic as to believe that the challenge presented to the 
citizens'of the Town by the possibilities of the new build- 
ing, will go entirely unheeded. 

When a new school was being considered some thought 
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that an auditorium was not needed; but many of these 
same people, when they visit the school, become con- 
vinced of their mistake. Infact, there are so many de- 
mands for school use of the auditorium that it requires 
careful scheduling to avoid confusion and conflicts. Be- 
sides use made of the auditorium for games and physical 
education, the pupils both high and elementary, find an 
opportunity for trying their skill in dramatics and music. 
It seems the ideal place to develop initiative self-confi- 
dence, self-discipline, and a sense of responsibility, thus 
making the auditorium one of the biggest assets for char- 
acter building. Here, many find opportunity to use their 
leisure time in worth while ways. Street corners and 
pool rooms become much less desirable when one can go 
to a well lighted, warm, clean auditorium. Another side 
little considered, but very valuable, is that the auditorium 
offers an opportunity for the community to get into the 
school. The presentation of activities performed by chil- 
dren will attract many parents who would never visit a 
class room. In attending these functions the parents will 
meet the teachers and contacts will be made that will 
help to solve many problems that require the cooperation 
of parent and teacher. 

A stage curtain is needed to facilitate the presentation 
of dramatic productions. 

Those directly connected with the School Department 
realized from the beginning the advantage of having a 
cafeteria in the new building. In August there seemed 
little prospect that one could be established before the 
opening of school. This was primarily due to the lack 
of funds. Miss Westover, however, did not let this stand 
in the way and through her energy and the generosity of 
many citizens, a cafeteria was ready when school opened. 
The principal now has complete charge of the cafeteria 
and he discusses its efficiency in his report. 

At the rear of the assembly or study room in the high 
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school there has been fitted up with chairs, tables, and 
book cases, a library corner, but in a way it is a sorry 
spectacle for the shelves are rather bare. In other words, 
we need books, particularly reference books. Modern 
teaching with its problems and projects requires an 
abundance of source material. There is an appreciable 
lack of it in the high school and some reference works are 
sorely needed. <A start should be made this year by ac- 
quiring one or two sets of encyclopedias as well as a few 
single volume reference books. Each year additions can 
be made and a real library service will eventually evolve. 

In the report of the principal may be found a more 
detailed account of the efficiency of the new building and 
all are urged to read it. 

A commercial department was established in the high 
school in September and an additional teacher was em- 
ployed. This department has proved to be a valuable 
one and many have selected this course and are doing 
good work. The subjects offered in this curriculum at 
present are the typical typewriting, bookkeeping, and 
shorthand. An investigation is being conducted to find 
out what are the ways and methods used in the com- 
mercial field into which our graduates enter. When this is 
complete, we ought to revise our offerings in this course 
in such a way that our boys and girls may readily secure 
positions and be able to put into actual practice things 
learned in school. 

The course of study in the Junior High School grades 
of 7, 8, 9 should contain tryout or exploratory courses. In 
a measure we attempt to furnish such courses by offering 
general science and general mathematics. Further ex- 
ploration could be received by establishing a course in 
general language. This is recommended for grades 8 or 9. 
Such a course would help the children to understand 
their own language — English, much better, and it would 
present some basis for judging whether the pupil should 
continue further the study of some specific language and 
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also help to reduce through educational guidance the mor- 
tality which usually accompanies the first year study of 
any foreign language. 

Considerable information was presented in the report 
of last year to show that the school curriculum should 
provide for the needs, interests, and aptitudes of more 
than one type of high school pupil and attention was called 
to the value of a state-aided household art department in 
this connection. If such a course was established, Sand- 
wich would be reimbursed by the state for 50% of the 
salary of the teacher as well as 50% of other maintenance 
expense. The establishment of such a course would pre- 


- sent some real problems and difficulty, but some provision 


should be made for teaching domestic science, as it is not 
taught in many homes today; and all girls need training 


in home making. If a complete course can not be offered, 


some household art courses would be of some help. 
Chapter 71, Section 1, of the General Laws, relating to 
education, states, “Every town shall maintain. ..... 
a sufficient number of schools for the instruction of all 
mercnildren’...°. .... Such schools shall be taught by 
Me aa and they shall give instructions and 


training in othography, reading, writing, the English 


Language, Grammar, geography, arithmetic, drawing, 
the history and constitution of the United States, the du- 
ties of Citizenship, physiology, and hygiene, good be- 


haviour, indoor and outdoor games, and athletic exer- 


cises.” Instruction in indoor and outdoor games and 
athletic exercises has been required since 1923 and al- 
though there are many places that do not employ a special 
teacher of physical training, the better places do. These 
places realize the importance of exercise in the develop- 
ment and maintenance of good health. They therefore do 
not leave the vital subject to mere incidental treatment. 
Our boys and girls need this instruction just as much as 
do the children in the more fortunate communities. If 


an arrangement could be made whereby we might secure 
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a part time director of physical training, it ought to be 
done. This physical director should be not merely a 
coach, but a person who could establish and direct a 
worth while physical education program from Grade I 
through the high school. 

One of the fundamentals of the elementary schools is 
hand writing and all progressive school systems have 
some definite system of writing. Whatever system Sand- 
wich has had, there is little evidence of it today. It is 
therefore recommended that some system be established 
that will be taught in all grades. A system that has had 
rapid growth and seems to be based on sound principles is 
the Houston system of hand writing. This system makes 
use of the whole writing machine, fingers, hand, wrist, 
and forearm, but does not make movement its goal, but 
as a tool for the attainment of fluent, legible writing. 
It correlates penmanship with all subjects and thus 
frees practice from formal drills and exercises. Every 
written paper becomes a lesson in penmanship and im- 
provement in legibility and fluency is made by stressing 
one or two major factors. This system is recommended 
for adoption. 

One week was added to the fall term of grades seven 
and eight this year and it would be well to add another 
week to the spring term, making a 38 week school year for 
grades 7 through 12. Later the elementary school year 
should be increased. Practically the only extra expense 
in having two weeks longer in the elementary school 
would be the matter of teachers’ salary and an item of 
$300- $400 would cover this expense. There seems there- 
fore, but little reason for continuing with a 36 week ele- 
mentary school year. 

Much enrichment to the school curriculum has been 
suggested in the above report. It is hoped that most of 
it may eventually come about and that some-of it be 
established this year ; for with our new building, we must 
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not deny the splendid youth of Sandwich their right to 
enjoy the same advantages as are found elsewhere, if it 
is within our power to grant them. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to all 
those in the community who have so willingly assisted in 
the activities of the boys and girls, and to the teachers, 
nurse, and the principal for their intense interest and en- 
thusiasm, and to the School Committee for their confi- 
dence, co-operation and support at all time.

Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent: 

The report of last year was devoted largely to a fore- 
cast of the advantages which might be expected by con- 
solidating the three existing schools into the one new 
building. Now a year later this consolidation has been 
in effect for a few weeks. In some respects enthusiastic 
prophecies can be weighed against actual experiences. 
In this report we propose to discuss briefly a few of these 
changes. 

The new building with its modern conveniences had 
an immediate effect upon the morale of the student body. 
A school spirit sprang into being. Every teacher noted 
a new enthusiasm, and an improved response. This was 
one of the intangible results which was expected. The 
influence of the morale of any group of people engaged 
in a common purpose is well recognized. In business it 
can. be measured in actual figures. In a school it is im- 
possible to measure the benefit of an improved morale in 
concrete terms, but nowhere is it more real or more im- 
portant. Even in this brief time an encouraging start 
has been made in this direction. The wise foresight which 
provided the auditorium as an integral part of the school 
is perhaps the largest single factor in creating this im- 
proved school spirit. From long before until long past 
the regular school hours and frequently into the even- 
ings this room is occupied. The uses are numerous and 
diversified and will increase. Informal as well as organ- 
ized recreation are not the least of the activities. At 
recess time when under past conditions there was no 
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opportunity for exercise when the weather kept the pupils 
indoors one finds quite a different situation. Usually there 
are three groups in the auditorium. Boys and girls at 
opposite ends of the room are playing basketball while 
upon the stage another group are dancing. It gives a 
natural and legitimate outlet for the pent up physical 
activities of the pupils. At other times the room is oc- 
cupied with rehearsals and performances of dramatic 
and musical productions by the pupils of all grades. Here 
there is an opportunity for more formal gatherings such 
as assemblies, addresses, and entertainments. With 
proper facilities within our own jurisdiction it has been 
possible to organize the athletics upon a basis more in 
accord with recognized standards for both boys and 
girls. Much remains to be done in this respect. In time 
it is to be hoped that teachers directors of physical train- 
ing may be secured who can put this important phase of 
education upon a sound basis. 

A most encouraging report can be made upon the ex- 
periment of providing warm lunches. The location of 
the school made it necessary for the pupils to have their 
lunches at the school. The task of providing the equip- 
ment for preparing and serving cooked foods was no 
small problem. It was made possible by the enthusiasm 
and tireless energy of our district nurse. She realized 
the importance of this work and gave unsparingly of her 
time to make it possible. Beginning with a bare room 
she gathered the necessary equipment from generous 
and interested friends. Her leadership made it possible 
to open this department on the first day of school. The 
lunch room has been a success from the start. It is pa- 
tronized daily by about fifty percent. of the pupils. We 
plan to provide food at cost and to give an ample amount 


of lunch at a minimum cost. We have been fortunate to 


have in charge women who had a real interest in making 
this feature of the school a real success. The Student 
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Council have had charge of furnishing all the additional 
extra help necessary and have accepted this responsibility 
with admirable help. 

The fear that combining the pupils of all grades would | 
create confusion and might be detrimental to the younger 
children has proved to be unfounded. The arrangement 
of the building is such that the two general divisions of 
the school are entirely separate and come into contact at 
no time of the day. Separate buildings could scarcely 
provide more complete unity and independence for each 
group than under the present arrangement. 

In the old high school building the science department 
worked under serious disadvantages. The rooms devoted 
to this department were too small and the equipment was 
sadly inadequate. The courses in science can now re- 
ceive proper emphasis. The laboratory is of ample size. 
The modern tables and auxiliary equipment meet every 
demand. The addition of one teacher to the high school 
department has made it possible to make a beginning 
toward a commercial department. The school now offers 
typewriting, bookkeeping, and stenography. There is also 
a preliminary course intended primarily for first year 
students. There are indications that the demand for this 
type of instruction will increase. This is the only change 
that has been made in the curriculum of the school. It is 
hardly necessary to state that the more commodious 
quarters have proved advantageous to every teacher in 
presenting their subjects. From the physical side the 
building is meeting the demands placed upon it. Ade- 
quate controlled heat and ventilation have an effect be- 
yond mere physical comfort. With a proper atmosphere 
the teachers and pupils do not have to combat the periods 
of drowsiness which always accompany illy ventilated 
classrooms. There appears to be universal approval of 
the movable type of furniture. In the lower grades this 
furniture allows the grouping of pupils for certain types 
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of work. From a sanitary point of view there is a dis- 
tinct advantage in that floors can be swept more satis- 
factorily. The movable desks make it possible to arrange 
the seating in accord with the demands at the moment. 
The desks can be moved from one room to another either 
temporarily or permanently. The use of such furniture 
might well be extended as replacements or extensions 
become necessary. 

While it is a pleasure to voice the sentiments of both 
teachers and pupils with the improvements which have 
already come to pass it should be noted that the ultimate 
possibilities have by no means been reached. There re- 
mains the satisfaction of looking forward to future de- 
velopments. In time as increased appropriations become 
available valuable additions may be made to the curri- 
culum such as manual training, domestic science, and 
physical training as was outlined in the report of last 
year. The building is designed to include such instruc- 
tion. We realize the present limitations but believe that 
these features of modern education will become realities. 
The pupils who are now in the school will soon become the 
responsible citizens of the town. They appreciate even 
better than those now far beyond school age the things 
which the youth of today need to equip them for the 
responsibilities of this age and will see to it that their 
successors in the school receive a full measure of prepar- 
ation. 

In behalf of all those connected with the school we 
desire to express our appreciation to the School Com- 
mittee and the Superintendent for their cooperation and 
hearty support in all matters pertaining to the adminis- 
tration of the school. Acknowledgment should be made 
to the citizens of Sandwich whose loyal support made the 
Henry T. Wing School a reality. In time their action 
will be fully justified.

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Report of School Physician 


To the Superintendent: 


As School Physician I have the honor to report to you 
as follows :— 

The physical examinations this year showed 61 pupils 
with enlarged tonsils. There were 20 corrections during 
the year. There were 4 cases of defective vision still 
uncorrected; 12 had been corrected. The five cases of 
heart defect and 15 cases of enlarged glands had cleared 
up since last year’s examination; these changes appar- 
ently due to corrective work done during the interval be- 
tween examinations. 

Taken as a whole the entering class this year is the best, 
physically, that has entered in recent years. 19 of the 
pupils had had complete physical examinations. Only 2 
had enlarged tonsils and only 4 had defective teeth. 20 
had had diphtheria toxin-antitoxin treatment and nearly 
the whole class had had small pox vaccination before 
entering. Having the vaccinations done before entering 
school saved many absences. 

About 75% of those who had previously taken the 
toxin-antitoxin treatments were given the Shick test in 
May and about 50%, were negative. This result was re- 
ported to the State Board of Health and their explanation 
was that the preparation sent to us had proved less 
efficient than some former preparations, as shown by 
reports from other communities who had used the same 
lot. We have had no diphtheria since this work was 
done and we believe the slight amount of discomfort and 
inconvenience resulting from the 992 doses was much 
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less than would have occurred in one case of diphtheria. 

It is interesting to note that of the 9 pupils who are 
repeating their lst grade 7 have enlarged tonsils. This 
is suggestive and in some cases has been a definite cause 
of irregular attendance. In grade 2 the 14 children who 
have repeated either this grade or grade 1, with one 
exception, have had definite physical defects — either en- 
larged tonsils, defective teeth or vision. This definitely 
suggests the desirability of much time being spent by 
the nurse with the children of pre-school age with the 
object in view of sending the little ones into the first 
grade with as few handicaps as possible. 

Whooping cough has been present since the opening 
of school in September but has not been epidemic at any 
time. There has also been present a form of bronchitis 
with cough which it has been difficult to diagnose from 
whooping cough within a period of two or three weeks. 
A few children were absent from the 2nd and 3rd grades 
at first and more recently from grades 1 and 2 from these 
causes. About one-half of the absences in grade 1 have 
been due to coughs and the other half to other causes. 
No case of whooping cough has as yet developed above the 
third grade although there are many in the higher grades 
who have not had this disease. 

Problems of sanitation which have vexed us in the past 
have been solved with the new Henry T. Wing School. 

The School Physician wishes to express his appreci- 
ation of the hearty cooperation and help of the School 
Nurse, the teachers and the parents and last but by no 
means least the children.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


Superintendent of Schools, 
Sandwich, Mass. 
Dear Mr. Peebles :— 

Persuant to your request, I submit the following report. 

The objectives for which we are striving in music are 
a pure and beautiful quality of tone, accuracy in inton- 
ation and skill in sight reading. 

Each lesson is begun with breathing exercises. Win- 
dows are opened in mild weather. Pupils are asked to 
stand, to have a correct posture, to fill and empty their 
lungs. While inhaling, pupils rise on their toes, raise 
their arms, reach and stretch. Then they exhale, lower 
their arms and relax. This exercise takes about a minute 
and is repeated. 

Singing the intervals follows. The purpose of this 
drill is to give further practice in deep breathing, in 
attacking tones properly and in sustaining them. The 
practice of intervals stimulates alertness in musical 
thinking, cultivates the habit of listening, develops ac- 
curacy of intonation and improves the quality of tone. 
Voice-culture exercises are sometimes introduced in the 
early part of the lesson by having the pupils vocalize on 
the vowel a (long a, as in father) in order to obtain a 
open position of the throat and mouth. 

After the intervals have been sung from dictation they 
are shown on the board in the staff notation and with a 
change of key each week. 

Following the preliminary drills, songs are sung as 
solfeggio exercises with syllables. Pupils do as much of 
this reading as possible in order to become familiar with 
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the different keys and to acquire skill in reading at sight. 

Rote songs are taught in the primary grades and are 
chosen with reference to a season, or to events that are 
of interest to children. These songs are selected with 
great care and are taught with painstaking thoroughness. 

Rhythm is developed by having pupils beat time with 
the finger on their books and by having them make a 
slight accent with their voices on the accented beat. 

Questions are asked about the clef, signatures, keys, 
values of notes and rests. 

The voices of pupils have been tested once this season 
and the records have been preserved on cards. A few 
pupils have been found who seem to be tone-deaf and who, 
accordingly, are unable to profit from the work given to 
others. In the lower grades individual assistance is given 
to these pupils and, after such help and a period of listen- 
ing, some of them become eligible to participate in the 
work of the larger groups. 

The work outlined above represents what is being ac- 
complished in the grammar grades. Some, but not all, 
of this work is being done in the primary grades and in 
the high school. 

I have tried to make the music lesson, with its exacting 
demands for mental alertness, something for the pupils 
to look forward to with pleasant anticipation. 

My visits occur on Thursday. The first lesson is given 
at nine o’clock in the assembly hall. This beautiful hall, 
with its splendid acoustic properties, is a great help in 
our music and is enjoyed by all who use it. The upright 
piano, however, is not quite heavy enough in its tone. 

A number of pupils have recently begun the study of 
musical instruments and they are looking forward to 
practicing together in an orchestra just as soon as they 
have learned to read notes and have acquired a little 
technical proficiency. 

The instruments that have been chosen are the violin, 
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clarinet, saxophone and French horn. No bass instru- 
ment is represented. In developing an orchestra, it is 
desirable to make provision for the fundamental tones 
of the bass, which is a part that can be played on the vi- 
olin, cello, trombone and double bass. Owing to the large 
size of this latter instrument, young people do not often 
select it for study, yet it is very important in an orchestra. 
In order to encourage the study of instruments, some 
schools have found it advantageous to purchase them and 
lend them to pupils. Possibly a pupil could be found who 
would study the double bass, if this inducement was 
offered. 

Another opportunity for development in the direction 
of orchestral work is the rhythmic band, which is com- 
posed entirely of instruments of percussion and which is 
used to accompany the piano, or the phonograph, in the 
playing of marches. The instruments of a rhythmic band 
are very easy to learn and some of them — the drum 
sticks, castanets, triangle and tambourine — are very 
inexpensive. Practice in such a band by children of the 
primary grades would develop rhythm and might be a 
fruitful source of interest to children and to their parents. 

In closing I wish to express my deep appreciation to 
you, and through you to the School Committee and to the 
teachers, for the friendly co-operation that has been 
given me.

It is with pleasure 
that I can report more progress in my work this year 
than the two previous years I have been in Sandwich. 

The same academic basis of representation, design, col- 
or, appreciation and theory form the mechanics of our art 
course. We find the splendid location of the new build- 
ing very inspiring for landscape and nature work. 

Sand tables have been put into the first and third grades 
to be used in connection with construction work which is 
both educational and delightful. 

There is a new class of first year High School students, 
elective mechanical drawing, formally taught by a High 
School Instructor. 

For the Christmas work in the seventh and eighth 
grades I tried a new subject, the ancient art of batik 
originated in Java. This is a difficult and exacting craft. 
The girls of these classes and some of the boys have been 
so successful with this work that it will continue through 
January. The other boys gained practice in the use of 
‘oil paints by painting wooden toys and. small pieces of 
furniture brought from home. Miss Isabelle Swansey 
who assists in the art work was a great help in organiz- 
ing and teaching this new creative subject.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The report of the year ending December 31, 1929— 
it being the Library’s thirty-ninth annual report — is 
herewith presented. 

This has been a year of constant growth in library ac- 
tivity. Larger things have been accomplished in every 
phase of its work. More books and magazines have been 
used; a larger number of borrowers have been accommo- 
dated; there has been a more earnest use made of the 
reading room; the reference material has never been so 
sought after by both adults and pupils, and the number 
of summer visitors who patronized the library far out- 
numbered any previous year, and were most enthusiastic 
in their admiration of our beautifully adorned, and well 
equipped building, and expressed appreciation for the 
the range and fullness of reading material at their dis- 
posal. 

The circulation of books and magazines has nearly 
reached the 20,000 mark, being 19,962. This was an in- 
crease of 2,714 over 1928, and 5,838, an average in- 
crease of 486 volumes per month, over the circulation in 
1927. The non-fiction circulation reached 3281 volumes. 
The recorded circulation would be much larger than 
now, if the custom among readers of loaning their books 
to be read instead of returning them to the library for 
re-circulation could be discontinued. The largest circula- 
tion was during July and August when over 4,000 books 
were taken out, while in February and March the num- 
ber reached 3,548. Several factors influenced this gain, 
among them the increased number of books available 


for use, and, the more attractive and readable manner 
of writing non-fiction, especially biography and travel, 
which has led to a wide spread interest in them. 

The increased service offered the country library by 
the Division of Public Libraries, of the State Commis- 
sion has made it possible for this library to supply prac- 
tically any book, other than fiction, that is requested. 
Many of these books would be too expensive, or of too 
limited an appeal, for our library to own. The Commis- 
sion sent a splendid collection of 25 books for summer 
reading. Two collections of 25 books each have been at 
the disposal of our Italian readers. The Inter-library 
Loan system with city libraries gives an added oppor- 
tunity for any one to secure special books. This plan is 
frequently used by some of our readers. 

During the year there have been 422 books catalogued. 
Of these 219 were fiction, and 199 were non-fiction. Sixty 
of the books were juveniles. The library purchased 223 
books, and the other 199 were given. 

Splendid gifts during the past year have wonderfully 
enriched us. One was of twelve valuable oil paintings, 
from Mr. William Brewster. Another was a beautiful 
large water color — a view of the Sandwich mill pond — 
a bequest from the late Mrs. Henry A. Belcher. These 
with the other pictures previously hanging on the walls, 
and the continued loan by Mr. Dodge Macknight of his 
splendid water colors — all well hung — make an impres- 
sive effect, and cannot fail but to stimulate a love of 
the beautiful, and have an uplifting influence on all who 
visit the library. 

Another gift this year, from Mr. Brewster, is of much 
artistic and educational value. Reference is made to 
the fine glass show-case, and its exhibit of various ex- 
quisite art treasures. He has sent several more valuable 
books. A continued expression of appreciation should be 
extended to Mr. Brewster for his wonderful interest in 
our library.

Their continued interest 
is most noteworthy. 

Appreciation is expressed to the following who have 
presented one or more books during the year, Mrs. Asa 
Wing, Miss Laura Wing, Miss Eliza Wing, Mrs. H. S. 
Dowden, Dr. Annie Hamilton, Mr. Dearborn, Mr. Lincoln 
Crowell, Mrs. E. S. Talbot, Mrs. A. E. Boyden, the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, the Government at Wash- 
ington, authors and publishers. Several books were do- 
nated, as had been her custom for many years, by the 
late Mrs. Hannah B. Belcher. 

The magazine files remain same as last year with few 
changes. Those not purchased were given by these 
friends: Mrs. Mary Littlefield, Miss Martha Newcomb, 
Miss Julia A. Yard, Mr. Dodge Macknight, Mrs. J. L. 
Newton, Miss L. L. Newton, Mrs. H. A. Dunbar, the Al- 
liance and various publishers. 


Magazines are circulated. similarly to books, except 
that the current number is reserved for the reading room. 
It is wished that more people would avail themselves of 
this privilege. 

The lecture room ‘down stairs has been used for an ex- 
hibit of school drawings, which parents and friends en- 
joyed. The librarian gave two series of talks, of five 
each, to the school children by Grades, from the Third 
to Eighth, inclusive. ‘‘Winter Birds” and then ‘Spring 
Migrants” were the subjects used. Many bird pictures 
were used to illustrate, and the children were interested. 
Mr. John Liberty loaned chairs, which made comfortable 
seating possible. 

Each year brings a new group of children to begin the 
State Certificate reading. These approved lists have be- 
come the natural source for obtaining the major part of 
their reading through the Grades, and has a fine influence 
to the use of good books. The number of certificates 
earned is gratifying. 

Again much appreciation is due, and is here expressed 
to the many friends of Weston Memorial Library who 
have made to it so many gifts, and, who in many other 
ways, have assisted in making this year a better one — 
one of larger service to the community.

To the Selectmen of the Town of Sandwich. 
Gentlemen : . 

During the past year the Town of Sandwich was again 
fortunate in having no serious forest fires. Although six 
fires started on forest land they were prevented from 
burning over more than a total of two acres. 

In addition there were several grass fires which were 
kept from doing serious damage. 

The small loss from fire is due largely to the prompt 
response of the village fire department. 

The fire prevention work has been kept up. Twelve 
miles of wood roads previously cut out have been re- 
brushed and two miles of new road were opened up. 

About four miles of fire line along the high tension 
power line lying outside of the State Forest were har- 
rowed for the first time. 

I hope that the citizens of the town are sufficiently 
pleased with the results of the fire prevention program 
to continue the usual appropriation for this work.

Report of the Community Nurse 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Sandwich :— 
Sandwich, Mass., Jan’y 21st, 1930. 

It is customary to report first on the youngest of our 
community family. 

There have been only ten new arrivals; less than half 
of the usual number. -All of these have been visited and 
Six received some special service. All pre-school age chil- 
dren have been visited at least once during the year and 
their weights and other data of importance recorded. 
The children entering school in September for the first 
time were entertained at the community house. Dr. 
Beale, the school physician, was in attendance and gave 
each child a careful physical examination with the mother 
present. Twenty of this group were examined, or had 
been previously, by their private physician. All were 
vaccinated against smallpox before they entered school 
and twenty had Diphtheria Toxin Anti-toxin. Eleven had 
their dental work done. Three needed no work. Only 
one was more than 10% underweight. Five have had 
tonsilectomies. 

The general health of the school children has much 
improved in the last two years. No doubt this has been 
largely due to the improved sanitary conditions in the 
new building. Although the three lower grades had 
whooping cough at the beginning of the year, the in- 
fection did not spread above these grades where the 
initial cases were. 

The Woman’s Club did some splendid nutrition work 
the first of the year when they furnished extras for nine 
children who were badly underweight. These pupils had 
an hour’s rest following their noon luncheon and before 
returning to the class-room for the afternoon period, 
were given the cod liver oil, milk, and fruit provided by 


the Woman’s Club. This group gained during the period 
and have continued to until now several are no longer se- 
riously underweight. At present we have Grades 1, 3, and 
5 100% in their weights. It seems almost too good to be 
true after more than seven years of effort on the part of 
the pupils, parents, and teachers, that we should now 
have not one class, but three, so nearly up to weight. I 
wish to extend my hearty thanks and appreciation on the 
part of the children and all those interested, to the Com- 
munity Service Department of the Woman’s Club for 
this most worth while community service. 

A Dental Campaign: proceeded the May Day — Health 
Day — exercises which was most effective. 95% of the 
pupils in Grades 1 to 5 inclusive were corrected. Grades 
3, 4,5 were 100%. Many of the remaining children had 
some of their work done. The corrections made during 
the year are as follows :—Tonsils, 24; Teeth, 225; Vision, 
10; Malnutrition, 17. The physical examinations in 
December showed the following defects :—Malnutrition, 
29; Vision, 6; Overweight, 6; Hearts, 10; Tonsils, 51; 
Discharging ears, 2; Miscellaneous defects, 5. 

The tubercular contacts are being carefully watched as 
to their general physical condition. The parent’s attention 
is called when they fail to make their normal gains and 
the importance of a regular physical examination at 
Pocasset urged.

Trips out of town were as follows:—Pocasset, 9; 
Hyannis, 16; New Bedford, 2; Boston, 42. Making a 
total mileage of about 1400 miles during the year. 

The Community House has been open during the year 
and several organizations have availed themselves of the 
opportunity here afforded them. Besides the conference 
for the pre-school children, many young mothers and 
others have come for such aid and counsel as we have to 
offer them and are of such a nature that they are not 
easily tabulated. 

The Sandwich Winter Club’s Christmas cheer was 
again taken care of, as well as assistance given to other 
organizations in their Christmas giving. 

In closing this, my seventh annual report, I wish to 
express my appreciation to all those who have in any 
way assisted in making this year’s work as effective as 
it has proven to be.

Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: 

I take pleasure in presenting to you and through you 
to the citizens of Sandwich my third annual report as 
superintendent of the schools of Sandwich. 

The past year has been one of progress and steady 
growth. We have become adjusted to our new building 
and we wonder how we ever managed in the old buildings. 
It is a source of gratification to know that the youth of 
Sandwich are so well provided for and that they appreci- 
ate it. To illustrate, a group of boys were told of the list 
of 300 points of interest that the Massachusetts Tercen- 
tenary committee were preparing. They were then asked 
what on Cape Cod should be included on the list that 
visitors to Massachusetts in 1930 ought not to miss. Sev- 
eral of them said “HENRY T. WING SCHOOL.” 

There has been a decided improvement in the whole 
tone of the Henry T. Wing School. This improvement 
is noticeable in many ways. The student council is 
functioning better; there are more and better student 
activities, with more pupils participating in them. The 
conduct of almost all of the pupils is excellent. The boys 
are manly and the girls are wholesome and well man- 
nered. With few exceptions, the students realize that a 
high school education requires work and they accept their 
tasks with grace; and attack them faithfully and indus- 
triously. Their play is vigorous and whole hearted and 
they are acquiring a reputation for good sportsmanship. 

In a small high school such as the Sandwich high school 
there are many problems and complexities that arise in 
attempting to meet the needs and capacities of the mem- 
bers of the student body, in rendering services to the 
community, keeping within the ability of the community 


to support education and satisfying the demands made by 
higher institutions of learning. Some of these problems 
are never satisfactorily solved but we can point with 
some satisfaction to the many pupils who have attained a 
firm foundation for worthy citizenship and also to the 
relatively large number of pupils who have been able to 
enter college and do successful work. 


It seems wise to make some statement in regard to the 
building. We are proud of the Henry T. Wing School, 
but there are a few items that ought to be attended to 
in order to make the building more efficient. At present 
all rubbish and ashes must be hoisted out of the cellar 
with tackle through a front cellar window. This is crude, 
laborious, and costly, as well as unsightly. It has been 
suggested that an opening be made in the north wall of 
the cellar. This would enable the janitor to truck this 
material as well as the lawn mower and other tools in 
and out of the cellar of the building quite readily. 

As stated in last year’s report a curtain for the stage 
is a necessity. In fact, to be in accordance with the State 
law we are compelled to install an asbestos curtain if we 
are to use the stage for productions. This calls for an 
expenditure of about $450, but it is a necessity and ought 
to be provided at once. 

At present there are no adequate wardrobe facilities 
for pupils on the upper floor. The wraps, at present, are 
left in the auditorium. This is a poor place because it 
causes the auditorium to look untidy. Clothes are kept 
in an unsanitary manner as well as being badly crumpled 
and there is little protection against loss. Locker facil- 
ities should be provided. 

Arrangement for the disposal of drainage from the 
building has proven insufficient and at present there is 
a very objectionable over-flow spreading over an area of 
playground. Additional drainage facilities should be 
installed. 


The school being exposed, the building receives the full 
force of all storms. Since there are many windows, there 
is great difficulty in heating certain parts of the building. 
Weather stripping around the windows and doors would 
be a matter of economy. The amount of coal savetl would 
pay for such installation in four or five years. If the 
time is not right at present for doing the whole building, 
weather stripping the windows of the auditorium and one 
or two rooms, would save considerable fuel as well as pro- 
tecting the children against severe drafts. 

There are one-or two other items about the building 
that ought to be cared for during the next few years, but 
the above seem urgent. 

In September, 1928, a commercial course was estab- 
lished and proved a valuable addition. In September of 
this year the course was continued. However, it seemed 
best to secure a male teacher for this department in order 
that we might properly have the boys’ athletic teams 
under a teacher coach. This position proved a difficult 
one to fill, since it involved getting a man who could teach 
English plus commercial subjects, and who was competent 
to coach athletic teams. We finally were able to secure a 
young man who had had both liberal arts and business 
college training as well as successful coaching experi- 
ence. He is proving to be a young man of sterling char- 
acter with teaching ability and we look forward to well 
coached teams. 

Last year particular stress was placed on improving 
the writing of the boys and girls in the first eight grades 
and much was accomplished. This year this emphasis is 
continued and our new point of emphasis for the present 
school year is on reading, particularly silent reading. 
We have chosen this subject because silent reading ability 
is the basis of success in most school subjects as well as 
in fields of endeavor after graduation. Pupils have been 
given the Sangren Woody tests for reading. These tests 
are diagnostic and a pupil’s power in various reading

skills is measured and diagnosed. The skills tested are 
vocabulary knowledge, skill in following details, skill in 
getting the central thought, skill in organizing material, 
skill in getting the general impression, skill in getting 
detail and rate of reading. Every pupil is trying to im- 
prove his power in the various skills and to overcome his 
own disabilities. Teachers are charged with the respons- 
ibilities of guiding and training the pupils in such a way 
that they may improve. In May another form of the 
test will be given and we believe that the results will 
show marked improvement in reading. . 

A school bank has been started. At first we thought 
that there would be little demand for a school bank ser- 
vice for we discovered that pupils were taking advantage 
of the opportunity already provided by the Sandwich 
Cooperative Bank. However, many children have found 
the school bank very convenient. About 40 cents a month 
per pupil has been the average thus far. We hope that 
many will become systematic, regular savers and that 
they will deposit something each week on bank day. 

Instruction of vocal music in the Sandwich schools is 
producing excellent results and a beginning has been 
made in instrumental music instruction. A careful con- 
sideration of the report of the music supervisor will 
prove enlightening. 

During the year a definite set of rules and regulations 
of the schools of Sandwich were compiled and adopted 
by the school committee. Copies of these regulations 
may be secured by application to the school committee or 
to the superintendent of schools. It seems well to quote 
two of them. rs 

“Section III. COMPLAINTS. Any complaint or 
representation which any person desires to make shall be 
first presented or referred to the Superintendent of 
schools. In cases of discipline parents shall take the mat- 
ter first to the teacher, then to the principal, then to the 
Superintendent of schools, who, if he is unable to satisfy 


the parent, shall report the case to the school committee 
for consideration and action.” 

This regulation is considered wise because it provides 
for the discussion of the differences with those most 
closely concerned. The school committee is at all times 
ready and anxious to know of any way they may assist 
in adjusting the schools to the child, but the above seems 
to be the best procedure. 

“Section XII. USE OF THE AUDITORIUM OF THE 
HENRY T. WING SCHOOL. Since the auditorium of 
the Henry T. Wing School is in no sense intended to 
compete commercially with other halls; its use shall be 
granted only to an organization representing the inter- 
ests of the Town of Sandwich as a whole, when such use 
does not interfere with school activities.” | 

This regulation was adopted after careful considera- 
tion of all points involved. It seems best to confine the use 
of the auditorium to civic organizations that represent 
the interests of the town of Sandwich as a whole. 

“WHY DO SCHOOLS COST SO MUCH?” 

In reflecting on increased school tests in recent years, 
consideration should be given to other items besides the 
decreased purchasing power of the dollar and the in- 
creased school enrolment. These and similar items do 
not tell the whole story. 

Our schools have become veritable “shock-absorbers” 
in that they have been forced to assume many activities 
far remote from the early conception of school functions. 

They have developed into sensitive instruments record- | 
- ing our social and economic tendencies, accurately reflect- 
ing the peoples’ changing habits, tastes and needs. Step 
by step they have added to their scholastic labors varying 
functions, a partial enumeration of which will serve to 
illustrate the part they play in our everyday lives. 

‘The schools responded with recreational facilities when 
these were found necessary as a vent for the excess of 
youthful energy and leisure. When adults courted sim- 


ilar privileges, schoo] community centers came into ex- 
istence. 

The moral development of youth being everybody’s 
concern, the schools, therefore, must supply character 
training and teach ethics. 

It is emphasized that discipline has disappeared from 
the home, so the schools are turned to for the fostering 
of respect for law and order. Where physical welfare is 
neglected, the schools must safeguard health by assuming 
medical supervision of the pupils; since many short- 
comings are traceable to defective teeth, schools must 
have dental clinics. 

There is a wide variety of talent amongst pupils, there- 
fore the schools must attempt individual instruction; they 
must discover and satisfy individual inclinations and in- 
terests. A school of one thousand children touches five 
hundred homes at their most sensitive point, hence each 
child must be schooled as if he were the sole object of 
education. Childhood’s personal problems, too, must be 
confronted, hence the establishment of the Advisory 
System. 

Boys and girls must be prepared for gainful occupa- 
tions, hence Vocational Training. Girls are seldom 
taught sewing and cooking in the home, so the schools 
provide a Domestic Art Department. Where boys must 
be kept close to the farm, Agriculture must be taught. 

As High School pupils vary in personal choice of col- 
lege, admission requirements of diverse institutions have 
to be met. The schools are required not only to give 
intensive training to prepare pupils for their colleges but 
at the same time give general training for those planning 
otherwise. 

Methods of instruction and subject matter are con- 
stantly changing, making it imperative for instructors 
and school executives to devote a goodly portion of their 
out-of-school time to study, to keep abreast of these 
changes. 


A multiplicity of special weeks have become a part of 
the school program, such as “Safety First Week,” ‘Fire 
Prevention Week,” “Accident Prevention Week,” “Thrift 
Week,” “Cleanup Week,” all of which, with many others, 
are commendable. 

Yes, our schools have become ‘‘shock-absorbers”’ in the 
effort to stabilize thought, conduct and action. If this 
bulging and complex program has increased school costs 
and become an added burden to the taxpayer, the greater 
weight has fallen on the school executive and Board of 
Education. It is not a nine or ten months’ job, as popu- 
larly supposed; it is a perpetual labor. ) 

One of the most important steps for educational ad- 
vancement in the town of Sandwich would be to lengthen 
the elementary school year. Most of the cities and towns 
of Massachusetts have a forty week school year. Very 
few places have the thirty-six week school year that ob- 
tains in Sandwich. When the schools were consolidated, 
the school year for grades seven and eight was length- 
ened to thirty-eight weeks to conform with the high 
school. The elementary year of thirty-six weeks is far 
too short to do the work that ought to be accomplished 
in grades one through six. We therefore recommend an 
increase to thirty-eight weeks. 

The only additional cost involved would be an increase 
in salary to the teachers of grades one through six 
amounting to about $500. 

Consolidation of the schools of Sandwich has made 
evident the fact that Sandwich does not require 7/20 of a 
superintendent’s time. The consolidating of the school 
and the increase from four to five teachers in the high 
school has released the principal from a full time teach- 
ing program. With this arrangement supervision of 
instruction by the principal is possible and desirable. It 
is the opinion of the superintendent that 1/5 of the time 
of the superintendent would be sufficient for excellent 
administration and supervision of the Sandwich schools 


provided that some money was spent for clerical assist- 
ance. This plan would save the town of Sandwich four 
to five hundred dollars a year. It seems advisable that 
the Sandwich school committee should endeavor to get 
the joint committee of Union No. 15 to make such an 
arrangement. 

Your careful attention is called to the reports that fol- 
low, particularly to the report of the high school prin- 
cipal. 

Permit me to express my appreciation of the loyal co- 
operation of the principal and teachers as well as for the 
support of those citizens whose efforts have made edu- 
cational progress possible. 

In closing, I am mindful and appreciative of your deep 
interest in the welfare of the children of Sandwich.

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Report of the Principal 


To the ee sant 

I take pleasure in presenting my third annual report. 
This has been a year marked by the continuance and 
development of the activities noted in the report of last 
year. Although at that time the three departments of the 
schools had been consolidated in the Henry T. Wing 
School but a few weeks there were distinct evidences of 
the influence of the improved physical conditions. The 
teachers immediately noted the improved attitude of 
their classes toward their work and the general routine 
of the school day. It gives no little satisfaction to report 
that this enthusiasm has persisted and crystallized into a 
concrete school spirit. 

Education is acknowledged to be intangible and dif- 
ficult to measure. Consequently we note with pleasure 
our relative position in a survey recently made of the 
schools in this vicinity with reference to the number of 
pupils in higher educational institutions and the means 
by which the graduates obtained their admission into 
such institutions. Such statistics will vary from time to 
time particularly in the small schools. At the present 
time, however, the percentage of our graduates in col- 
leges, normal schools, and other institutions compares 
favorably with the other schools considered. While the 
ability of this selected group is measured in part we are 
satisfied that the much larger group who enter gainful 
pursuits following their graduation would hold an equally 
favorably comparison. 

After the experience of a year we are satisfied that 
there is a real place for a Student Council in the school 
organization. This group of students elected to represent 
their classes becomes a clearing house for the planning 
and execution of the numerous activities of the school. 
Policies are considered from the point of view of the 
best good of the school and the members faithfully carry 


out their assigned duties. We are convinced that the 
Student Council plays a worth while part in the develop- 
ment of character and the sense of responsibility. 

The lunch room materially affects a large proportion 
of the pupils. The value of this service is now too well 
recognized to need any exposition. It is accepted as an 
essential part of the school day. From the beginning it 
has been the policy to feature a substantial dish of warm 
food at a price within the reach of all. This main dish is 
purchased by almost every pupil who uses the lunch room. 
We realized that this warm food was being furnished at 
less than cost. To the cost of the raw material must be 
added the major part of the general overhead expense. 
We hoped that the other items such as salads, desserts, 
milk and cookies would be sufficiently profitable to cover 
the deficit. It is now evident that under the present con- 
dition the lunch room is not self supporting. To decrease 
the quantity served or to lower the nutritive value would 
defeat the main purpose of the plan, while to increase 
the price would automatically reduce the number of 
pupils served. Fortunately the margin to be covered is 
not large but some adjustment must be made to insure a 
balanced account at the close of the year. 

A most valuable gift has come to the school through 
the generosity of the members of The Sandwich High 
School Association. This took the form of a library des- 
ignated very fittingly as The Grace W. Irwin Gift Li- 
brary. There are now approximately two hundred books 
in this library. These books have been selected very 
carefully to serve as references for the school subjects 
and to furnish supplementary reading. Beside standard 
reference books in science, history and English there are 
attractive popular biographies, historicals novels and 
miscellaneous fiction. In addition the gift included sub- 
scriptions to several magazines. The wide use made of 
the books testifies to the usefulness of such a library. 

Through the possibilities offered by the auditorium 


: sounds 


there has been an opportunity for the development of 
extra curriculum activities particularly in instrumental 
music. The details of this interesting movement are well 
presented in another report. It is significant that a con- 
siderable number of the pupils are earning their instru- 
ments with commendable self-sacrifice. Within a rea- 
sonable time we shall be able to present a creditable 
school band and orchestra. There is a renewed interest 
in dramatics covering the entire student body All of 
these activities have a direct educational value and serve 
a secondary value in maintaining the interest in the regu- 
lar school work. Such extra interests might be extend- 
ed, but in our opinion there is a distinct limit to which 
such may be carried in a small! school. While the influ- 
ence of such activities permeates the entire school for 
good it is practically the same group who are interested 
in each project and upon whom rests the success of the 
undertaking. It should be our purpose to encourage any 
interest which will serve to center the attention upon the 
school life, but at the same time to strive to maintain an 
equable balance between work and play. 


Due appreciation should be expressed for the voluntary 
services of those who have given their time in coaching 
our athletic teams. Such work however is properly a 
school function and experience has shown that it should 
be under faculty direction. We have made a forward 
step in this direction, it is not too early to state that al- 
ready we can note the advantage of this arrangement. 
Athletics are a legitimate part of a school system. In 
respect to the teams representing the school we expect 
our boys and girls to learn to be good winners as well as 
good losers and we are honest enough to hope that there 
will be more opportunity to exercise the former rather 
than the latter virtue. Already our teams have estab- 
lished a reputation for sportsman like behavior. To give 
their best effort and to conduct themselves upon a high 


standard is even more important for our boys and girls 
than the issue of the game. 

The accommodation of the school would be much im- 
proved if some provision were made for the care of the 
clothing of the pupils of the second floor. Especially dur- 
ing the winter the few corridor hooks are entirely inade- 
quate. Clothing must be left upon the auditorium seats. 
If these are in use then the clothes must be piled upon the 
floor. We consider lockers a real necessity. The install- 
ation of the automatic device for controlling the bells has 
contributed much to systematizing the routine procedure 
of the school. | 

In closing we wish to express our appreciation in behalf 
of the entire school for the splendid assistance which the 
superintendent has given to us in all matters and for the 
helpful contributions to the success of the school which 
we have received from the supervisors, the nurse and 
others who assist us in our work. My personal thanks 
are given likewise for the loyal cooperative efforts of the 
entire staff of teachers.

Report ot the Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Our use of physical exercises for deep breathing, in- 
terval practice for accuracy of intonation, and other 
exercises for obtaining a sweet and beautiful quality of 
tone, were noted in detail in my previous report, and 
consequently need not be repeated. 

Rote songs are used in the primary grades as memory 
gems to brighten the school life of the children, but they 
are not made a basis for teaching the staff notation. 

Four-part singing of hymns and home songs, as sol- 
feggio exercises, has been a part of our routine in the 
high school, for the purpose of giving pupils power to 
read at sight. 

The high school chorus has taken much pleasure in 
studying the operetta, “The Gipsy Rover,” by Dodge. 
This project, which you initiated, promises to be the out- 
standing event in our music work this season. 

The pupils who sing solos in this operetta will be called 
upon to do some extra work in studying and in memor- 
izing their parts. I take the liberty, therefore, of mak- 
ing the suggestion that it may be desirable to provide 
some plan whereby diploma credits may be offered to 
these pupils, to those who do satisfactory work in the 
school orchestra and to the faithful accompanist of the 
high school chorus. 

There have been several developments in our music this 
season which are new, and in one case, at least, eae 
unexpected. 

A school orchestra has been organized with piano, vio- 
lins, clarionet and French horn, with the promised addi- 
tion, in the near future, or two violoncellos. The re- 
hearsals are held Thursday at noon. 

A rhythmic band has been formed and has assisted, 
combined with the school orchestra, in entertaining the 


children of the primary and grammar grades just before 
Christmas. The pupils take great delight in perform- 
ing in this band, which is a splendid discipline in rhythm 
and in watching signals from a baton. The existence of 
the band has been made possible by the interest shown 
by Miss Martha Newcomb, teacher of grade two, and by 
yourself in providing instruments of percussion. 

Group instruction on band and orchestral instruments 
has been inaugurated as a part of the school program 
and the following instruments are being studied: piano- 
forte, nine; piccolo, one; clarionet, five; saxophone, four; 
trumpet, eleven; alto horn, one; baritone, one; trombone, 
one; tuba, one; drum, one; banjo, five; and violin, six- 
teen. Other pupils are taking private lessons on the 
pianoforte, clarionet, French horn, violin and violincello. 

Our pupils have been free to make their own choice of 
instruments, with little effort on the part of teachers to 
guide them. The result has been that bass instruments 
have not been taken in proper balance with those upon 
which the melody, or notes of harmony, are played, yet 
bass instruments, the double bass, violoncello, and trom- 
bone, are very important, even in a small orchestra. 
Possibly there should be more effort, on the part of the 
instrumental teachers, at guidance, to the end that we 
may have a better balance in our school orchestra of the 
future. In order to induce some pupil to play the double 
bass, it may be necessary for the school to purchase an 
instrument; a plan that is followed in some other school 
systems. Our instrumental pupils receive the same qual- 
ity of instruction that is given to private pupils. The 
lessons are given in the presence of other pupils, and are 
of short duration. Violin pupils have been received from 
grades three to six, and they have been carefully fitted 
to their instruments. They have the advantage of cor- 
relation between the methods used in singing and those 
used in teaching them to play the violin. 

With good co-operation on the part of parents in the 


matter of regularity of practice, we have a right to. 
expect good results and a splendid school orchestra in a 
few years, one that will play well enough to be featured 
at graduations. 

I have tried to make the music lesson, with its exacting 
demands for mental alertness, something for the pupils 
to look forward to with pleasant anticipation. My course 
in musical appreciation in the high school has consisted 
of playing a violin solo each week, and in the grades, I 
occasionally play the familiar home songs. 

In closing, I wish to thank you, and through you the 
School Committee and the teachers, for the very friendly 
cooperation that has been given me.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The report, of the year ending Dec. 31, 1930, here- 
with presented, is the fortieth annual report of the Public 
Library. . 

The work of the Library has never been more strenu- 
ous than during 1930. There has been increased demand, 
at the circulation desk, reading room and reference work. 
Many visitors have been entertained and delighted with 
our exceptionally well-equipped and decorated building. 
We appreciate Mr. Macknight’s kindness in the contin- 
ued loan of his colorful pictures; and, also for another 
of his landscapes loaned by Mrs. H. W. Durham. 

The circulation of books and magazines has been 
heavy. The total reached 19,761. Of this number 3,719 
were non-fiction; which surpasses any previous record. 
As usual, the heaviest circulation was during February 
and March, when it was even more than that of our 
large mid-summer patronage. It is our custom to issue 
temporary cards to those who will use them for a limited 
time only. 102 such cards were made out in 1930. 

There have been 360 books catalogued during the year, 
132 of which were non-fiction; 167 of these books were 
purchased, and the other 197 were given. The names of 
the interested friends to whom appreciation is due for 
the gift of one or more books follow: Mr. and Mrs. John 
F. Carleton, Rev. N. J. Horan, Mrs. J. H. Gaffney, Mrs. 
Asa 8. Wing, Mrs. Lucy Leser, Mr. Dodge Macknight, 
Mr. Lincoln Crowell, Miss L. L. Newton, Mrs. C. B. F. 
Brille, Miss Walkup, Mrs. G. Willis Hanson, Mr. Karl 
Whitney, Mr. Charles O. Dexter. 

Mr. Dexter’s gift was a finely bound copy of “The 
World’s Best Orations” in ten volumes. Mrs. Hanson 
gave a beautiful copy of the life of “Christopher Wren.” 
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Father Horan gave two valuable books on “Indian Af- 
fairs.”” Karl Whitney’s gift enriched the juvenile shelves 
by fifteen volumes. There were also books presented by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Marine Committee 
of Tercentenary Commission, and various publishers. 
The lists of books added during the year have been pub- 
lished in the local paper for the convenience of the public. 

Many have availed themselves of the opportunity of- 
fered for securing loans of books through both the State 
Library Commission, and the Inter-library Loan System 
with large libraries. It has been possible to supply most 
requests for books. Scores of them have been secured 
for readers. Italian readers have had advantage of a 
loan library in Italian. The Library would be pleased to 
secure books in other languages for any who would make 
a request. 

The unusual excellence of the periodicals, available in 
our magazine files, is frequently commented upon by 
those patronizing the Library. We can report a decided 
increase in their use, nearly 1,000 having been circulated 
during the year. The following 28 magazines are sub- 
scribed for: Harper’s, Scribner’s, Century, Mentor, For- 
um, Bird Lore, Hygeia, Nature, World’s Work, Country 
Lafe, Review of Reviews, National Geographic, Good 
Housekeeping, Woman’s Home Companion, Ladies’ Home 
Journal, Pan American Bulletin, Saturday Evening Post, 
Literary Digest, Farm Journal, Scientific American, Sci- 
ence and Invention, Popular Science, Popular Mechanics, 
American Boy, Child Life, Radio News, Open Road, St. 
Nicholas, John Martin’s Book. 

Other magazines presented by friends are a great as- 
set, as the list indicates: The Studio, Travel, Atlantic, 
American. Time, Life, McCall’s, Current History, Har- 
per’s Bazaar, Pictorial Review, Woman’s Journal, Amer- 
ican Girl, Boys’ Life, New England Poultryman. The 
donors of these being, Mr. Dodge, Macknight, Mrs. H. A.

The children are doing splendid work with State Certi- 
ficate Reading. The lasting influence of this work is very 
evident as time passes. Seventy-one Reading Certificates 
were issued to the children during the year. The co-oper- 
ation of the School Teachers makes excellent results 
possible. 

It is a great source of satisfaction, to those familiar 
with the important place our Library is filling in the 
community, that it is constantly becoming more adequate, 
and that the public are realizing its value, and availing 
themselves more and more of the opportunities it offers, 
in many ways. The use made of the Library by the chil- 
dren and young people, and the excellent spirit, and ap- 
preciation, shown by them, is most gratifying and com- 
mendable. 

An expression of appreciation is extended to everyone 
who has in anyway rendered assistance to Weston Me- 
morial Library during the year past.

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Forest Warden’s Report

January 31, 1931. 
Selectmen of Sandwich: 


Gentlemen :— 

The severe drought during the past season made the 
forest fire hazard extremely high and after several years 
of practical immunity from forest fires the Town of 
Sandwich was invaded by two disastrous conflagrations 
which swept into the town from the southwest. Most of 
the large fires of the past have originated in the same 
territory. 

After these fires were brought under control several 
days and nights of constant patrol and watchfulness were 
required to prevent them breaking out. After a fire 
reaches the magnitude assumed by these fires it is impos- 
sible for a warden to cover all points and he has to de- 
pend on the judgment and initiative of his deputies and 
assistants. That these fires did not break out again is 
due to the conscientious; thoroughness and vigilance of 
all those upon whom fell the burden of the patrol. I take 
this occasion to thank them for the support they gave me 
and call the attention of the citizens of the town that 
without this able support the fires would have cost the 
town a much larger sum of money to suppress the fires 
and the resulting property damage would have been very 
great indeed. 

In cooperation with the Town of Bourne we are now 
attempting to prevent a similar invasion by the construc- 
tion of a fire line along the town boundary from the 
Shawme Forest southerly to the Falmouth line. 

The Towns of Bourne and Sandwich have each taken 
by right of eminent domain a strip of land one hundred 
feet wide on each side of the Turpentine Road which 
forms the boundary between the towns. On the outer 
edge of each strip the brush, trees and stumps will be 
removed and six or seven furrows plowed. This plowed 
strip should be annually harrowed and at periods of two 
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or three years the intervening area should be burned 
over. The completed fire line will present a barrier 
against the invasion of a side fire and serve as a safe 
base for the starting of a back fire. | 

During the past year two miles of wood road at For- 
estdale was cut out and six miles of road previously cut 
out was rebrushed.

Town Forest Committee. 
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Report of the Community Nurse 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Sandwich: 


The number of births in the last five years has de- 
creased nearly 50%. This, of course, has lightened the 
work for this group. However, a larger number have 
been born in the homes. Only one this year has been in 
a hospital. With few exceptions the nurse rendered some 
definite service. 

Of the eighteen children examined at the pre-school 
clinic who were to enter school there were only two who 
showed any physical defects. Of the whole group who 
did enter school for the first time only one was more than 
10% underweight. A mental clinic was held during the 
summer when five children were examined and four were 
admitted to school who otherwise could not have entered 
for another year. Later, four other children who were 
having difficulty making their grades were given a mental 
examination. 

The vision and hearing tests have been given which re- 
vealed ten children with defective vision and three with 
impaired hearing. In September, 1926, my records 
showed eighty-seven seriously underweight; the follow- 
ing year there were 64; in 1929, there were 45 in the 
underweight group. This year we have only 25. Previous 
to 1926 we were able to reduce the number during the 
winter but each September we had the same number 
back on the list again. 

About this time we made a special effort to have en- 
larged tonsils removed and carious teeth properly cared 
for. At once we could see the children were better able 
to retain their normal weight through the long, trying 
summer days. Many of the twenty-five pupils were only 
10% or slightly more underweight and have already 
gained this, leaving a very small group who never are 
able to get their weights up within the safety zone. 
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Further than this I cannot report on physical defects 
as the general physical examinations have not been made. 
It seemed best to postpone these examinations and give 
the time to Diphtheria prevention. Much of the detail 
work was done before the first of the year but it is still 
unfinished. However, I cannot resist calling your atten- 
tion to the completeness of the task when the pupils have 
finished with their treatments they have already com- 
menced. With three exceptions all pupils in grades 1 to 
6 have taken the Toxin and Anti-toxin doses, either in 
1927 or now. In grade 7, all have taken three immunizing 
doses and there are only eight exceptions in the five 
higher grades, making a total of eleven for the whole 
school. Of the children under school age over 50% have 
been immunized. We regret that in these cases where the 
parents take the responsibility, we have so much less in- 
terest and understanding than with the school group 
where the children largely decide for themselves. The 
parents have given the following reasons for failing to 
have their little ones protected: First—They feel they 
are protected by their loving care and sanitary surround- 
ings. Second—They do not believe in it. 

Then we have a group of indifferent parents who give 
no definite reason only failing to make the effort to bring 
the children to the clinics. The last and smaller group is 
where either the child or the parents are physically un- 
able to attend the clinics. 

Here I wish to express my own appreciation and that 
of the organization, of Dr. Beale’s interest in Diphtheria 
prevention and all his efforts to protect every child from 
this infection. He has already given much more of his 
time than the eight clinics would indicate without thought 
of compensation or favor. At one clinic he gave 200 hypo- 
dermics without, as he is so proud to recall, a single 
whimper from one of his young patients. 

During the year we have had one isolated case of 
mumps, one of whooping cough, one of chicken pox, and 
two of scarlet fever, occurring months apart where there 
was no contact or connection possible. It is very signifi- 
cant that these five cases should occur and there be no 
contact cases. People in Sandwich are observing their 
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quarantines and preventing the infections from spread- 
ing. The fact that our nearest neighbors had so many 
cases of diphtheria and none occurred in Sandwich, of 
course, can be accounted for as so many of our children 
were protected and the protected children gave protection 
to the otherwise unprotected ones. 

_ The corrections for the year are as follows: Fifteen 
have had tonsils removed; eleven have been tested for 
glasses; five have had some special treatment for their 
ears; twenty have overcome mal-nutrition; and one hun- 
dred and forty-one have had their dentistry done al- 
though there were no clinics held nor special effort made 
for dental corrections, nor was there the usual annual 
dental examination.

spent in trying problems which there is no way of tabu- 
lating. 

There were 134 written notices sent to parents re- 
garding clinics and 38 state notices sent regarding physi- 
cal defects. 

It has been a pleasure to have served you another year. 
I wish to express my appreciation for your splendid co- 
operation that has made these results possible, as well 
as the many kindnesses from all during the past year.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the Town of Sandwich for the period 
from January 1, 1929 to October 21, 1930, and submit 
the following report thereon. 

The financial transactions of the town as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving or dis- 
bursing money for the town were examined and checked. 

The accounting officer’s ledger was brought up to 
date, adjusted, analyzed, and a trial balance was drawn 
off proving the accounts to be in balance. <A balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on October 
Ze L9D0: | 

The approved vouchers and pay-rolls were examined 
and checked with the appropriation accounts. The treas- 
ury warrants were listed and compared with the treas- 
urer’s record of payments. The appropriations, trans- 
fers, and loan authorizations were checked with the 
town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings. 

In checking the original vouchers and pay-rolls, it was 
noted that payments have been made from the school 
department appropriation for basketball jerseys and 
knee pads, which is not a purpose for which the school 
department is authorized to expend public money, such 
expenditures being contrary to the decision of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court filed January 11, 1929, in the case 
of James F. Brine vs. City of Cambridge. 

It was also found that a payment was made in 1929 for 
services of an athletic coach and for transportation of 
pupils to games, which do not appear to be purposes for 
which public money may be expended. 
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It was noted that the reserve fund, authorized by Sec- 
tion 6, Chapter 40, General Laws, has been used to ad- 
just overdrawn accounts at the end of the year. This 
fund is for the purpose of preventing overdrafts, due to 
extraordinary or unforeseen expenditures, by means of 
transfers before any liabilities are incurred in excess of 
appropriations, and should not be used to increase ap- 
propriations after departmental officials have incurred 
liabilities in excess of the sums voted by the town. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and compared with the records in the 
several departments collecting money for the town and 
with other sources from which the town received money. 
The payments were checked with the selectmen’s war- 
rants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The cash book was footed, the cash on hand was count- 
ed, and the bank balance was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the bank of deposit. 


Appended to this report is a table showing a recon- 
ciliation of the treasurer’s cash. 


The books and accounts of the collector of taxes were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitments were 
analyzed and compared with the assessors’ warrants, it 
being found that the warrant for the levy of 1928 was 
$1,008 in excess of the list committed to the collector. 


The collections, as recorded on the commitment books 
were checked with the payments to the treasurer, the 
abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved to the ledger accounts. The outstand- 
ing accounts were further verified by mailing notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are cor- 
rected. 


Payments to the treasurer by the collector should be 
made at least once a week, as required by Section 2, Chap- 
ter 60, General Laws, as amended.

Tables showing a summary of the tax, assessment, and 
motor vehicle excise tax accounts are appended to this 
report. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and of sporting licenses 
were examined, and the payments to the county and to 
the Division of Fisheries and Game, respectively, were 
verified. 

The selectmen’s record of licenses granted was exam- 
ined and compared with the receipts from this source, as 
shown on the treasurer’s cash book. 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures 
were examined. Attention is ‘again called to Section 34, 
Chapter 98, General Laws, which requires the sealer to 
make payments to the treasurer monthly. 

No check could be made of receipts from library fines, 
as no cash book has been kept. It is therefore recom- 
mended that adequate cash book record of receipts be 
kept. 

The records of all other departments receiving money 
for the town were examined and checked. 

The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of trust funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer and the trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund 
were examined, the income and withdrawals being 
proved. 


Tables showing the transactions of the trust funds are 
appended to this report. 


The surety bonds furnished by the officials for the 
faithful performance of duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


For the co-operation received from the various officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Commttee of Sandwich: 

Herein is presented to you and through you to the citi- 
zens of the town my fourth annual report as superintend- 
ent of schools. The work of the year has continued to he 
along progressive yet conservative lines there being no 
radical changes made in content or methods. 

It seems fitting to open this report with a copy of the 
declaration of principles of the Mass. Superintendents’ 
Association : 

“We recognize the increasing demands made upon the 
schools by the growing complexity of the life of today. 

The moral control of church and home are not so uni- 
versally practised as heretofore. Far too frequent gaps 
between home and church impose upon the schools the 
responsibility of training all youths to standards of life 
appropriate to American manhood and womanhood. 

In the absence of apprenticeship as the means of entry 
to industry opportunity for experiences must be offered 
to youth to try out their dispositions and capacities, and 
vocational guidance must assist them in making intelli- 
gent choices and in securing entrance upon suitable voca- 
tions. 

Economic self-sufficiency is more difficult to maintain 
under modern urban conditions than in the simpler vil- 
lage or country life of the past. 

Life no longer means labor exclusively. The leisure 
hours of youth must not be left to chance. A man’s char- 
acter is judged by what he does not in his working hours 
but in his leisure hours. The real satisfactions of life 
are found in the appreciation and enjoyment of liter- 
ature, music, the fine arts, nature, science, and amateur 
avocations, in active participation in good citizenship and 
in social relationships happy and broadening.” No mat- 
ter how much education teaches about life and the world, 
if it does not teach the fundamental principles of how to 
live, it fails to accomplish its purpose. 
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If the schools as at present organized are not attaining 


these ends, new procedures must be provided for that 


purpose. The natural aptitudes and primary interests of 
all pupils, book-minded and motor-minded alike, must be 
considered in making the educational program. Special 
classes of various types are today recognized as neces- 
sities. The schools must be so organized that all children, 
whatever the grade or culture or wealth of their parents, 
whatever their own individual physical and mental ca- 
pacities, may get full profit from them. This more varied 
and in some degree more individualistic program of edu- 
cation must of necessity be more costly than the simpler 
and more uniform schooling which served the simpler 
needs of an earlier generation. The best that each parent 
desires for his own children the public school, in the pub- 
lic interest, should provide for all the children of all the 
people. 

We believe with G. Stanley Hall that with the spread 
of democracy ‘education has now become the chief prob- 
lem of the world” and that ‘‘there must be re-education 
of the will and of the heart as well as of the intellect.” 

We call upon the citizens of Massachusetts to believe 
with us the statement of John Dewey that ‘‘Education is 
the most complex, intricate and subtle of all human en- 
terprises.” In that belief we call upon all good citizens for 
co-operation and support in that enterprise.” 


One of the outstanding phenomena in present day edu- 
cation is the tremendous increase in high school enroll- 
ment. Formerly, only the best scholars attended school 
above the grammar school: Pupils who were not good 
scholars left school. Now, a large majority of pupils of 
all scholastic ability attend school several years longer 
than heretofore. This condition seems to have come to 
stay and we should plan to meet the demands that this 
fact places upon us. Instead of compelling all to take 
the same sort of advanced educational training, the work 
and method should be adapted to individual needs. There 
are in the Sandwich upper grades and high school many 
pupils who do not profit from the type of instruction that 
we have for them. As is true in most small high schools,

academic instruction receives the greatest emphasis and 
the only pupils to really receive their just due, in fact 
more than their just due, are the very few college goers. 
Since we live in a democracy this does not seem fair and 
everywhere throughout our country efforts are being 
made to provide for those pupils not academically in- 
clined. Although the academic pupils should be provided 
for, care also should be exercised that other pupils get 
an opportunity to exercise their particular talent. Pro- 
viding the motor-minded child with suitable instruction 
would not only benefit him, but would also help the book- 
ish child because the classes in academic instruction would 
not be hampered by uninterested pupils. There is no ques- 
tion but that the small school is severely handicapped in 
this problem as in many others, but something ought to 
be done. 

Suggestions have been made in previous reports in 
regard to household and manual arts. We take the liberty 
of quoting from the report of 1927: 

“The problem of providing vocational education in the 
small high school is an exceedingly difficult one. The 
small number of pupils, the wide diversity in the occu- 
pations for which training might conceivably be given 
and the difficulty of securing properly trained teachers 
for vocational subjects present almost insurmountable 
difficulties. Nevertheless, the small high school must 
make some attempt to develop what might be called oc- 
cupational intelligence even if training in skill appears to 
be out of the question. 

In this connection, it should be stated that the general 
shopwork, the introductory commerce, the general agri- 
culture, and the domestic science of the junior high 
school are not vocational in their intent. These courses 
are designed to give pupils practical skills that will be 
valuable in their home life, in recreations, and in the 
conduct of their private business affairs. These courses 
are prevocational in that they provide opportunities for 
the discovery of interests and abilities which, intelligently 
interpreted, will aid the pupil in finding a field of special- 
ization. Even if the senior high school can offer no spec- 
ialized training in commerce or in the mechanical trades, 
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it is none the less worth while that contact with these 
fields be provided for the junior high school pupil. 


It is further recommended that every senior high school 
offer vocational, agriculture and vocational home eco- 
nomics. Agricultural training has distinct possibilities, 
not only because farming is an important occupation on 
the Cape, but because the farm worker is not a highly 
specialized worker. The successful farmer must be the 
master of a wide variety of skills, he must have technical 
knowledge of the various plants and animals which he is 
raising, he must be something of a business man. Be- 
cause of its integrated character, the occupation lends 
itself readily to training in the small high schools. If the 
vocational training includes the mechanical and business 
aspects of agriculture, it will prove valuable in no small 
degree for boys who enter occupations outside of the field 
of agriculture. 


Home-making is like agriculture in that the housewife 
must be master of a variety of processes. Since such large 
numbers of girls are destined to find their occupation in 
home-making, this form of vocational training has a 
greater certainty of being useful than any other form. 
The training given should include, besides the usual cook- 
ing and sewing, choice of food and clothing, care of chil- 
dren, home nursing, home planning, and the business as- 
pects of management. 


It will doubtless be argued that agriculture and home- 
making make little appeal to senior high school pupils. 
Agriculture has been tried in one high school and been 
abandoned; there was no demand for that form of train- 
ing. The question of the need can be answered satisfac- 
torily only if pupils have had adequate guidance. In the 
proposed program for the junior period of secondary edu- 
cation pre-vocational agriculture and domestic science 
are offered partly for the purpose of giving pupils guid- 
ance. It is confidently expected that the revision of the 
program in the junior period will lead pupils to select 
senior high school studies more wisely and that the de- 
mand for agriculture and home economics will justify 
offering these vocational studies in the senior period. 
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In keeping with that presented above, it would be well 
to offer in our new building a home economics course for 
junior and senior high school pupils. A course in agri- 
culture such as that offered in Falmouth would be par- 
ticularly suitable for some of the boys in the high school. 
By accepting the provisions of Chapter 74, Section 3 of 
the Massachusetts General Laws, much of the expense 
would be reimbursed to the town.” 


The new school building has been in use for nearly 
three years and it is a pleasure to note that there is prac- 
tically no defacement of school building or school furni- 
ture. This speaks well of the school morale. There is also 
a great deal of credit due to the janitor for the efficient 
and thorough manner in which he does his work. There 
are few schools where the janitor work is done as well. 
This helps the young people to feel proud of their school 
and every citizen would be delighted to hear the remarks 
made about the school by visitors from out of town. 

During the year we have made progress in accomplish- 
ing some of the lacks in the building mentioned in previ- 
ous reports. After overcoming many difficulties, we 
have been able to install an additional drainage tank of 
ten thousand gallons and it seems to have provided for 
the extra drainage facilities that were so sorely needed. 

During the year it became necessary to drive a new 
well to give an additional water supply to the school. 
Since the opening of the new school the one well has been 
able to take care of our need of four hundred gallons per 
hour, but recently the supply of water from this well 
began to slacken and it seemed best to make certain that 
we should have an ample supply. The new well assures 
us of this. 

A beautiful stage curtain has been hung in the audi- 
torium and has proven not only very convenient, but at- 
tractive. It is a source of pleasure to know that this 
auditorium has fine acoustic properties, in fact, many say 
that it is the best on Cape Cod for musical or dramatic 
performances. The only addition recommended for this 
auditorium is that sometime there ought to be some port- 
able “bleachers” placed in the auditorium for spectators 
at athletic contests. This not only would provide more 
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adequate seating facilities, but also would save the audi- 
torium chairs from abuse. 

There are two matters concerning the building that 
ought to be taken care of as soon as possible. One of these 
is the matter of ash removal, and the other, wardrobe 
facilities. The ashes at present are taken out of the build- 
ing through a front cellar window after the expenditure 
of a great deal of labor. There are at least two ways by 
which the ash removal could be improved. One is to 
install a lifting crane and continue to remove the ashes 
through the front cellar window. This would cost ap- 
proximately $150 to $200. The method that appears more 
desirable is to make a cellar entrance on the east wall of 
the coal bin. Ashes could then be placed in a truck and 
carted out of the building with ease. This method would 
take ash removal away from the front of the building 
and also provide an entrance way for the receiving of 
freight and movement of lawn mowers, etc., in and out 
of the building. It would cost approximately $450, but 
we believe it to be the better method. 

Wardrobe facilities for the six upper classes is very 
inadequate and the clothing of these students may be 
found most anywhere. We recommend that a start be 
made in providing lockers for the upper grade pupils. 

For many years the boys and girls of Sandwich have 
been noted for their athletic skill. Although Sandwich 
high school is among the smallest of high schools, its 
varsity teams have been able to compete successfully with 
teams representing much larger schools. Providing 
teacher coaches for both boys and girls has worked out 
very well. The boys and girls are learning to play vari- 
ous games well, and are also receiving a full measure of 
training in desirable traits of character that are educa- 
tors’ basis for including athletics in the school program. 

Last year’s Sandwich high school boys’ team won the 
Cape Cod championship and lost but one game in a long 
schedule. This year they are also doing very well. They 
are not only a credit to themselves, but an honor to the 
school. 

The girls also had a very successful season. They have 
lost but one game in five this year. Participation in 
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varsity sports has in no way made the girls boyish, crude, 
or coarse. In fact, we find that such participation has 
helped our girls in developing courtesy, grace, poise, and 
sportsmanship. 

We include in this report a quotation on “Responsibil- 
ity” as applied to the school committee and believe that 
it gives us all something to think about: 


RESPONSIBILITY 

““A school board is not a group of infallible human be- 
ings. It is bound to make mistakes occasionally, but like- 
wise its efforts are liable to be misunderstood by persons 
not in touch with such matters. Some criticism is justi- 
fied from time to time; some arises from misinterpreta- 
tion of facts. 

The school board is not a part of an autocratic system 
of government. Heavy responsibilities are imposed upon 
its members — for surely there is no heavier responsi- 
bility than the education of a community’s youth — and 
that responsibility is conferred by the public. The actions 
of the board, then, are supposed to represent the public 
will. But there is another responsibility, and this one is 
earried upon the shoulders of the public. The people 
should co-operate with the men and women whom they 
select to direct the school administration. And part of 
the peoples’ responsibility is a duty to become acquainted 
with school matters and make an effort to understand 
_them, before offering criticism.” 

Again thanking all those who have in any way contrib- 
uted to the good of the schools of the Town of Sandwich,

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Report of the Principal 


To Superintendent James F. Peebles: 


It is my privilege to present my fourth annual report 
covering the calendar year of 1930. One feature of the 
year has been the notable physical well-being of the stud- 
ent body. There were the usual number of colds and minor 
individual ills but there was nothing approaching an epi- 
demic or were the number ill at any one time sufficient to 
interfere seriously with the regular classroom progress. 
Because of economic conditions the teachers were alert 
for cases of malnutrition. Happily such cases were few 
and could be corrected at least in part. Two main causes 
produce poor school attendance. These are illness and 
lack of interest.. The attendance record would indicate 
that the school has suffered but little during this year 
from these causes. The absence of any considerable ill 
can be credited largely to the vigilance of our nurse. The 
well heated and ventilated building together with the 
luncheon facilities unquestionably played a part not to 
be overlooked. Excellence in attendance is worthy of 
mention. It indicates physical well-being and makes pos- 
sible satisfactory scholastic progress. Pupils who are 
absent always lose more than is represented by the actual 
period of absence. In addition to such loss there is a 
distinct further loss during the period of adjustment after 
the return to school. The longer the period of absence the 
greater is this additional loss. This is only one side of the 
picture. Pupils who have been absent become upon their 
return a drag upon the remainder of the class until they 
are again in step. This becomes obviously evident when a 
considerable number of pupils are absent at one time. At 
such times class progress must practically cease. This 
point so commonplace to any teacher is made here in the 
hope that when children are unnecessarily absent, the 
parents may realize that not only has the child concerned 
suffered a direct loss, but also that the entire class must 
lose something in consequence. 

It is a further satisfaction to report that there have 
been but few cases calling for disciplinary measures and 
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these only of a minor character. This speaks well for the 
well intentioned spirit of the pupils. Instances of hasty, 
thoughtless or ignorant violations in conduct naturally 
occur. Deliberate, malicious breaches of discipline are 
extremely rare. In most cases a review of the offense 
and a suggestion for the future is sufficient. To us this 
signifies that the majority of the pupils enjoy attending 
school and either consciously or subconsciously take a 
pride in maintaining a proper attitude. For this pleasing 
atmosphere the teachers are largely responsible since the 
classroom atmosphere is reflected quickly into the school 
as a whole. The long noon recess for the lower grades 
proved to be a problem upon such days when it was too 
stormy to leave the building. Beginning this fall tne 
experiment was tried of shortening the recess and in dis- 
missing correspondingly early. This has succeeded so 
well that the practice will be continued. 

In respect to any improvements in and about the build- 
ing this report can only repeat the recommendations made 
previously. When funds become available, clothing lock- 
ers for the second floor pupils will aid in the proper dis- 
posal of the clothes and in the neatness of the corridors. 
A change in the approach of the southern end of the 
driveway would make the entrance less dangerous. The 
addition of a curb on the inside edge of the driveway 
would serve to preserve the lawn. An appreciative word 
should be given in respect to the excellent condition in 
which the building is maintained. The general cleanliness 
always attracts the attention of visiting teachers and 
officials. : 

Common to all schools serving small communities is 
the problem in respect to the group of pupils who are not 
academically minded or expressed colloquially those who 
have a limited ability for book learning. Such children 
many times have other capabilities usually in the nature 
of manual dexterity. Some possess marked mechanical 
instinct. Such pupils may be detected in the early years. 
As long as the type of work calls only for the exercise of 
the initiative and memory senses these pupils can pro- 
gress with reasonable regularity. Then comes a time and 
particularly in the junior grades when the work be- 
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comes beyond their abilities. The problem then becomes 
twofold. The boy or girl is to a large extent merely 
marking time. If such pupils constitute any considerable 
percentage of their classes there is a distinct reaction 
upon the whole group. No amount of attention can over- 
come the obstacle. In larger industrial centers such 
pupils make up the group which leave school at the 
minimum legal age and not infrequently succeed in some 
gainful occupation. For those who remain in school 
larger systems can provide special classes and vocational 
courses suited to the adaptabilities of the pupils. The 
expense of operation closes this avenue of approach for 
the small school. Then small towns do not offer employ- 
ment for minor workers except to a very limited extent. 
The unfortunate result is that such pupils must remain 
in the regular classes gaining little for themselves and 
retarding the progress of the others. It should be under- 
stood that this brief discussion does not apply to those 
of whose mentality is subnormal but to those who are 
capable of doing many things well but are not scholars in 
the generally accepted sense of the term. 

Among the extra curriculum activities particular praise 
should be given to the progress which has been made in 
instrumental music. The school now has an orchestra of 
string instruments and a band of wind instruments. Both 
groups present very creditable programs. This is the 
more remarkable when it is realized that few of the pupils 
have had more than one year of instruction. The com- 
bined groups with similar groups from Bourne are or- 
ganized into one large orchestra. This orchestra is to 
unite with two others to form a Cape Cod High School 
Symphony Orchestra. This appears to be an ambitious 
project but there are every indications of a successful 
outcome. 

In closing this report I wish again to express the ap- 
preciation of the school for the loyal support and co- 
operation received from the superintendent and the school 
committee. Without such support it would be impossible 
to accomplish our purposes even in part.

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Report of the School Physician 


To the Superintendent—James F. Peebles: 

I have the honor herewith to present to you my report 
as School Physician. 

With the present single school building for the whole 
student body there is no sanitary problem. Ventilation 
is good; heating is even and sufficient and the building 
is clean. With the recent addition to the sewerage system 
that part of the school plant is working with satisfaction. 

Because the finishing of the immunizing of the chil- 
dren against diphtheria seemed so much more important 
at the time, the physical examinations have been delayed 
until after the first of the year. 

The intensive work in immunization and in correcting 
teeth and throat defects during the past five years now 
shows in the improved health of the schools and the ab- 
sence of epidemics. From now on the amount of cor- 
rective work should be very much less and should be 
confined largely to the pre-school and entering pupils. 

I confess to a lively interest in the improvement of the 
health of the children and the protection of them as well 
as the whole town from preventable disease; also I ac- 
knowledge a willingness to cooperate with all who work 
along these lines; but the credit for the accomplishment 
of the splendid results attained belongs to our Commun- 
ity Nurse. I feel honored in having had the privilege of 
working with her. 

The cooperation of the whole community—parents, 
teachers and pupils, has been vital to the attainment of 
our success in health work and is a wonderful example of 
team work.

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Report of the Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent :— 

The methods which we use for teaching vocal music 
were explained in some detail in the report of 1928 and 
consequently I will not refer to them now. The objectives 
for which we are striving are accuracy of intonation (ear 
training), a sweet and beautiful quality of tone, expert- 
ness in sight reading, and always to maintain the interest 
of the pupils in their work. These objectives have been 
attained in part, at least, and we are at liberty now to 
give more attention to other things such as musical ex- 
pression and diction, which, we believe, will be a discipline 
for speech and oral reading as well as for a more careful 
articulation of the words in singing. | 

Rote songs, seasonable in character, are an important 
part of our course in music and are recommended to the 
teachers as rest exercises to be used between the aca- 
demic studies. 

Last February the high school successfully performed 
an operetta, “The Gipsy Rover,” by Dodge, for the en- 
joyment of the pupils and their parents. Both the solos 
and the choruses were sung entirely by members of the 
school, and our friends were kind enough to speak in 
praise of the result. 

At the graduation in June we undertook another dif- 
ficult project, the singing of Gounod’s St. Cecilia Mass, 
for solo voice and chorus. This is an exacting work for 
young singers because the sopranos are required to sing 
high A several times and to sustain certain other tones, 
but I am happy to say that it was given with entire suc- 
cess. 

The piano which we use for the accompaniments with 
the high-school chorus is an old instrument, and was 
bought for use under different conditions than now pre- 
vail. 
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The chorus covers it up so that it cannot be heard suf- 
ficiently by the singers. For a large assembly hall and a 
large group of singers, we need an instrument having 
longer bass strings and one having a larger volume of 
tone. I believe the pupils, by their faithfulness and the 
excellence of their work, have earned the right to a better 
instrument. 

Group instruction on both wind and string instruments, 
which was begun last season, upon your suggestion, is 
being continued. Adolfo Querze teaches the wind players 
and I direct the work of the string department. 

Our school orchestra consists of four violins, viola, two 
violoncellos, and piano. Rehearsals are held on 
Wednesday beginning after school at half-past two and 
continuing until half-past three. The orchestra, whose 
string members began their lessons less than three years 
ago, has progressed sufficiently so that it was able to ac- 
company the chorus at the graduation in June, and it 
practices with the chorus every Thursday morning be- 
ginning at nine o’clock. 

Our orchestra needs one more instrument, a double 
bass, in order to complete the string ensemble. Same 
schools have found it advantageous to purchase instru- 
ments to lend to pupils who will agree to learn them, and 
I hope this inducement can be offered to a bass player. 

Just before Thanksgiving the pupils of the grades pro- 
vided an entertainment of instrumental music for them- 
selves, and at Christmas the pupils of the high school 
entertained the chorus, and a few friends, in a similar 
manner. 

My course in musical appreciation consists of Bee le 
a violin solo each week. 

School work is team work, and becnuve of this fact, I 
want to thank you, and through you the School Commit- 
tee and your faithful teachers, for the splendid co-oper- 
ation which has made the music hour one of pleasure and 
spiritual profit.

Can you afford to let these children spend four 
more years in the school room without the chance to 
develop their especial gift? 

I thank the teachers, and Superintendent Mr. James F. 
Peebles and the members of the School Committee for 
their help during my past year of service.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The forty-first annual report of the Public Library 
is herewith submitted. 

The Library grows in importance in the community 
each year, and it has never before been as able to meet 
the increased demands upon its resources, as in the 
year past, when it has given by far its most intensive 
service. More people have patronized it, more books 
and magazines been circulated, and reference work 
done, than in any past year. The circulation of 20,684, 
with 20% non-fiction, was the largest ever reached, be- 
ing nearly double that of ten years ago. All other 
phases of the work have measured up in still larger 
proportion to that of a decade ago. 

The Library has continued to open earlier on Wed- 
nesdays to accommodate the Barge children, a privi- 
lege to those living in the outlying villages. The Read- 
ing Room has been much used, especially by the young 
people. 

The Division of Public Libraries, State House, has 
made it possible, through loans, for nearly any book 
desired to be secured. Well over 100 have been sent 
us. A collection of thirty were sent for summer use. 
The Inter-library Loan privilege secured many others 
for desirous readers. Our Italian readers have had 
the use of a loan collection. 

The Magazine department improves each year. The 
excellence of the 47 magazines available for reading 
and circulation has received, repeatedly favorable com- 
ment. There were 1,350 magazines in circulation, an 
increase of 35% over the year before. Many maga- 
zines were donated, as will be noted later.

We still enjoy the loan of paintings by Mr. Dodge 
Macknight, and one from Mrs. H. W. Durham. The 
exhibits displayed in the glass cases are enjoyed by 
many. 

During the year, 500 books have been cataloged and 
put on the shelves. Of these, 277 were fiction, and 
223 non-fiction volumes. 87 of them were juveniles. 
For the benefit of the public, lists of these books have 
been published in the Sandwich Independent. Individ- 
uals presented 143 of the books. In addition to these, 
we received a gift from a friend, of a sum sufficient 
to purchase a set of the new Encyclopedia Brittanica, 
of 25 volumes, and $188.00 to spend for new books. 
The Sandwich Winter Club spent $25.00 for reference 
books, Harriet Osborne Fish sent a copy, from Cali- 
fornia, of her book of poems. This is of local interest. 
Mrs. Henry Freeman presented a set of The Complete 
works of Thomas Nelson Page in special edition. Others 
generously presenting books were: Miss L. L. Newton, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Mahoney, Mr. William Brewster, 
Mrs. J. R. Holway, Mrs. 8S. M. Beale, Jr., Willard E. 
Boyden, Mrs. C. B F Brille, Mrs Lincoln Crowell, Mrs. 
Coxe, Mrs. Morris, C. 8S. Lloyd, Mass. Library Com- 
mission, Mass.

The following is my report on the Town Forest :— 


Last Spring 4,000 White Pine and Norway Spruce were 
planted in the Town Forest, thus finishing the planting. 


Some of the first planting should be ‘‘released’’, that 
is the sprout growth that is beginning to shade the 
young trees should be cut back. A little of this release 
work will have to be done each year until the tops of the 
trees are above the brush. 


I recommend an appropriation of $25 for work on the 
Town Forest during the coming year.

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Report of the Community Nurse 


As the last annual report was written we were in the 
midst of giving Toxin Anti-toxin. My report reads, “I can- 
not resist calling your attention to the completeness of the 
task when the pupils have finished with the treatments 
they have already commenced.” These treatments are 
completed. Besides the pupils who have come from other 
schools, all High School students have had the immuniz- 
ing doses; in Junior High there are four who are not pro- 
tected; in grades two to six only one and in the class 
who entered school for the first time only two, making a 
total of seven. 

In October the State Chadwick Clinic came to Sand- 
wich at the request of the Board of Health and the School 
Committee. With ten exceptions, all pupils were tested. 
Five failed to have the consent of their parents and five 
were absent. Our optimism as regards tuberculosis in 
Sandwich was not wholly ungrounded as no child proved 
to have any active tuberculosis. Three were suspicious; 
these had been direct contacts or were seriously under- 
weight. These conditions are already corrected and there 
is every reason to expect they will be negative in the re- 
test next year as our “positive” and “suspicious” cases of 
two or more years ago were “negative” at this time. All 
known old cases are two bone cases who are now in splen- 
did physical condition. 

Other communicable diseases, though of a serious na- 
ture, were only two in number; no secondary cases oc- 
curred. At the close of the year we have mumps in Grade 
Eight and it is too soon to predict as to how many may 
become infected. Never before has there been such 
splendid team work in an effort to prevent contagion go- 
ing through the school. 

This year no pre-school conference was held as it 
seemed best not to bring this group together during the 
summer. Nevertheless all children came to school vac- 
cinated. Three underage pupils entered after taking the 
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mental test. Two children had tonsils removed; two had 
vision defects corrected; fifteen have had all dental de- 
fects corrected and, with but two exceptions, these chil- 
dren were up to weight or nearly so. All these little folks 
had the Von Pierquet test and none reacted. The 
responsibility of obtaining these results has been, as it 
should be, assumed by the parents. 

The following gives encouragement that the group to 
enter school next year will come to school in equally as 
good physical condition. Ten are known already to have 
had dental defects corrected, two have had tonsils re- 
moved, two have had definite treatments for other defects, 
several have been vaccinated, and two have had negative 
Von Pierquets. Eleven have had Toxin Anti-toxin. These 
conditions have all been recorded in a group of twenty- 
three children who will not enter school for another eight 
months. 

The following defects have been corrected in the school 
group during the year: Tonsilectomies 14, Vision 21, 
Dental 186. | 

The physicals were done during the last half of the 
school year and the defects found and still uncorrected are 
as follows: Enlarged tonsils 30, Vision 5, Underweight 
48, Overweight 10, Dental 74. 

We have had by far a larger number of dental cor- 
rections this year than ever before. The pupils and 
teachers are much interested in having their rooms 100% 
in dentistry before another May Day-Health Day. The 
parents are making every effort to make this possible. 
The pupils are looking forward to this day when they will 
again celebrate together the joy of having had physical 
defects corrected or the fact they have had none to be 
corrected. This year the children more than ever appreci- 
ated what the day meant to them. The lower grade pupils 
provided the program in the Auditorium, then the whole 
schcol joined in a parade led for the first time by our own 
school band. 

The tabulated report of visits remains about the same 
each year.

Twenty-four of these were night or Sunday calls; six 
were attending deliveries; forty-seven to the new born; 
forty-three to the mothers. The out of town trips were 
as follows: Brewster 3, New Bedford 2, Pocasset 4, 
Pondville 1, Hyannis 17, Boston 32. 

The work planned for the coming year is as follows: 
the annual physicals and dental inspections; through the 
Speech Readers’ Guild we are to have audiometers for 
testing the hearing of all children. Two workers will be 
here to make the demonstration. The Schick test will be 
given to all pupils who have not had a negative as yet. 
Then we hope to give the Toxin Anti-toxin to those who 
are not yet immune. This can be done for the school 
group with little trouble but the smaller children in the 
homes are only gotten together at more or less inconven- 
ience to the parents. The value has been demonstrated 
and there is no objection to the treatments. No doubt 
the parents will make the necessary effort to bring the 
little folks at a specified time so they, too, may be pro- 
tected. 

I should have included in this report the fact that I 
attended Summer School at the Hyannis Normal School 
at the suggestion of the State Department of Health. 
They expect eventually all nurses doing school nursing in 
this state, regardless of what other preparation they have 
had for the work, to take this course. I thank you for 
having this opportunity and all other courtesies extended 
to me during the year. Then, too, I wish to thank my 
committees and all cooperating organizations and indi- 
viduals for any and all assistance given that has brought 
about these results.

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Articles by the Faculty 


FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the 


Town of Sandwich: 

Herewith is submitted the report of the superintendent 
of schools for the year 1931. The usual town report is 
rather prosaic and makes little appeal. Therefore, few 
people take the time to read it. It has been our practice 
to try to include challenging problems of the school de- 
partment and suggest ways of solving them. Each year 
we then report on the progress made on the solutions and 
outline future plans. We have also included in the re- 
port pictures of various school activities in order to catch 
the eye and entice the citizens to read the report. This 
year the report is quite different. We have asked various 
members of the faculty to write on some phase of school 
work, and to present material that would enlighten the 
citizens as to what is being done and why it is being done. 
The usual statistical tables have been compiled and this 
information is presented in the form of exhibits which 
are appended to the series of articles. 

Small towns supporting high schools are particularly 
courageous since secondary education is expensive, and 
because of the many limitations of the small high school. 
The Sandwich hiyh school is small but its record looms 
large. Some of the problems that we are attempting to 
solve in this school are presented in the articles that 
follow. 


FROM THE PRINCIPAL 
THE SMALL HIGH SCHOOL CURRICULUM 


The original colonial Grammar School was created by 
the Puritans of Massachusetts for a distinct purpose. It 
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was to be the link in the system of public education whose 
sole purpose was to prepare boys for college. The private 
academies which later for a time almost surplanted the 
public school served a similar group of students. There 
was but one course to be pursued and that much re- 
stricted in its scope. If a boy proved to be unequal to the 
task he simply disappeared from school. This condition 
was maintained with little change until comparatively 
modern times in spite of the fact that gradual revolution 
was taking place in the character of the student body. 
Girls were now in attendance few of whom were plan- 
ning for college. Among the boys the percentage prepar- 
ing for college was steadily shrinking. Nevertheless the 
value of this restricted curriculum was hardly questioned. 
The small number of those entering who survived to grad- 
uate excited little comment. In time, however, the in- 
creasing pressure of the non-collegiate group made some 
differentiation imperative. The larger cities established 
separate schools for these distinct groups. Schools in 
cities somewhat smaller met the problem by establishing 
different courses such as college preparatory, English and 
general. A demand for commercial training added an- 
other course. Then followed vocational and technical 
schools and courses for boys, and domestic arts for girls. 
With the tremendous growth in high school attendance 
which has come in later years further adjustments have 
become necessary to care for the aims and aptitudes of 
the increasing army of students. Until comparatively re- 
cent years attendance at high school was voluntary. Then 
the education law was modified to raise the age of compul- 
sory attendance to sixteen years. This meant that the av- 
erage child was required to spend two years in the high 
school grades thus introducing a new group. 
Cities of larger size were able to meet these new con- 
ditions with new specialized schools. Cities maintaining 
one large high school could make fresh subdivisions. For 
the small communities the problem of adequately caring 


aa YS 


for these numerous groups admitted of no satisfactory 
solution, it could not compete with the larger school. Tra- 
dition and usually local sentiment require that the group 
preparing for college receive first consideration. This 
requirement practically determines the curriculum of the 
small high school. The privilege of certification to col- 
leges is a tangible evidence of high standing and is justly 
treasured. To win such a standing means that practical- 
ly every subject must be planned with this end in view. 
Unfortunately the needs of the college preparatory group 
are quite different from the larger group who desire mere- 
ly a general education or from those whose attendance is 
based upon legal requirements. Differences in the types 
of ability frequently make it difficult for the general 
groups to meet the college requirements. In addition 
there is the non-academic group particularly in the first 
two years whose ability is distinctly toward manual dex- 
terity. For these courses in manual and domestic arts 
are obviously of greater value. Hence it comes about 
that the curriculum of the smallest schools are very sim- 
ilar because of the unavoidable limitations placed upon 
them. There may be a single alternative for those who 
do not require Latin. A few basic courses in commercial 
subjects may be offered primarily for girls. Even with 
these outlets a pupil who may lack linguistic or mathe- 
matical ability finds it extremely difficult to secure the 
necessary credits for graduation. 

if curriculum is the only consideration the advantage 
is all with the larger school. There are, however, ad- 
vantages belonging to the small school which the large 
school can never equal. There is the personal contact and 
intimacy possible only in the small group. Every pupil 
is known, his strength, his weakness, his life both in 
school and at home. There is an interest in his welfare 
and success which is not possible in the school counting 
many hundred of pupils. Considerations can be made if 
the pupil is misplaced through no fault of his. Every 
teacher is interested in seeing that every boy and girl 
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‘is carried through to the finish if possible. If this inter- 
est is genuine and the rule of a square deal is applied it 
is possible to build up a morale and spirit of cooperation 
so that the boy and girl who leaves may carry away some- 
thing as valuable as anything found between the covers 
of a book. Thus the advantages and disadvantages may 
be weighed. Both the large and the small school have 
been successful in developing strong men and women. 
Even with its considerable limitations the smal! school 
is not necessarily doing the smaller work.

FROM THE ASSISTANT PRINCIPAL 


This has bean called the “scientific? age, and the 
name is apt. We are all surrounded by the marvels cre- 
ated by the devotees of science. Everyone’s life is affect- 
ed by this application of scientific knowledge. It there- 
fore seems logical to include in the high school curri- 
culum a study of science. The needs of people for scien- 
tific instruction are varied. A few need to study science 
with an emphasis on technique, but all ought to have 
what is sometimes called ‘‘consumers’ science” or a SCci- 
ence instruction that makes living richer and more in- 
telligible. 


BIOLOGY FOR EVERYONE 


The study of biology in the high school, although a 
very modern science, should be and often is one of the 
most interesting and valuable in the curriculum. To many 
a pupil the very derivation of the word itself—bios 
(life) and logos (word or knowledge)—is intriguing and 
stimulating and his interest broadens and expands as he 
sees how much his whole existence is dependent upon 
some application of the subject. In fact, we want him to 
think of life, biologically, not as some force or energy as 
some people think, or a substance or fluid, but the way 
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living things behave—what plants and animals (includ- 
ing man) do. 

The justification of its presence in everyone’s course 
of study is broad and varied. In the first place it is the 
one science many phases of which are within the com- 
prehension of every pupil. Everybody knows some biol- 
ogy even without having studied it. For instance, taking 
care of the baby, or a pet animal or a garden is so much 
practical biology. Yet we know that even these common 
everyday things have been mightily improved since 
grandfather’s day. Again, the youth of today are on 
record as seekers of romance—thrills, perhaps they call 
it—in their own lives and those of others. Surely then, 
Martin Johnson and his African lion hunting, Beebe on 
one of his romantic gea trips or de Kruif with his microbe 
hunters will send the blood racing through young veins if 
the reader has just a bit of imagination. If his thrill 
must be more real, he need only watch a hawk swoop 
down to carry off his pet fowl, or witness an army of 
gypsy moths strip our forests of every bit of foliage. 
If one’s thrill must have tragedy in it, the story of the 
conquest of yellow fever will furnish that. Stories of 
self sacrifice that have a foundation in biology are on 
every hand, in newspapers, magazines and books. 

A subject like biology which is so varied and covers so 
much of the world we live in has something of interest 
for almost everybody. In our course we may spend some 
time in a study of our seashore life. We find that to 
many of our high school pupiis this field has been a 
closed book, although the material is plentiful, free, and 
always availiable. After such a study the seashore be- 
comes something more than a place to spend idle mo- 
ments. The student finds something interesting on every 
side. 

Again treestheir identification, their location, their 
economic value, etc., may be the hobby of both teacher 
and pupil. A seemingly hilarious field trip brings its own 
reward, I am sure, in the fact that teacher and pupil 
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meet on a very friendly ground that lasts over into other 
class periods. 

Naturally it is impossible to say beforehand just what 
will interest certain people. Some of us go in for col- 
lecting stamps, while others prefer collecting butterflies 
or Sandwich glass. Yet with so varied a subject we are 
pretty sure to get every pupil interested in some parts 
of it. He may learn how to protect useful plants and ani- 
mals, to increase them both in numbers and qualities. He 
becomes interested in the curing of sickness and its pre- 
vention. He finds out that it is applied biclogy that has 
made it possible, since the Civil War, to add ten years to 
the average length of life of people living in this country. 
To many pupils biology is interesting because it answers 
practical questions about the relations of plants and ani- 
mals to our business, our health, our laws, and so on. 
By learning more about life he becomes better able to 
understand himself and his fellow beings and should be 
better able to manage himself in many situations. Finally 
biology is coming’ to be used more and more in the man- 
agement of our common affairs in town and city and na- 
tion at large. Its greatest value should be tested by its 
ability to make life easier, to help us get more out of life. 
The study of biology in its broadest sense then may offer 
something to everybody: to one, serious study—an open- 
ing for his work; to many, an interesting hobby or 
pleasant pastime; to all, a deeper appreciation of all life 
around them as challenge—sometimes with many difficul- 
ties to overcome and problems to solve but underneath it 
all much poetry, romance and drama.

FROM THE SCIENCE TEACHER 


THE OBJECTIVES AND VALUES OF THE STUDY OF CHEMISTRY 
In our High school course we offer our Juniors and 
Seniors a fling at chemistry. Those who accept the chal- 
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lenge devote a part of each day to descriptive and theoret- 
ical chemistry which centers about a group of experi- 
ments,—fifty or more,—many of which are performed by 
the individual student. 

The end and aim of this study is, for about one-third 
of the chemistry-minded, to get a substantial preparation 
for entrance to college. For the remainder of the class, 
to learn how to use those acids and things would prob- 
ably express the why of their choice and the what of their 
expectation. The pedagogue hopes that they are looking 
toward a first-hand acquaintance with the substances com- 
posing this strange world of ours, and the laws which gov- 
ern their safe using. Chemists have learned to handle 
these elements and compounds in such new and powerful 
combinations that they seem like companies of Aladdins. 
These Aladdins are magnetic personalities to some of our 
boys and girls. 

What these chemistry hours give to our students is first 
of ali the satisfaction of the creative urge, the spirit that 
pushes us onward to build a new thing. We learn to trans- 
late English into action in the handling of chemicals and 
apparatus. We receive real training in keen observation, 
in accurate expression, in deductive reasoning with its at- 
tendant problem solving. This experimental work does 
other things for us, too, by way of increasing responsibil- 
ity, power of cooperation and adjustment, which is good 
character-forming timber. | 

From this laboratory method of learning there results a 
store of knowledge of chemical processes, which is vastly 
interesting and useful; knowledge that continually pushes 
outward the boundaries of our thinking. There are those 
processes of everyday usage in food preparation, and 
those in many manufactures such as the making of soap, 
paper, matches, and glass, the extraction of metals from 
the ores, electroplating; also the bleaching and dyeing 
processes and water purification. The harmful and ben- 
eficial processes of decay and combustion are not over- 
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looked of course. 

Were it possible to divide our chemistry pupils into two 
classes, with one of these we could make a really practi- 
cal study of some of these operations, and spare individ- 
uals the pain of being inoculated with the theory that is 
important only for the prospective college person. This 
would open the course to everyone, even though they were 
not skilled in mathematics; would give answer to many 
questionings, and the power to answer others for them- 
selves. 

Chemists have revolutionized our times by delving in 
the old earth’s crust for the stores of magic metals, and 
dynamic non-metals, and have put them to work for man’s 
destruction,—it is true,—but far more for constructive 
betterment of life in culture and comfort, in pleasure and 
progress. We can think of hardly any study which yields 
such large returns as chemistry, either to the pupil of one 
or of several talents.

FROM THE ENGLISH TEACHER 


Fads and thrills are names given to some of the extra- 
curricular activities that are sponsored by the school. At 
some time or other practically every subject in the cur- 
riculum, with the exception of Latin and Mathematics, 
have been so designated. If we consider the fact that 
education is preparation for life and life itself, we must 
concede that many so-called fads and thrills are the 
essentials in the educational process. 

WHAT BENEFIT FROM THE EXTRA CURRICULAR ACTIVITY? 

“The extra-curricular activity” is no new idea — the 
Greek youth was trained for mental alertness and physi- 
cal vigor. There were no ventilators for his class rooms, 
no gongs at the end of his hours, no numerals for playing 
on a team, and no “electives” for his schedule. Yet an 
educational ideal may be found throughout all the cul- 
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tural strivings of mankind—we find it in the “Philoso- 
pher-kings” of Plato, the physically-alive monk of the 
Middle Ages, the frolicsome intellectualism of the first 
university students, and today, in such widely divergent 
theories as the bolshevist and the fascist, for example. 
That education for youth means creating not only intelli- 
gent men, but likewise healthy, vigorous individuals, and 
responsible citizens has been understood for centuries. 

The function of education is manifold—to instill aca- 
demic knowledge, to develop character, and to fit the 
individual for his social life—all are equally important. 
Intellectual stimulation, physical well-being, and train- 
ing in individual bents and inclinations are the rights that 
educators grant should be the heritage of modern youth. 
Class-room instruction alone is not enough, even if we 
assume that what is rendered in the class-room is perfect. 
“Extra-curricular” activities are attempts at filling in 
gaps in formal education. 

Sports, spontaneously conducted and cheerfully, fully 
enjoyed, mean health-living. Competition aimed at en- 
joyment and conducted in sportsmanlike fun does not 
prevent students reaping the good—the thrill of the 
contest, the sparkle of buoyant activity, the “esprit de 
corps” created by working with the team. Inter-class 
games allow practically every student to take part. Inter- 
school games train girls and boys in firm lessons of loy- 
alty, and are harmful only when victory is the only object. 
More opportunities are being afforded women in sports 
— basketball, tennis, swimming, badminton, track, field 
hockey, archery, golf are but examples of the chance for 
school training in health and team-play that are slowly 
opening up today. High schools in many towns or cities 
have regular courses in physical education — credit is 
given students electing these courses, and in many cases 
freshman and sophomore courses are compulsory. Health 
is not left in uncertain hands but is a matter dealt with 
by competent directors; sports are led by experienced 
leaders. The subject of sports is decidedly controversial 
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— yet the tendency is to recognize these “extra-curricu- 
lar” activities as essential if not over-emphasized. 

The “drama” has stepped forth from Broadway and 
has chosen new habitats and technique. The development 
and progress in the talking picture and the little theater 
movement have meant not that interest in the theater is 
on the wane, but that fresh vigor and creativity are aris- 
ing in an old field. For the present we are not concerned 
with the talking picture, although some schools are plac- 
ing courses in movie production on their curricula. “The 
little theater movement” is practically nation-wide in its 
extent and in it the high school is a vital part. In 1912 a 
committee of the National Council of Teachers of English 
recommended class dramatizations of required reading. 
In 1925 Dramatic Interpretation and Dramatic Produc- 
tion were recommended by the National Association of 
Teachers of Speech as being worthy of being placed on 
the curriculum. 

Such courses were already in existence, and since that 
time many universities have been attempting to train 
students so that they may be prepared properly to 
conduct drama courses in the high schools. Kenneth 
Macgowan, noted producer, declares that at least one- 
third of the high schools in the United States have defi- 
nite courses, generally averaging fifty students to a 
course. 

Why is it that drama in a high school, formerly imply- 
ing an annual production by the senior class, is now con- 
sidered sufficiently beneficial to be placed on an academic 
curriculum? Certainly it can’t be only the students’ de- 
sire “to be in a play.” We might list some of the benefits 
of “‘play-acting’: it provides diversion and opportunity 
for creative imagination; it affords opportunity for cor- 
rection of individual disabilities; it arouses outside par- 
ental and community interest; and it realizes for students 
a happy field wherein to learn to cooperate with art de- 
partment, manual training department, music department 
and others in joint endeavor, and to learn to “play the 
rules of the game.” A play! Joyful clean fun, with 
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mental stimulus for actor and back-stage worker alike! 
Lucky the teacher who has a chance to direct a drama 
group! | 

“Extra-curricular activities’ may become organized 
and directed, may seem vital enough to be placed on the 
regular high school curriculum, and thereby cease to be 
“extra” curricular, and become hallowed with academic 
sanctity. This program is promoted to some extent by 
junior colleges, Sarah Lawrence College in Bronxville, 
N. Y., being a very recent and excellent example. From 
the practical point of view, student activities, whether in 
sports, drama, government, music, art, journalism, sci- 
ence, often prove to be the bases of the students’ profes- 
sions in later life. Let early inclinations be fostered! 
Until the individual is taught what is best in himself and 
for himself, he cannot be taught what is best for the 
community. 

In the development of community life is served more 
completely. In our high school training we gain the power 
to understand and to estimate the claims of others in 
comparison with our own, the power to enter into the 
more complex relations of a more extensive life, and we 
strive for the autonomy of the individual with the con- 
comitant growth of his sense of responsibility. The 
greater the capacity of growth in each individual the 
greater the benefit the organized and cooperative com- 
munity can confer on its members, particularly as they 
grow up into maturity within it. Every person has to 
reconcile within the unity of his life the claims arising 
from many social relations, and yet every person attains 
greatest fulfillment of self within society. 

The ultimate interest that binds us in school is intel- 
lectual — like Erasmus we don’t live to study, but we 
therefore study that we may live pleasantly. Yet we have 
other interests, interests that give us strength and joy 
in living, the enthusiasms that prevent stagnation. And 
these other interests are provided for in spontaneous 
group activity for students, whether “extra” or cur- 
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_ ricular. Creativeness, resourcefulness, responsibility, and 
response to “‘team-play” are fostered. Aesthetic, physical, 
and intellectual ideals can be stimulated the more by work 
going beyond the class-room routine. 3 

No matter what the community, whether Sandwich, 
state, nation or world of nations — develop the individual 
within the group and the individual will develop within 
and for the community.

FROM MR. HALL 
(Teacher and Athletic Coach) 


Sandwich is to be complimented on the fact that a 
championship team has not gone to the heads of the boys 
or the citizenry. The boys are still regular fellows and 
show superior sportsmanship, and we have had no pres- 
sure brought to bear to commercialize the athletic ability 
of our youth. Every effort is made to keep sane in this 
matter. Our physical educational program is weak, since 
but little is done either in the high school or the grades 
along the lines of true physical education. The follow- 
ing article is presented in an effort to impress upon the 
minds of the citizens of Sandwich the need for a richer 
program of physical education. 

“THE SPORTS MYTH” 


Probably one of the best fellows I ever knew was a 
champion in the 145-pound class of a little college boxing 
team. The man I submit is a sportsman. He knows the 
thrill of real sport; of playing not for championship, for 
titles, for cash, for publicity, for medals, for applause, but 
simply for the love of playing. Everyone knows this thrill 
who has felt a golf ball soar from his club and watched it 
bound down the middle of the course two hundred and 
fifty yards ahead; who has finished a long tense rally at 
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tennis with a passing shot that cuts the sideline and 
leaves a helpless adversary shaking his head in admira- 
tion-at the net. . 

On these occasions one tastes the full flavor of the — 
game; one finds that complete and satisfying relaxation of 
mind and body which to the weak weary brain is such 
perfect solace. 

In this informal and unorganized sport one finds not 
only the game but the player at his best. Umpires! Ref- 
erees! Officials! The need of them does not exist. 
Implicitly one trusts one’s opponent because one trusts 
oneself ; it is impossible to question the score, impossible 
to hesitate as to whether a shot did or did not touch the 
line. All that is finest in sport can be found — is found 
in such friendly encounters on the golf links and tennis 
courts. 

But of late years a strange and curious fiction appears 
to have grown up regarding sport. Let us grant that 
sport between individuals is a working laboratory for the 
building of character. Let us admit freely that the health 
of nations is being improyed by friendly outdoor games. 
By all means let us give thanks and sing praises for the 
opportunity afforded by such sport to get out into the open 
air and freshen ourselves for the burdens of life that grow 
daily more exhausting. But let us not confound the prec- 
ious informality of individual sport with the huge wide- 
ly advertized sporting contests with which we are being 
inundated from year’s end to year’s end. 

This fiction I call the “Great Sports Myth.” It is a 
fiction sustained and built up by a large class of people 
now financially interested in Sport. There are the news- 
gatherers and the sports-functuaries for the daily press. 
In their very natural efforts to glorify their trade they 
have preached unceasingly the notion that all the values 
to be found in informal athletic games are present as 
well in the huge organized sporting spectacles. These 
gentry — the newsgatherer, and the new professional up- 
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lifter — tell us that competitive sport, as well as in- 
formal, unorganized sport, is health-giving, character- 
building, brain-making. They imply more or less directly, 
that its exponents are heroes, possessed of none but the 
highest moral qualities, tempered and steeled in the great 
white heat of competition, purified and made holy by their 
devotion to inter-collegiate and inter-national sport. 
Thanks to them — and to others not entirely disinterested 
—there has grown up in the public mind an exaggerated 
and sentimental notion of the moral value of great, com- 
petitive, sport spectacles. The sports-writers are required 
to regard the whole sporting panorama with an almost 
religious seriousness. It is their job, their bread and but- 
ter. 

The sporting heroes of the nation are its Gods. From 
day to day, month to month, year to year, we are deluged 
with a torrent of words about these Galahads-of-Sport. 
The amateur football players of the colleges and the 
“Shamateur” golf or tennis players often take a hand in 
exalting their own personalities through the medium of 
the press. 

Man has always, I suppose, been a worshipper; doubt- 
less he always will be. We Americans do not seem to take 
to religious prophets; and we have no Queen Marie, nor 
even a Mussolini to raise upon a pedestal. Consequent- 
ly we turn hopefully to the world of sports. There we 
find the material to satisfy our lust for hero worship; 
there we discover the true Gods of the nation, Messrs. 
Jones, Tunney, Tilden, Ruth, Sonnenberg, Dempsey, — 
these become the idols of American masculine population, 
young and old. And why not? After all we ask our- 
selves, are they not athletes? Have they not been 
cleansed, in the great white heat of competition? That 
competitive sport, of any kind, from squash-tennis to 
prize-fighting, makes for nobility of character, is the first 
commandment of the American Sporting Public. This, in 
fact, is the foundation of “The Great Sports Myth.” 
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Yet, in plain truth, highly competitive sports are not 
character-building; on the contrary after a good deal of 
assistance at and some competition in them, I am con- 
vinced the reverse is true. So far are they from building 
character that, in my opinion, continuous and excessive 
participation in competitive sports tends to destroy it. 
Under the terrific stress of striving for victory, victory, 
victory, all sorts of unpleasant traits are brought out and 
strengthened. Too frequently the player’s worst side is 
magnified, his self-control broken down much more than 
it is built up. 

I know this is heresy ; I realize the contrary is preached 
from every side; I am aware that the participants in 
American Sports are all supposed to be little short of 
demi-gods. Yet if football, for instance, is the noble 
elevating and character-building sport it is supposed to be 
why, I wonder, is it necessary to station an Umpire, a 
Field-judge, a Referee, a Head-linesman and half a dozen 
assistants to follow the play at a distance of a few feet, 
and to watch zealously everyone of the twenty-two con- 
testants in order that no heads and no rules may be sim- 
ultaneously broken. 

The popular belief is that sport teaches self-control, 
that it shows us how to accept not only victory but defeat 
with a graceful and sincere smile. If you are a believer in 
the Great Sports Myth, I wish you might visit the locker- 
rooms and dressing quarters of our clubhouses and ath- 
letic buildings and mingle with our “athletic gods” before 
and after contests. 

“T was interfered with in the last quarter, on that for- 
ward-pass, or I’d have scored a touchdown.” 

“T’ll beat the big stiff or burst a blood vessel.” 

“This man Smith has always been against us; we’ll have 
to see that he doesn’t get a chance to referee any more 
varsity games.” 

These with embellishments unspeakable are the sort of 
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thing you hear on the inside at every big sporting con- 
test. 

Now if our highly organized sports taught us so much 
of mutual understanding, generosity, and forbearance as 
their advocates claim they do, there might be some ex- 
cuse for the elevation of sport into a kind of national re- 
ligion. Yet why is it that the United States, by common 
acclaim the greatest sporting nation in the world, is so 
sensitive to criticism, so open to flattery? 

In point of fact, what the fetish of competitive sport 
inculcates in us most successfully is the desire to win. Not 
at any cost! Certainly not! There are far too many ref- 
erees, umpires, etc., to permit that sort of thing. But our 
Gods are all winners. It is Tunney, Miss Wills, and Son- 
nenberg, who are glorified. It is the champion, not the 
Way in which the championship is won or lost, that at- 
tracts the plaudits of the mob whose creed is ‘‘The Great 
Sports Myth.” 

Moreover, by thus elevating our athletic heroes to peaks 
of prominence, by following them incessantly in the daily 
press, by demanding of them victories and yet more Vic- 
tories, we force them to lose all sense of proportion if 
indeed they ever had any. For it is a debatable question 
whether anyone with a sense of proportion or a sense of 
humor, which comes to much the same thing — could so 
far lose himself in this sporting world as to become a 
champion. Judging by their remarks in public, one is 
forced to conclude that many if not all of our sporting 
gods are muscle-bound between the ears. 

High school athletics should not come under the scope 
of commercialism; yet sometimes it seems as though we 
could place it in this class. Most people expect a coach 
to have a winning team; if he doesn’t, he loses his job. 
This leads some coaches to take advantages of weaker 
teams, and he teaches his pupils to win at any cost. 

Most parents wish to have their sons grow up to be law- 
abiding citizens; yet how can we expect them to be, if they 
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are taught to take advantage of the laxity of rules in 
these friendly sporting contests? 

Athletics in school should teach a pupil discipline, 
obedience, and fair play, but such type of instruction as 
over-emphasizes victory, produces the opposite results. 

In closing I might quote J. B. Downie on “Playing the 
Game”: 

“We can’t all play a winning game 
Someone is sure to lose; 
Yet we can play so that our name 
No one may dare accuse; 
And when the Master Referee 
Scores against our name 
It won’t be whether we’ve won or lost 
But how we’ve played the game.

FROM THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 
THE DISCIPLINARY VALUE OF MUSIC 


It may be claimed for vocal music, as taught in Sand- 
wich, that it has three distinct disciplines, the physical, 
the intellectual and the spiritual. 

Under the head of the physical discipline, I may men- 
tion the requirements for good posture, both in standing 
and in sitting, the practice of deep breathing, with the 
exercise of the muscles of the throat, tongue and lips in 
such a manner as to improve the diction and the inflec- 
tions of the speaking voice. The English language is full 
of consonants and it is important, in both song and 
speech, to be able to enunciate distinctly. It is possible 
that the practice of singing in the Henry T. Wing School 
makes the voices of the pupils more musical in their ordin- 
ary conversation, with improvement in the distinctness 
of their articulation. 

If we study the disciplinary value of music under the 
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second item, from the standpoint of psychological pro- 
cesses involved, we find that there is perception by the eye 
of various symbols, such as clef, signature, key, notes and 
rests, and technical terms; and perception by the ear of 
tones and rhythms. The reading is done from a notation 
that is capable of infinite variations and that, at first, 
must seem like a maze of contradictions to the young 
pupil. Singers are required to read words, as well as 
music, to coordinate their efforts, watch the teacher, 
carry on several operations simultaneously, and to keep 
_ time according to a definite speed. Pupils are subjected 
to the discipline of attentive listening and of thinking 
their tones before making them audible. 

It is in the spiritual realm, however, that the disciplin- 
ary value of music makes its major claim for an honorable 
place in the curriculum. Children show an unusual 
fondness for music, and their faces are radiant over a 
successful singing lesson. It is possible that this love for 
the finest of the fine arts may have a deeper significance: 
in the development of their character than we have real- 
ized. May it not be that the love of children for music 
is a natural craving of the heart for spiritual food by 
which they nourish and keep alive their higher sensibil- 
ities on which are founded the virtues of kindness, gener- 
osity and love? 

Music is a universal language that makes its appeal 
direct to the soul, that transports us into a sphere where 
selfishness and worldliness have no part to play. It is one 
of the spiritual disciplines that touches the inner con- 
sciousness of children, and one that must make them 
better because of its beautiful influence. 

It may be claimed for the subject of music, therefore, 
that it has an important place in the curriculum, not alone 
for its physical discipline, in ways that may improve our 
health and speech, nor for its intellectual discipline in 
promoting attention, concentration and alertness, but 
principally for its spiritual discipline in shaping and 
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moulding life and character, so that children, as they grow 
to maturity, will be better men and women because of 
the beautiful things with which they have come in contact 


in an art that is used to dignify our social, civic and re- 


ligious ceremonies, and that follows us from the cradle 
to the grave.

FROM THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


“HOME BEAUTIFUL” 


The study of Drawing in the schools has a very great 
influence on the future homemaker. Chief among the 


things which determine the beauty of a home is order; — 


order in relation to design, balance and proportion. A 
house is top-heavy if the rocf is too large, which means 
that the proportion is wrong and it is out of balance. If 
porch posts are too sma!! or too heavy, the balance is gone. 


There must be order in ornament of doorway and cornice. » 


Order is the first law of design. The first year of school 
gives the first lessons in order and design to our littie chil- 
dren. 

Simplicity, the keynote of design and the backbone of 
beauty is stressed all through the school days until it be- 
comes part of a child’s natural perceptions. Simplicity of 
' arrangement in decoration is taught in the first grades 
through paper cutting to the posters and Christmas cards 
of the eighth grade. ) 

When the child draws from an object or from memory, 
he learns proportion, studies the relation of sizes, sim- 
plifies the detail and color. He is creating within him- 
self the instinct to enjoy beauty and to recognize it. To 
recognize beauty is the important part. To enjoy beauty 
is universal, but only educated people can reason about 
their likes and dislikes. Only educated people know why 
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they have good taste. Some people are born with the abil- 
ity to discriminate between good and bad, which we call 
good taste, but the majority of us have to learn. All 
through the school life we are teaching the ability to dis- 
criminate. The Drawing Department is the only place 
where this is taught directly and unceasingly. ‘Pupils 
must have many opportunities to make choices, to dis- 
criminate. Even in the first years, they must choose. 
They are quick to discard the inferior and enjoy express- 
ing their opinions. 

Then, along in the sixth year the children are taught 
directly a little of good architecture, of good types of 
houses and good types of furniture. They plan on paper 
the outside and inside of a house and the grounds sur- 
rounding this house. They must plan this house for a cer- 
tain number of people and for a certain piece of land. Thus 
the fitness of building for your location is taught. The old 
lessons of design proportion and arrangement are used 
over and over again. The color theory they have studied 
for six years is put to a test now in the color plans for 
their house painting, interior decoration of walls, floors, 
draperies, rugs, etc. 

When they are out of school and are busy planning their 
own house will they remember these old lessons? Prob- 
ably not, their taste will be formed, and they will have 
learned to discriminate and to choose the best. The 
market of ordinary things: wall papers, furniture, tones 
of paint, dishes and fabrics has vastly improved in the 
last ten years. I believe this is true because the taste of 
the people has improved. We, as a people, demand color- 
ful attractive things for our everyday life. The influence 
of Drawing courses ten year ago is felt now. The school 
children of today are the buying public of tomorrow. The 
environment of good taste in the school rooms of today 
is one of the greatest helps in developing good taste in the 
children. 
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These children will buy and build good houses, well 
proportioned and designed. They may even design them. 
They will recognize good balance and good relation of 
spaces in building. Their old lessons of design and ar- 
rangement will be there in the back of their consciousness 
when they buy and arrange their furniture. They will 
know how to choose a chair of structural stability with 
ornament sparingly used, which adds to the strength of 
the whole. They will know which colors blend well, the 
tones to choose for upholstered pieces and when to use 
stripes and figured fabrics. They will know which colors 
to choose to make a room look sunny, and what to do to 
make a room cool. Home is man’s dearest possession. A 
course in school which enables a person to create a beau- 
tiful home is an aid to successful living.

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Report of the Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools— 
James F.. Peebles. 


I have the honor to present my report as School Physi- 
cian for the year 1931. 

Details of health work in the schools would be largely 
a repetition of the report made by the nurse. 

The sanitary condition of the school building has been 
good since completion of the last work on the drainage 
system. There has never been any criticism of the clean- 
liness of the building since it was first put into use. 

This happy state of affairs is due to the continued in- 
terest and efficiency of the janitor and the cooperation 
of teachers and pupils. 

The outstanding feature of the health work of the year 
was the checking up of practically the whole school body 
for tuberculosis by the Chadwick Clinic. 

This work of the Chadwick Clinic as sponsored by the 
the State is, I believe, one of the most valuable ever done 
in the interest of better health for the whole population. 
By finding all the cases of tuberculosis early and insti- 
tuting curative measures early the health of the affected 
individuals is conserved and sources of danger to others 
are removed. The total number of positive cases discov- 
ered has been small, the work done has been tremendous 
and the outlay in money not small; but we believe full 
value has been received. Who can place a value on one 
human life? 

In order to secure full benefit from the work done by 
the clinic each town should carry on—follow up the pos- 
itive cases to complete recovery and continue the check- 
ing up of the children as they come along to the end that 
the disease may be entirely eradicated.
